REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  herewith  the  134th 
Annual  Report  of  the  officials  and  committees  of  the  Town 
of  Duxbury. 

Early  in  1985  our  Chairman  issued  a  financial  alert 
relative  to  Duxbury ' s  future  under  proposition  2  1/2.  He 
has  recently  issued  a  follow-up  to  that  alert.     Because  of 
the  projections  made  relative  to  our  future  fiscal 
stability,  and  some  specific  recommendations  to  help 
maintain  our  financial  future,   that  follow-up  report  is 
printed  in  its  entirety  as  an  addendum  to  this  report. 

Following  passage  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  the 
Legislature,   the  Governor  signed  the  bill  creating  a 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  Duxbury.     The  Cemetery, 
Highway,  Water  and  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  Departments 
will  now  be  merged  under  a  Director  of  Public  Works.  This 
process  has  already  begun  and  full  implementation  should  be 
completed  before  July  1,  1986. 

An  outstanding  effort  by  our  Highway  Department 
repaired  the  fire  damaged  Powder  Point  Bridge  this  past 
summer  in  just  five  weeks.     Unfortunately,  structural 
problems  unrelated  to  the  fire  forced  us  to  close  the  bridge 
a  few  days  later.     We  have  appointed  a  committee  who  will 
oversee  an  engineering  study  to  determine  the  effect  of 
repairs  needed.     Hopefully,  the  bridge  can  be  reopened 
sometime  next  summer. 

The  town  survived  Hurricane  Gloria  last  September 
thanks  to  a  well  coordinated  effort  by  our  Police,  Fire, 
Civil  Defense  and  DPW  departments.     Most  of  the  town  was 
without  power  for  several  days  as  tree  damage  was  the  most 
extensive  we  have  had  for  many  years. 

The  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  outstanding 
work  that  has  been  done  for  several  years  by  our  now 
permanent  Energy  Committee.     Under  Chairman  Gary  Robinson's 
leadership,   this  committee  has  implemented  numerous  cost 
saving  projects,  putting  in  many  hours  in  almost  total 
obscurity. 

The  Board  welcomed  its  newest  member  last  March  when  C. 
Martin  Delano  was  elected  to  replace  James  G.   Kelso  who 
chose  not  to  run  after  serving  for  six  years.  Marty's 
father  was  a  Selectmen  in  Duxbury  for  28  years,   retiring  in 
1969. 
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John  P.  Leonard,  a  member  of  the  Board  for  nine  years 
and  Chairman  for  seven  years  has  decided  not  to  seek  a 
fourth  term  next  March.     Thus,  he  completes  fourteen  years 
of  service  as  he  previously  had  spent  five  years  on  the 
Board  of  Assessors. 

Edmund  A.  Dondero,  our  Executive  Assistant  for  the  past 
six  years,  has  been  forced  to  retire  for  health  reasons.  Ed 
has  been  involved  in  town  affairs  for  more  than  seventeen 
years,  having  served  on  the  Finance  Committee,   the  Planning 
Board  and  as  a  Selectman  before  being  appointed  as  Executive 
Assistant  in  1980.     His  sage  counsel,   sense  of  history  and 
tireless  efforts  on  behalf  of  all  in  this  community  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

Our  Treasurer-Collector  John  Ferguson  was  seriously 
injured  in  an  auto  accident  last  November.     We  join  everyone 
in  wishing  John  a  speedy  and  complete  recovery.     He  has  done 
an  outstanding  job  for  Duxbury  since  he  was  appointed  to  the 
position  in  1983. 

We  must  note,  with  sadness,  those  who  have  served  the 
town  in  the  past  who  have  died  since  our  last  annual  report.

None  of  us  shall  ever  forget  the  terrible  tragedies 
that  occurred  during  this  past  year  and  involved  so  many  of 
our  teenagers.     We  applaud  the  efforts  of  many  who  have 
devoted  themselves  to  creating  an  awareness  within  the 
community  concerning  alcohol,  drug  abuse  and  excessive  speed 
on  our  roadways. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  Boards  and  Committees  and  Town 
employees  for  their  efforts  during  the  past  year.     We  would 
be  unable  to  perform  our  functions  without  their  commitment 
to  service.

DUXBURY'S  FUTURE  UNDER  2  1/2 


A  nNANCIAL  ALERT  FOLLOWUP 

In  my  financial  alert  of  January  11,   1985,   I  focused  on 
the  fact  that  Duxbury ' s  spending  was  increasing  60%  faster 
than  our  revenues  under    proposition  2  1/2.  We 
successfully,  though  sometimes  painfully,  addressed  our 
projected  shortfall  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  reduced 
our  requested  appropriations  by  approximately  $1,400,000. 

In  this  followup  report,   I  want  to  cover  several  areas 
relative  to  the  Town's  long  range  continuing  fiscal 
stability.     The  areas  addressed  in  this  report  concern  free 
cash,  retirement  funding,  debt  service,  the  stabilization 
fund  and  other  matters  which  will  have  an  impact  on  our 
financial  future.     Since  some  planning  needs  to  be  done  for 
the  next  several  years,   it  seems  appropriate  that  these 
issues  be  placed  on  the  front  burner  now,   for  discussion  and 
comment,  and  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  will  be  advising 
the  Town  in  the  future. 

I  want  to  stress  the  fact  that  the  opinions  and 
recommendations  expressed  in  this  report  are  mine  and  do  not 
necessarily  represent  the  views  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Planning  the  Town's  financial  future  for  the  next  six  or 
seven  years  must  necessarily  be  based  on  the  present.. 
Unforseen  situations  may  change  what's  proposed  here  but,  at 
the  very  least,  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  made 
ought  to  be  considered  in  light  of  the  conditions  that  exist 
at  that  time. 

Attachment  1  is  a  summary  comparison  of  revenues  and 
appropriations  for  each  year  since  we  began  operating  under 
proposition  2  1/2,   starting  with  fiscal  year  1982,  Although 
displayed  in  summary  form,  there  is  enough  detail  to 
determine  trends  as  to  revenue  and    appropriation  growth. 
Those  areas  where  appropriations  are  growing  faster  than 
overall  revenues  must  be  addressed  by  all  concerned. 

Recommendation  1;     Appropriation  limits  must  be  established 
annually  based  on  projected  revenues  for  that  same  period. 

Based  on  our  fiscal  year  1986  appropriations,  the  general 
budget  of  $7,455,000  can  be  summarized  as  follows:

You'll  note  that  salaries,  debt,  insurance  and  retirement 
comprise  77%  of  the  general  budget.     It  is  apparent 
therefore  that  debt,   insurance  and  retirement  costs, 
representing  more  than  one  third  of  the  budget,  must  be 
closely  monitored  and  controlled,   since  any  future 
reductions  to  offset  increases  in  these  three  areas  would 
probably  have  to  come  from  salaries,  thus  reducing  Town 
services . 

Although  you  can  determine  from  the  table  in  Attachment 
1  that  school  expenditures  are  increasing  at  a  faster  rate 
than  general  expenditures,  there  is  another  aspect  to  this 
problem  that  is  not  discernible  from  this  table.     In  fiscal 
year  1981,  the  last  year  before  proposition  2  1/2  began,  61% 
of  the  tax  levy  was  attributable  to  schools  and  39%  to  th,e 
general  budget.     As  of  fiscal  year  1985,   schools  are  now  65% 
of  the  tax  levy  while  general  has  dropped  to  35%.  This 
means  that  the  schools  are  getting  a  larger  share  of  the  tax 
levy  at  the  direct  expense  of  those  Town  Departments  that 
are  in  the  general  tax  rate  including  Police,  Fire,  DPW, 
etc.  This  is  an  alarming  trend  because  as  the  Town  grows, 
the  increased  demand  for  non  school  services  cannot  be  met. 
In  fact,  existing  services  will  be  spread  even  thinner  than 
is  now  the  case. 

Recommendation  2:     Group  insurance  must  be  reviewed 
continually  with  emphasis  on  reducing  the  Town's  share  of 
this  cost,  increasing  deductibles  paid  by  members ;  reducing 
the  cost  of  benefit  claims  and  the  monitoring  of  claims 
processed  against  the  plan. 

The  Selectmen  have  undertaken  some  aspects  of  reviewing  the 
group  insurance  plan  for  sometime.     It  should  be  noted  that 
there  will  be  a  question  on  the  next  Annual  Town  Election 
Ballot  asking  the  voters  to  decrease  the  Town's  share  of 
group  insurance  for  employees  from  75%  to  50%.  Our 
employees  have  an  excellent  medical  plan  but  we  cannot 
continue  to  subsidize  75%  of  the  costs  without  the  revenue 
to  meet  this  spiraling  annual  expense.     For  five  years, 
through  fiscal  year  1984,  we  were  able  to  level  fund  this 
budget  primarily  through  the  purchase  of  a  reinsurance  stop 
loss  policy.     However,   in  the  last  two  years,  this 
appropriation  has  increased  approximately  50%.  The 
importance  of  this  issue  cannot  be  overemphasized.     If  the 
ballot  question  should  fail,  we  will  have  to  find  about 
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$200,000  somewhere  else  in  the  general  budget,  which  could 
mean  a  reduction  of  salaries.     $200,000  is  the  equivalent 
of  five  to  ten  full  time  personnel  depending  on  the  level  of 
employees  being  considered. 

Attachment  2  details  the  actual  status  of  our 
retirement  fund,  established  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  40, 
Section  5D,  through  fiscal  year  1986  and  makes  projections 
which  are  estimated  for  the  following  ten  years.  The 
schedule  reflects  the  current  thinking  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  that,  we  appropriate 
$700,000  annually  for  retirement  and  the  amount  not  needed 
to  meet  the  current  year's  bill,  under  Article  4,  is  set 
aside  in  a  retirement  fund.     This  special  fund,  which  is 
invested,   serves  two  purposes.     It  begins  to  set  aside  funds 
to  meet  the  Town's  unfunded  pension  liability  and,  provides 
for  a  way  to  meet  future  current  appropriations,  if 
necessary,  by  transferring  some  of  its  earnings.     The  latest 
estimate  of  Duxbury's  unfunded  liability  was  made  about  two 
years  ago  and  totaled  $5,400,000. 

Recommendation  3 ;     The  total  appropriation  for  retirement 
should  be  increased  to  $800,000  beginning  in  fiscal  year 
1990  and  this  annual  level  should  be  reconsidered  when  the 
annual  bill  reaches  that  amount  around  fiscal  year  1994. 

If  the  plan  outlined  above  is  followed,  the  total  amount  in 
the  fund  by  1994  should  be  close  to  $2,500,000  and  the 
annual  earnings,  at  that  time,  should  approximate  $175,000. 
This  should  be  sufficient  to  permit  annual  transfers  to  help 
meet  escalating  current  appropriations  for  several  years 
while  the  balance  should  continue  to  grow  even  without  any 
additions  to  the  fund,  although  at  a  much  slower  rate.  This 
is  demonstrated  in  the  attached  schedule  by  the  transfer  out 
column  in  fiscal  years  1995  and  1996.     As  noted  earlier,  the 
total  level  of  appropriation  should  be  reconsidered  around 
fiscal  year  1994  so  that,  transfers  into  this  fund  can 
continue.     The  time  to  stop  setting  aside  funds,  because  all 
pension  liabilities  have  been  fully  funded,  will  not  occur 
for  many,  many  years.     Future  income  on  this  fund  has  been 
conservatively  estimated  at  7  1/2%.     Because  of  the  long 
term  nature  and  purpose  of  the  fund,   longer  term  and  more 
speculative  investment  should  be  considered  in  order  to  help 
build  the  fund  more  rapidly. 

In  the  ten  year  period  from  June  1976  to  June  1986,  we 
have  reduced  our  outstanding  non  water  debt  from 
approximately  $13,540,000  to  $5,480,000,   a  reduction  of 
about  60%.     Attachment  3  reflects  the  current  repayment 
schedule  of  both  water  debt  and  all  other  debt  for  the  next 
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several  years.     I  have  not  anticipated  any  new  borrowings 
which  might  have  to  be  added  over  this  same  period.  The 
main  purpose  in  this  attachment  is  to  suggest  that 
consideration  be  given  to  taking  advantage  of  our  decreasing 
debt  repayments  over  the  next  few  years,  and  begin  to 
rebuild  the  Town's  stabilization  fund.     Such  a  course  would 
also  provide  a  method  to  increase  our  appropriations  into 
the  retirement  fund  as  well. 

Recommendation  4:     Renew  annual  appropriations  to  the 
stabilization  fund  until  the  fund  reaches  at  least 
$1,000,000. 

Since  our  current  level  of  non-water  debt  repayment  is 
approximately  $1,200,000,   I  would  suggest  that  we  apply  the 
same  principle  here  as  the  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee 
have  concerning  retirement.     However,   in  this  instance,  we 
would  be  taking  advantage  of  our  decreasing  annual  debt 
payments  in  rebuilding  this  important  reserve  fund. 
Attachment  4  details  the  activity  in  the  stabilization  fund 
from  June  30,   1977  to  June  30,   1986  with  projections 
estimated  after  that  date.     As  you  can  see,  we  could  begin 
with  a  small  addition  next  year  and  reach  the  $200,000  level 
by  fiscal  year  1988.     We  have  not  put  any  money  into  this 
fund  since  fiscal  year  1978.     However,     while  we  have 
transferred  $546,000  out  through  fiscal  year  1986,  interest 
earned  has  meant  that  the  fund  has  slightly  increased  over 
this  period.     On  the  other  hand,  the  fund  is  some  $350,000 
less  than  it  was  at  the  end  of  1983,  and  would  appear  to  be 
woefully  inadequate  to  protect  the  future  forseen  and 
unforseen  needs  of  the  Town.     If  we  begin  to  set  aside  funds 
in  fiscal  year  1987,  we  could  be  approaching  $1,000,000  in 
the  fund  two  years  later,  if  there  were  no  demands  on  it. 
This  is  probably  not  realistic,  but  in  any  event,  even  if  we 
needed  to  draw  down  $400,000  over  the  next  six  years,  we 
would  still  have  over  $1,000,000  available  by  the  end  of 
1992. 

Attachment  5  shows  the  amount  of  free  cash  certified 
each  year  since  the  beginning  of  proposition  2  1/2.  In 
addition,   it  shows  the  amount  we  have  used  each  year  in 
order  to  remain  under  the  levy  limit  imposed  by  2  1/2. 
You'll  note  that  we  didn't  use  any  free  cash  in  fiscal  years 
1982  and  1983,  but  used  nearly  60%  in  fiscal  year  1984  and 
over  70%  in  fiscal  year  1985.     This  is  an  alarming  trend 
which  I  believe  we  have  recognized  in  fiscal  year  1986  in 
that,   so  far,  we  have  used  only  65%. 

Recommendation  5;     Based  on  current  budget  levels,  maintain 
a  balance  of  at  least  50%  of  free  cash  at  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year. 
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It  is  important  to  remember  that  once  the  year's  tax  rate 
has  been  set,   free  cash  is  our  only  source  of  available 
funds  for  the  remainder  of  any  given  fiscal  year,  usually  a 
period  of  about  eight  to  nine  months.     For  any  unforseen 
emergencies  or  other  contingencies,   it  is  prudent  to  retain 
at  least  50%  of  our  free  cash,  namely  $500,000  to  $750,000. 
At  current  spending  levels  this  represents  only  about  3%  of 
our  annual  appropriations  and  therefore  reflects  an 
extremely  modest  reserve.     As  the  budget  grows  in  the 
future,  consideration  ought  to  be  given  to  retaining  even 
more  of  our  free  cash. 

Another  area  of  financial  concern  is  the  water 
enterprise  fund.     These  accounts  and  their  status  should  be 
reviewed  annually  and  water  rates  adjusted  as  necessary. 
Large  surpluses  should  not  be  allowed  to  accumulate  at  the 
expense  of  present  water  users  in  order  to  finance  capital 
projects  for  future  users  of  the  system. 

Recommendation  6:     Unrestricted  water  surplus  should  be 
maintained  at  approximately  30%  of  annual  operating 
expenses . 

At  current  spending  levels,   30%  of  annual  operating  expenses 
would  approximate  $200,000.     This  should  be  more  than 
adequate  to  carry  the  Water  Division  of  the  new  DPW  through 
their  bi-annual  billing  periods  and  also  provide  some  funds 
for  occasional  extraordinary  purchases,  such  as  vehicles  and 
equipment,   for  which  borrowing  would  not  be  necessary  or 
feasible . 

The  investment  program  of  the  Treasurer-Collector 
should  be  reviewed  on  a  regular  basis  so  that  the  Town  can 
maximize  its  earnings  on  idle  cash  and  established  funds. 

Recommendation  7;     Establish  specific  goals  for  all 
established  funds,  based  on  needed  liquidity,   to  maximize 
investment  income. 

Obviously,  idle  cash  should  not  be  invested  in  the  same 
manner  as,   for  example,  the  stabilization  fund,  the  need  of 
which  is  predictable  on  an  annual  basis.     On  the  other 
hand,  the  retirement  fund,  where  liquidity  is  not  a 
consideration  ought  to  be  at  least  partly  invested  for  a 
longer  term  and  more  speculatively. 

Another  recommendation  concerns  the  matter  of  user 
fees.     There  are  several  Town  departments  that  now  operate 
on  a  self-sustaining  basis  including,  but  not  limited  to  the 
following : 

DPW,  Water  Division 

DPW,  Cemetery  Division 
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Harbormaster/Shellfish  Constable 
Building  Inspection  Department 
Sewer  Department 

Many  others  including  the  Planning  Board,  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  Percy  Walker  Pool  are  mostly 
self-supporting . 

Recommendation  8;     The  establishment  and  review  of  user  fees 
should  be  monitored  constantly  in  those  areas  where  such 
fees  are  appropriate. 

Still  another  recommendation  I  wish  to  make  has  to  do 
with  vehicles  and  other  major  equipment.     From  front  end 
loaders  and  dump  trucks  to  police  cruisers  and  fire  trucks, 
the  Town  has  approximately  sixty  vehicles  at  the  present 
time . 

Recommendation  9;  A  Town  wide  vehicle  and  major  equipment 
replacement  schedule  should  be  established  and  maintained. 

This  has  been  done  in  the  past  on  a  departmental  basis. 
However,  this  proposal  would  coordinate  all  Town  departments 
and  should  be  established  so  that  expenditures  will  be 
evenly  distributed  rather  than  incurring  substantial 
variations  from  year  to  year.     Obviously  vehicle  life  and 
cost  will  be  a  major  consideration.     A  fire  truck,  for 
example,  would  be  very  expensive  to  replace  but  should  have 
an  extremely  long  and  useful  life  with  proper  care  and 
maintenance . 

Before  I  make  my  final  recommendation,   I  have  listed 
below  in  summarized  form  each  of  the  recommendations  I  have 
made : 

1.  Establish  annual  appropriation  limits. 

2.  Reduce  cost  of  group  insurance. 

3.  Increase  appropriations  to  the  retirement  fund. 

4.  Renew  appropriations  to  the  stabilization  fund. 

5.  Maintain  a  balance  of  at  least  50%  of  free  cash. 

6.  Maintain  water  surplus  at  30%  of  operations. 

7.  Establish  goals  to  maximize  investment  income. 

8.  Establish,  review  and  monitor  user  fees. 

9.  Establish  and  maintain  Town  wide  vehicle  replace- 
ment schedule. 

My  final  recommendation  is  perhaps  the  most  important. 
We  need  a  mechanism  whereby  all  of  these  matters,  which  have 
long  range  financial  implications,  can  be  properly  dealt 
with.     We  need  to  be  able  to  ensure  that  the  Town  is 
properly  advised  so  it  can  maintain  its  fiscal  stability  for 
the  years  ahead.     The  Finance  Committee  is  faced  with  a 
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staggering  work  load  on  an  annual  on-going  basis  and,  in 
reality,  has  little  time  to  devote  to  many  of  the  issues 
and  concerns  raised  here.     The  Capital  Budget  Committee  has 
been  largely  ineffective  in  recent  years  for  reasons  not 
necessarily  under  its  control.     Almost  half  of  its  members 
are  representatives  from  other  committees  and  so  are  unable 
to  devote  enough  time  to  this  committee.     In  addition,  these 
three  members   (out  of  seven)   are  only  appointed  for  one 
year.     Also,  as  written,  the  by-law  makes  them  dependent  on 
input  received  from  others,  without  any  real  teeth  to  force 
compliance . 

Recommendation  10;  Amend  the  general  by-laws  to  establish  a 
Fiscal  Advisory  Committee. 

Attachment  6  is  a  proposed  by-law  which  would  replace  the 
Capital  Budget  Committee  with  a    Fiscal  Advisory  Committee. 
It  will  appear  in  this  year's  Annual  Town  Meeting  under 
Article  29.     This  by-law  will  strengthen,  redefine  and 
expand  the  structure  of  the  present  Capital  Budget  Committee 
and  be  responsible  to  advise  the  Town  in  the  matters  I  have 
raised  in  this  report.     It  closely  follows  the  form  and 
substance  of  the  Finance  Committee  by-law  and,  in  fact, 
requires  that  at  least  one  third  of  its  members  be  former 
Finance  Committee  members.     This  new  committee  should  prove 
in  time  to  be  an  invaluable  source  of  advice  for  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  other  boards,  committees 
and  department  heads,  and  ultimately  the  town  meeting.

FISCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


Section  1  The  Town  shall  have  a  Fiscal  Advisory  Cormri.ittee 
consisting  of  nine  registered  voters  of  the  Town 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  three 
year  staggered  terms,  with  the  original  terms  of 
appointment  to  be  for  a  lesser  period  so  that  the 
times  of  three  of  the  members  shall  expire 
annually.     At  least  three  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  be  former  members  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
Members  of  the  Committee  shall  hold  no  other  Town 
Office. 


Section  2  The  appointments  under  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  made  during  June  of  each  year  to  be  effective 
upon  the  first  day  of  July  following. 


Section  3  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  Committee, 
by  resignation  or  otherwise,   said  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Moderator.     A  successor  shall  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  whose  office 
has  been  vacated. 


Section  4  The  Selectmen,  before  publishing  a  warrant  for  a 

Town  Meeting,   shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee,  and 
such  Committee  shall  confer  or  consult  with  such 
departments,  officers,  committees  or  employees  as 
may  have  information  concerning  the  subject  matter 
of  any  articles  pertaining  to  the  following  areas: 

a.  the  acquisition  or  improvement  of  land. 

b.  new  construction  or  major  reconstruction  of 
major  town  facilities  such  as  streets,  bridges 
or  buildings. 

c.  renovation  or  preventive  maintenance  projects 
not  normally  undertaken  within  a  department. 

d.  a  purchase  or  project  with  a  cost  of  $20,000 
or  more. 


e.  a  program  requiring  the  hiring  of  new 
personnel . 

f.  any  article  pertaining  to  or  involving  the  use 
of  Group.  Insurance,  Town  Retirement,  Borrowing 
or  the  Stabilization  Fund.

a.  Insure  that  overall  Town  appropriations  do  not 
increase  at  a  faster  rate  than  overall  Town 
revenues  and  advise  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  concerning  problem  areas. 

b.  Insure  that  local  receipts  are  adequate  to 
meet  the  costs  of  the  services  rendered  in 
those  areas  that  are  covered  by,  or  should  be 
covered  by,   fees  and  advise  the  departments 
involved  and  the  Finance  Committee  concerning 
any  changes. 

c.  Insure  that  the  Town  maximize  its  earnings  on 
idle  cash  and  other  funds  by  acting  as 
investment  advisors  to  the  Town  Treasurer.

The  Department  shall 
have  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  or  exercised  by  any  of  the 
following  departments,  which  are  hereby  renamed  divisions  and  included 
within  the  Department  of  Public  Works:  Cemetery,  Land  and  Natural  Resources, 
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Highway  and  Water.    No  contracts,  obligations  or  liabilities  in  force  on 
the  date  when  this  act  becomes  fully  effective  shall  be  affected  hereby, 
but  the  Department  shall  in  all  respects  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the 
Departments  now  included  as  divisions  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

SECTION  2.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Director 
of  Public  Works,  whose  qualifications,  powers  and  duties  shall  be 
determined  and  prescribed  by  said  Board,  and  who  shall  be  responsible  to 
said  Board.    The  Director  shall  have  full  authority  for  carrying  out  the 
policies  and  said  Board  and  over  the  operations  of  the  Department.  The 
Director  shall  appoint  and  remove  such  staff  assistants  and  employees  as 
he  deems  necessary,  subject  to  available  appropriations  and  with  the 
approval  of  said  Board.    Such  staff  may  include  a  supervisor  for  each 
division,  and  a  town  engineer.    The  position  of  Assistant  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  engineering  services  is  hereby  abolished.    The  Director  shall 
hold  office  subject  to  the  will  of  said  Board.     Said  Director  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  Civil  Service  law  and  rules. 

SECTION  3.    Upon  acceptance  of  this  act,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  shall  prepare  and  provide  proper  job  descriptions  for  employees 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

SECTION  4.    Upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  offices  of  Cemetery  Trustees  and  Water  Commissioners  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  for  three-year  staggered  terms,  and  Water 
Commissioners  renamed  the  Water  Advisory  Board.    The  present  Cemetery  Trustees 
and  Water  Commissioners  shall  continue  as  members  of  said  Boards  until  the  end 
of  their  current  terms.    The  Cemetery  Trustees  and  the  Water  Advisory  Board 
shall  serve  said  Town  as  Advisory  Boards  and  as  specified  in  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Town,  provided,  however,  that  the  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  also  control 
the  care  and  expenditure  of  Perpetual  Care  Funds  as  provided  in  Section  twenty- 
five  of  Chapter  one  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  General  Laws.

c.  Seek  funds  at  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meetings  for 
the  purposes  of  executing  the  Committee's  monitor- 
ing and  investigatory  functions  and  for  funding 
energy  saviiig  investments  approved  by  the  Committee 
and 

d.  Act  as  the  Town  agency  responsible  for  dealing 
with  the  energy  related  issues  with  Town  depart- 
ments and  officials,  committees,  advisory  groups 
and  State  and/or  Federal  authorities"; 

and  direct  that  upon  the  effective  date  of  the  Amend- 
ment and  the  appointment  of  the  Energy  Committee, 
the  Energy  Monitoring  Committee  shall  terminate  and 
all  its  powers,  authorizations  and  appropriated  funds 
shall  vest  in  the  Energy  Committee."

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANIMAL  CONTROL  OFTICER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

On  July  31,   1985,   I  took  over  the  responsibilities  of 
this  department.     In  my  first  five  months  as  animal  control 
officer,   I  have  done  my  best  to  enforce  the  Dog  Control  Law 
both  by  patrolling  and  responding  to  complaints.     In  this 
short  time  I  have  received  and  answered  over  1400  calls.. 
There  has  been  one  reported  incident  of  livestock  killing 
and  two  domestic  rabbits  have  been  killed  by  unknown  dogs. 
There  also  have  been  11  reported  dog  bites,  most  of  them 
have  been  reported  by  joggers  and  bicyclists.     The  general 
consensus  of  dog  owners  do  not  believe  in  or  practice  the 
leash  law.     By  enforcing  the  Dog  Control  Law  I  hope  to  make 
people  aware  that  their  loose  dogs  are  not  just  a  hazard  to 
other  animals  but  also  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  go  for  a 
walk.     Attempts  to  make  dog  owners  aware  of  these  problems 
by  writing  bi-monthly  articles  in  the     Clipper,  hopefully 
will  bring  an  end  to  these  needless  acts. 

Approximately  80  percent  of  calls  received  have  been 
dog  related,   10  percent  to  cats  and  the  other  10  percent  to 
other  varieties  of  animals.     These  included  skunks, 
squirrels,  raccoons,   sheep,  baby  rabbits,  one  horse,  several 
sea  gulls  and  other  sea  birds,  bats,  a  screech  owl,  one 
redheaded  woodpecker  and  a  stranded  baby  seal. 

In  November  I  made  a  proposal  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  reopen  the  town  shelter  which  has  been  closed  since  1979. 
My  reason  for  doing  this  is  to  save  money  that  the  town  now 
spends  to  shelter  stray  animals.  It  is  my  intent  to  operate 
it  in  a  most  professional  manner  with  utmost  concern  for  the 
well-being  of  my  charges. 

The  number  of  licenses  this  year  is  in  excess  of  1400. 
As  the  town  grows  so  does  the  dog  population.     There  are 
many  residents  who  have  not  complied  with  the  licensing  of 
their  dogs.     Reminders  have  been  sent  to  these  owners  and 
subsequent  action  for  failure  to  license  will  be  taken  if 
need  be. 

As  my  experience  as  animal  control  officer  grows,  I 
would  like  to  thank  all  the  Boards  and  Departments  for  the 
help  and  guidance  they  have  given  me.     Special  thanks  to 
both  Ed  Dondero  and  Carol  Chubb  for  all  their  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  acting 
under  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  Rules 
and  Regulations,   is  empowered  to  preserve  and  protect  the 
public  health.     In  accomplishing  this  task  the  Board 
oversees  clinics,  employs  a  Registered  Sanitarian,  oversees 
mosquito  control  and  funds  contract  services  such  as 
visiting  nurses  and  school  dental  health. 

The  Board's  Sanitarian  Anthony  V.  Caramello,  R.S. 
witnesses  percolation  tests,  reviews  all  sewage  disposal 
plans,   inspects  systems  installations,   reviews  plans  for 
major  developments,   inspects  recreational  camps,  restaurants 
and  other  food  services  and  responds  to  citizen  complaints. 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Commission 
continues  to  supply  services  to  the  Town.     The  Board  of 
Health,   in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Lands  and 
Natural  Resources,  has  installed  greenhead  fly  traps  in  the 
marsh  area  and  the  beach.     This  is  an  ongoing  program  with 
more  traps  being  added  each  year. 

Contract  services  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Plymouth  Community  Nurses  Association.     These  include  health 
counseling  for  all  ages,  a  communicable  disease  program 
which  includes  a  TB  skin  testing  program  and  immunizations 
consistent  with  the  recommended  practices  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health. 

The  Board  also  continuously  monitors  infectious  disease 
reports,   lead  testing,  premature  births  and  certain  monies 
available  for  needy  with  health  problems. 

The  Board  revised  its  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Subsurface  Disposal  of  Sanitary  Sewage"     which  emphasized 
protection  of  our  groundwater  resource.     Work  continues  on 
flouridation  of  Duxbury ' s  water  supply  after  voters  at  the 
March  election  approved  the  Board's  flouridation  order. 

Board  members  have  been  involved  with  the  Aquifer  Study 
Committee,  Septage  Waste  Study  Committee  and  the  Zoning 
Rules  and  Regulations  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  grow  and  expand  in 
its  endeavor  to  assist  the  "over  60"  population  of  our  town. 

With  the  appointment  of  a  Director,   four  new  programs 
have  been  initiated.     Exercise  classes,   line  dancing 
classes,  painting  instruction  and  card  playing.  All  classes 
have  been  well  attended.     Two  day  trips  were  also  planned, 
one  in  November  of  1985  and  another  in  the  spring  of  1986. 
Surplus  food  distribution  has  reached  475  families  up 
through  June  1985.     We  have  issued  304  I.D.  cards  and 
participated  in  the  nation-wide  "Silver  Pages"  Passport  Card 
registration,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Old  Colony 
Planning  Council. 

Continuing  are  our  free  hearing  tests  once  a  month  and 
the  Fuel  Assistance  Program  and  assistance  to  citizens  with 
problems  with  Medicare,  Medex,  Social  Security  Forms,  etc. 

In  1986  the  Council  will  make,  available  free  tax 
information  and  assistance  in  filling  out  tax  returns. 

The  Council  has  applied  for  two  grants.     At  this  time 
one  grant  has  been  approved.     This  will  enable  us  to  obtain 
more  office  supplies,  and  to  apply  to  the  Post  Office  for  a 
non-profit  number  to  mail  the  Senior  Newsletters  once  a 
month . 

We  continue  to  run  the  Senior  Van  so  that  good,  safe 
transportation  is  available  5  days  a  week  for  those  who  no 
longer  drive.     The  Senior  Van  also  assists  two  days  a  week, 
during  school  session  to  deliver  hot  meals.     This  past  year 
we  delivered  238  hot  meals,   assisting  the  Council  of 
Churches  with  this  service. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  as  time  goes  by,  and 
people  are  being  made  aware  of  the  Council,  our  phones  are 
ringing  constantly,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  of  assistance 
to  so  many  fine  residents  who  had  no  idea  where  to  turn  to 
for  assurance  and  referral  information,  etc.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ENERGY  MONITORING  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

This  past  year  saw  the  changing  of  this  committee  from 
temporary  to  permanent  status,   recognizing  the  importance  of 
regular  and  long-term  attention  to  the  energy  efficiency  and 
operating  cost  control  of  town  buildings. 

Cost  cutting  projects  undertaken  last  year  include: 

1.  Converted  the  heating  systems  in  the  Town  Hall  and 
the  Town  Hall  "Annex"  from  electricity  to  natural  gas; 

2.  Insulated  the  roof  and  dome  in  the  original  portion 
of  the  Duxbury  Free  Library; 

3.  Converted  the  heating  system  in  the  Highway/Lands 
and  Natural  Resources  garage  facility  from  propane  to 
natural  gas; 

4.  Installed  a  drop  ceiling  and  insulation  in  the 
kitchen  of  the  Town  Hall  "Annex",  and; 

5.  Assisted  the  Recreation  Activities  Committee  in 
obtaining  state  funding  for  installing  a  new  and  more 
efficient  heating  system   (groundwater  heat  pumps)  in 
the  Percy  Walker  Pool. 

It  is  estimated  that  these  projects  will  save  the  Town 
more  than  $15,000  annually. 

The  committee  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  other 
town  committees,  department  heads  and  officials  in  carrying 
out  the  projects  cited  above.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1985  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department. 
Emergency  responses  have  increased  12.9%  over  1984.  Medical 
emergencies  have  increased  9.3%.     The  impact  of  the 
continued  growth  of  the  town  influences  this  department  as 
well  as  all  other  town  services. 

The  Town  Buildings  Committee  assisted  again  this  year 
in  the  needed  maintenance  of  the  fire  stations. 
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I  reported  in  the  1984  annual  report  that  some 
emergency  vehicles  are  aging  and  require  additional  costly 
maintenance  and  repair.     The  replacement  or  refurbishing  of 
these  vehicles  on  a  scheduled  basis  is  imperative. 

The  continued  increases  in  medical  emergencies  are 
indicative  that  Duxbury  should  have  a  second  ambulance 
within  two  years.     Some  surrounding  towns  already  have  two 
ambulances . 

Fortunately,  working  building  fires  have  been  reduced 
to  only  three  in  1985.     I  am  confident  that  this  is  due  in 
part  to  the  fire  prevention  program  of  this  department,  the 
installation  of  smoke  detectors  and  the  increased  safety 
awareness  of  the  citizens  of  Duxbury.     Last  spring,  the 
department  did  have  a  rather  busy  woods  fire  season. 

Hurricane  Gloria  tested  the  fire  department's  resources 
and  capabilities  as  well  as  many  other  departments.     I  feel 
Duxbury  fared  quite  well  during  the  stom  due  to  the 
preparedness  and  capabilities  of  the  emergency  personnel.

REPORT  OF  THE  HARBORMASTER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


19  8  5  proved  to  be  very  busy  on  the  waterways  of 
Duxbury.     The  Harbormaster  Department  responded  to  61 
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emergency  calls  for  sinking  of  capsized  vessels,  medical 
emergencies,  possible  drownings,   fires,  etc.     The  department 
assisted  329  vessels,   towed  251  and  assisted  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  with  the  search  for  approximately  27  overdue  vessels. 

Again,   for  the  second  year,   stepped  up  patrols, 
especially  at  night,  proved  very  effective  against  vandalism 
theft  and  boat  incidents  with  which  neighboring  communities 
had  experienced  problems.     Because  of  Duxbury ' s  geographical 
make-up  and  yearly  percentage  increase  of  activity  along 
Duxbury 's  waterfront  and  adjacent  waters,   it  was  necessary 
to  commission  a  second  patrol  boat  into  service  this  year. 
The  vessel,   as  you  know,  was  offered  to  the  Town  by  Bayside 
Marine  at  no  cost  other  than  personnel  and  equipment  costs. 
The  main  objective/purpose  of  the  second  patrol  vessel  was 
to  be  on  high  visibility,  random  patrols  especially  during 
peak  hours  covering  expansive  areas,   stationing  personnel  to 
effectively  respond  to  emergency/medical/ lav/  enforcement 
situations.     Many  of  this  vessel's  patrols  were  logged  along 
the  outside  Duxbury  Beach,  monitoring  swimming/boating 
safety  and,   in  the  Back  River,  monitoring  waterskiing 
activity.     The  new  patrols  proved  very  effective  and 
successful  in  taking  affirmative  steps  in  controlling, 
regulating  and  safeguarding  activities  along  Duxbury 's 
expansive  coastline. 

There  were  101  warnings  and  citations  issued  along  with 
57  complaints  logged  for  motor  boat  violations,  Mass. 
General  Law   (statute  violations)   and  infractions  of  the 
Duxbury  Bay  Rules  and  Regulations.     This  department 
responded  to  an  estimated  67  non-emergency  calls  ranging 
from  investigations,  gear  conflicts,  channel  surveys,  etc. 

Because  of  Duxbury 's  rigid  mooring  inspections  and  gear 
requirements  as  defined  by  law,   along  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  three  local  boat  yards,   few  vessels  broke  loose  at 
anchorage  or  moorings  this  year. 

Approximately  11  vessels  broke  their  moorings  or 
anchors,   9  sank,   44  nearly  sank  at  mooring  requiring 
Harbormaster  assistance  and  pumping.     The  department  moved 
and  shifted  to  correct  position  246  moorings.       Again,  and 
fortunately  with  new  yard  policy  and  improved  winter  stick 
applications,  winter  icing  created  little  problems  this 
year . 

The  Harbormaster  Boat   (unit  1)   had  moderate  general 
winter  maintenance  and  repair  completed  before  its  launching 
in  late  March.     She  was  hauled  December  4th.     Speed  limit 
and  warning  signs   (day  markers)  were  repaired,  rebuilt, 
painted  and  secured  throughout  Duxbury  Bay  in  April  and  May 
and  removed  in  December.     Beach  channel  and  mid-channel 
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markers  were  entirely  rebuilt  and  secured  on  station  in  late 
May  and  early  June  and  hauled  in  December.     The  town  floats 
were  launched  in  early  April  and  pulled  in  December. 

Other  than  the  expected  yearly  percentage  increase  in 
activity  along  our  waterfront,   and  the  situation  with  the 
closing  of  the  Powder  Point  Bridge,  everything  up  to  the 
emergency  preparation  for  the  arrival  of  Hurricane  Gloria 
seemed  within  the  norm.     With  the  cooperation  and  patience 
of  all  those  involved  in  the  waterfront's  storm  preparation 
(including  but  not  limited  to  Highway  Department,  three 
local  boat  yards,  vessel  transit  haulers,  boat  owners,  etc.) 
Duxbury  experienced  minor  waterfront  and  coastal  damage. 
This  storm  preparation  was  very  effective  in  securing  life 
and  property. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  demands  made  upon  our 
waterfront  resources  and  facilities,  all  of  the  160  deep 
water  mooring  spaces  at  Snug  Harbor  were  allocated,  with  78 
issued  at  Rowland's.     96  tender  tie  up  permits  were  sold 
along  with  30  tender  spots  assigned.     176  Snug  Harbor  flats 
moorings  were  assigned.     The  estimated  revenue  collected 
totaled  $18,057. 

Over  all,   I  feel  this  year  was  a  very  safe  and 
successful  one  along  our  waterfront.

REPORT  OF  THE  fflGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  was  one  of  achievement  in  meeting  the 
responsibility  for  programmed  work  and  responding  to  the 
challenges  and  demands  of  extraordinary  events. 

The  major  programmed  effort  was  directed  to  resolving 
long  term  storm  drainage  problems  and  the  related 
reconstruction  of  roads.     The  Autumn  Avenue  drainage  project 
was  completed  in  early  summer;   it  corrected  a  long  term 
surface  drainage  problem  and  the  resurfacing  of  the  drained 
area  provided  a  complete  correction  of  the  street  and 
drainage  problems.     The  reconstruction  of  Myles  View  Drive 
including  the  installation  of  a  storm  drain  system  has 
resolved  another  long  term  problem  where  inadequate 
facilities  had  created  exceptional  maintenance  demands.  The 
final  paving  of  the  Snug  Harbor  section  of  Washington  Street 
completed  the  project  of  drainage  and  road  reconstruction  in 
that  area.     The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
project  for  repaving  of  Tremont  Street,    (Route  3A)  included 
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the  reconstruction  of  the  Cox's  Corner  intersection  which 
was  a  major  traffic  safety  improvement. 

The  extraordinary  events  on  the  Highway  Department 
calendar  were:     June  11,  when  an  early  morning  fire  damaged 
an  approximately  seventy   (70)    foot  section  of  the  Powder 
Point  Bridge.     The  Highway  Department  crew  started  clearing 
the  debris  that  morning  and  worked  seven  days  a  week  to 
complete  the  repair  and  reopen  the  bridge  on  July  20. 
Regrettably,  the  bridge  had  to  be  closed  three  days  later 
when  unrelated  serious  deterioration  was  found  by  a  work 
crew.     September  27,  Hurricane  Gloria  struck  the  Town  and 
the  high  winds  uprooted  trees,   snapped  other  trees  in  half 
and  dropped  broken  limbs  on  roads.     A  coordinated  effort  by 
all  Town  departments  kept  streets  open  to  emergency  vehicles 
during  the  day  and  night  of  the  storm.     The  joint  effort  at 
clean  up  continued  through  the  following  week. 

Many  of  the  Highway  tasks  are  recurring:   the  repair  of 
potholes,  replacement  of  signs,  repair  of  floats  on  the 
waterfront,  operation  of  the  Transfer  Station. 

All  the  accomplishments  of  the  Highway  Department 
really  are  the  accomplishments  of  a  dedicated,  hard  working 
group  of  men  who  are  quietly  serving  the  Town  daily  and 
meeting  the  challenges  of  a  Hurricane  Gloria  or  a  snow  storm 
when  the  need  arises.     They  merit  the  appreciation  and 
respect  of  everyone.

REPORT  OF  THE  fflSTORICAL  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Historical  Commission  was 
held  at  73  Eagles  Nest  Road  with  suitable  refreshments  to 
celebrate  a  year  of  tremendous  labor  and  also 
accomplishments.     Here  is  our  report. 

1.  The  complete  computer  programming  of  our  National 
Register  District. 

2.  The  final  rewrite  of  the  official  document  on  the 
District  along  with  17  photographs  and  10  maps. 

3.  The  design  for  our  Official  Plaque  was  accepted  by 
the  Selectmen  along  with  the  official  name:  The  Old 
Shipbuilders  District. 
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4.  Our  application  for  a  National  Registry  of  Historic 
Houses  for  the  Captain  Nathaniel  Bradford  House  was  also 
accepted.     These  simple  words  inadequately  express  the 
amount  of  work  that  was  necessary  to  achieve  this  honor.  We 
only  regret  that  the  official  word  did  not  arrive  before 
Mrs.   Lanman • s  death         it  was  two  weeks  late.     However,  her 
daughter,  Gertrude,  to  whom  the  house  was  willed,  was 
delighted  to  have  the  old  mansion  included  with  the  select 
few  houses  in  the  nation  that  are  authentic  examples  of  the 
Federal  style  of  architecture,  both  on  the  exterior  and  the 
interior;  houses  built  by  men  who  were  also  important  in 
this  nation's  history. 

The  Commission  will  now  take  a  deep  breath  and  begin 
work  on  a  project  that  is  even  more  testing,  historically, 
than  the  two  already  described.     We  have  started  a  complete 
Inventory  of  Duxbury's  historic  buildings,  monuments,  mills, 
stores,  bridges,  etc.   that  were  erected  before  1861  or  the 
Civil  War.     Research  will  be  done  on  each  of  these 
structures  and  those  that  can  prove  their  authentic  age  and 
are  still  in  good  shape  will  be  eligible  for  the  Duxbury 
Historic  District  and  for  the  Official  Plaque. 

You  will  soon  see  the  members  of  our  Commission  walking 
around  town  with  their  official  yellow  notebooks,  gathering 
data  on  your  property.     We  hope  all  owners  will  provide  as 
much  information  as  they  have.     This  will  be  a  marvelous 
store  of  information  on  this  beautiful  town  should  we  wish 
to  total  up  our  riches  or  replace  them  in  case  of  a  national 
catastrophe  or  bad  storm.

We  applied  for  and  received  a  grant  for  funding  a  home 
for  the  mentally  retarded  under  State  Chapter  689.  Voters 
at  the  December,    1985,   Special  Town  Meeting  approved  an 
Article  to  transfer  a  parcel  of  land  at  the  North  Hill  for 
the  689  home.     The  architect  for  the  project  is  the  firm  of 
Sunset  Street  Associates  of  Cambridge. 

Phase  II  of  our  modernization  funding  for  Duxborrough 
Village  in  underway.     The  firm  of  Briggs,   Inc.  will  provide 
the  design  services. 

1985  marked  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  completion  and 
the  housing  of  tenants  for  the  Duxborrough  Village  for 
Elderly  Housing. 


A  State  audit  of  our  management  accounts  was  conducted 
in  March,   1985,  and  to  date  no  report  on  this  audit  has  been 
received . 

As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  December  1985,  we  have 
twenty-two  families  housed  under  the  707  Rental  Assistance 
Program,   eight  families  housed  under  the  Section  8    (HUD)  and 
six  families  under  the  705-1,   apartments  owned  by  the 
Authority,  State  Programs. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  thank  the  Citizens,  Boards 
and  Committees  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury  for  their  continued 
interest  and  support  of  our  activities. 

We  especially  thank  the  Police,  Fire  and  Highway 
Departments  for  their  response  in  times  of  emergencies. 

The  Duxbury  Housing  Authority  meets  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Community  Building  at 
Duxborrough  Village.

Spraying,  pruning  and  removal  of  diseased  trees  is 
continuing  in  order  to  help  control  the  spreading  of  Dutch 
Elm  Disease. 
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INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 


No  serious  outbreaks  of  insects  have  occurred  this 
year.     Spot  spraying  has  been  keeping  most  insects  under 
control . 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

Five  Little  League  baseball  fields  have  been  rebuilt 
this  year  with  new  sod  and  clay.     The  Chandler  Street 
baseball  field  will  be  completed  this  spring  v/ith  new  sod 
and  clay.     These  fields  are  being  built  by  employees  of  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources.     Our  thanks  to 
the  Duxbury  Highway  Department  v/ho  has  been  hauling  all  the 
loam  and  clay  for  us. 

Another  scenic  walking  area  off  Mayflower  Street  was 
opened  this  year.     This  was  made  possible  with  help  from  the 
Audubon  Society,  Conservation  Commission,  Town  Forest 
Committee  and  the  Rural  and  Historical  Society. 

TOWN  FORESTS 

Several  hundred  white  pine  trees  were  harvested  from 
our  town  forest  for  fence  posts  used  on  Duxbury  Beach.  This 
helps  in  our  thinning  program  and  produces  income  for  the 
town . 

BEACH  CONSERVATION 

Once  again,  a  record  year  for  vehicles  at  Duxbury  Beach 
with  $139,000.00  in  beach  sticker  revenue,  even  with  the 
Powder  Point  Bridge  closed  to  traffic.

REPORT  OF  THE  OCEAN  SANCTUARIES  ACT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1985  House  Bill  5744    (similar  to  1984  HB  5900 
purporting  to  grant  the  Town  of  Plymouth  an  exemption  under 
the  Ocean  Sanctuaries  A.ct  for  increased  harbor  discharge  of 
sewage  treatment  plant  effluent)  was  not  enacted  into  law  by 
the  1985  legislature,  but  a  similar  bill  has  been  refiled 
for  1986.     The  Federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency  is 
still  considering  certain  aspects  of  both  land  and  ocean 
disposal  and,  therefore,  has  not  yet  issued  the  Draft 
Environmental  Impact  Statement  for  the  proposed  expansion  of 
the  Plymouth  sewage  treatment  plant.     A  State  Task  Force 
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including  representatives  of  Duxbury,  was  formed  in  1985  to 
study  possible  changes  to  the  Massachusetts  Ocean 
Sanctuaries  Act  and  is  expected  to  make  its  report  to  the 
legislature  in  1986.     The  1985  Annual  Town  Meetings  of 
Duxbury  and  Kingston  each  authorized  funding  of  $20,000, 
matched  by  a  like  commitment  from  Duxbury  Beach  Reservation, 
Inc.,   for  legal  and  engineering  expenses  of  the  Ocean 
Sanctuaries  Act  Study  Committee.     A  total  of  $3,085  of  these 
funds  was  expended  during  1985.

There  is  a  local  inventory 
of  departments,  personnel  and  equipment  and  a  complex  chart 
defining  local  natural  resources  and  designating  areas  of 
priorities  in  the  event  of  a  spill.     Hopefully,  this 
committee  will  never  have  to  be  called  upon.

The  sewerage  meter  has  been  working  properly  for  almost 
two  years  and  gives  us  a  good  record  for  billing  purposes, 
as  well  as  a  check  on  current  proper  operation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

With  the  relatively  new  revised  and  amended  Shellfish 
Rules  and  Regulations  that  include  a  Shellfish  Management 
and  Aquaculture  Grant  Program,   the  Shellfish  Advisory 
Committee  found  it  quiet  for  the  third  year  in  a  row. 
Duxbury  shellfish  policies  and  programs  seem  to  be  very 
adequate  and  effective. 

Duxbury ' s  propagation/resource  management  and 
cultivation  have  proved  very  effective  in  enhancing  our 
shellfish  resources.     Shellfish  Department  daily  reports  and 
surveys  indicate  large  population  of  quahog,   razor,   sea  clam 
and  softshell  throughout  the  town's  embayment.  Populations 
of  softshell  have  recovered  to  a  point  where  the  town  was 
able  to  extend  1985  season  on  this  particular  shellfish  to 
include  January,  March  and  November  as  a  bonus  season. 
These  populations  under  the  present  program  are  expected  to 
increase  year  to  year. 

The  committee  approved  the  purchase  of  clean  oyster 
stock,  relayed  from  the  cape  and  broadcasted  within 
strategic  areas  in  town.     The  high  percentage  of  adult 
oysters  within  the  relays  enabled  the  town  to  initiate  an 
open  season  on  oyster  within  the  months  of  October  and 
November  1985.     The  committee  also  amended  shellfish  Rules 
and  Regulations  to  include  a  permanent  season  and  regulate 
harvesting.     The  primary  reason  for  this  late  relay,  other 
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than  their  availability,  was  to  allow  the  Shellfish 
Department  some  insight  as  to  the  oyster's  adaptation  and 
survival  in  Duxbury,  especially  during  our  occasional  winter 
icing.     It  is  hoped  that  their  survival  and  winter-over  will 
enable  the  Shellfish  Department  to  establish  a  brood  stock 
for  future  propagation/cultivation  of  oysters  within  Duxbury 
waters.     Otherwise,  because  of  the  oyster  popularity  and 
af fordability ,  a  "put  and  take"  program  will  be  established. 

Again,   funds  for  the  protection/propagation/cultivation 
of  shellfish  have  been  made  available  to  the  town  by  the  ATM 
approval  of  an  article  placed  on  the  warrant  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee.     Also,  two 
trusts  for  shellfish  propagation  were  established.  The 
first  trust  was  created  by  monies  given  in  memory  of  Nelson 
Saunders  who  spent  much  of  his  time  and  interest  sailing, 
fishing  and  shellfishing  in  Duxbury  Bay  when  not  busy  with 
the  business  of  our  local  government.     The  funds  from  this 
trust  will  be  expended  on  an  innovative  shellfish 
propagation  program  much  like  that  of  the  oyster  relay,  or 
possibly  scallops.     The  second  trust  was  established  with  a 
gift  from  a  local  resident  to  be  expended  for  the  shellfish 
propagation/cultivation  of  Eagles  Nest  Cove.     Most  likely 
quahog  and  oyster  relays  will  be  the  case  for  this  area. 

Also,  the  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  Shellfish 
Constable  to  expand  and  set  aside  several  locations  for 
quahog  and  oyster  relays.     The  relays  will  be  used  to  attain 
a  brood  stock,  enabling  reseeding  populations  of  expansive 
areas  either  fished  out  or  not  conducive  to  natural  sets  of 
shellfish  spat   (seed) .     These  relays  are  expected  to 
commence  in  the  spring  of  1986. 

The  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  and  Shellfish 
Constable  are  presently  involved  in  setting  up  and  revising 
a  Shellfish  Management  program  for  Duxbury.     This  document 
will  include  for  example:  the  Amended  Shellfish  Rules  and 
Regulations,  Duxbury  Shellfishing  History,  our  purpose, 
future  planning,  propagation/cultivation,  a  detailed  chart 
of  shellfish  resources,  and  the  recreational/commercial 
fishery,  etc.     The  document  is  part  of  a  package  required  by 
the  State  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  for  local 
reimbursement/grant  programs.     Several  members  have  been  and 
are  actively  investigating  the  possibility  and  implications 
of  opening  some  of  our  abundant  shellfish  resources  to  a 
limited,  well  managed  commercial  harvest.     Any  move  in  this 
direction  will  require  an  in-depth  study. 

As  expressed  earlier,  Duxbury  Shellfish  policies  and 
programs  seem  to  be  very  effective  in  protecting  and 
ensuring  this  valuable  resource.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELUISH  CONSTABLE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

As  expected,   the  sale  of  shellfish  permits  was  again 
very  high  this  year.     The  availability  of  abundant  resources 
of  shellfish   (quahog,   softshell,   sea  clams,  razor  clams  and 
mussels)  make  Duxbury  a  very  popular  area  to  harvest 
shellfish  within  the  Commonwealth.     Another  important  factor 
influencing  this  harvesting  pressure  is  the  grim  fact  that 
Duxbury  Bay  and  adjacent  waters  are  virtually  the  last  major 
shellfish  resources  not  seriously  affected  by  pollution 
north  of  the  Cape  Cod  Canal  to  the  New  Hampshire  border. 

The  Town  Clerk  sold  and  issued  924  resident, 
non-resident,  non-resident  property  owner  and  senior  citizen 
shellfish  permits.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  sold  and  issued 
20  commercial  shellfish  licenses.     The  estimated  receipts 
collected  from  these  sources,   including  shellfish  grant 
fees,  totaled  approximately  $9,950.     The  State  Shellfish 
Reimbursement    (MGL,  Ch.    130,   s.   2A  and  MGL  571,  Acts  of 
1974)   added  another  estimated  $4,000  for  a  grand  total  of 
$13,950. 

Approximately  6,555  persons  were  observed,  checked  and 
logged  harvesting  approximately  2114  bushels  of  shellfish  in 
Duxbury  Bay.     3865  of  those  harvested  approximately  1608 
bushels  of  quahog,   sea  clams,  razor  clams  and  mussels.  2562 
shellf ishermen  were  checked  and  logged  harvesting  482 
bushels  of  softshell   (steamers) .     128  were  checked  and 
logged  harvesting  24  bushels  of  oysters.     These  higher  than 
last  year  statistics  were  influenced  by  minimal  winter 
icing,  abundant  shellfish  resources,  extensions  of  Duxbury's 
shellfish  bonus  seasons  on  softshell  and  oysters  for  the 
months  of  January,  March,  April,  May,  September,  October  and 
November  and  the  closing  of  neighboring  town's  shellfish 
beds  to  harvesting  due  to  pollution.     The  estimated  value  of 
all  shellfish  harvested  recreationally  in  Duxbury  totaled 
approximately  $86,177.     Again,  because  of  these  increased 
demands  on  our  shellfish  resources,   246  violations  were 
logged.     These  violations  included  but  are  not  limited  to 
the  following:  digging  in  a  closed  or  contaminated  area, 
digging  without  a  license  or  permit,   sale  of  non-commercial 
shellfish,  oversize  containers,  harvesting  out  of  season, 
over  bag  limits,  etc.. 

Fortunately,  past  town  shellfish  propagation  and 
cultivation  programs  have  proved  very  effective  especially 
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within  the  east/northeastern  quarter  of  Duxbury  Bay  and 
adjacent  waters.     Daily  shellfish  field  log  reports  and 
surveys  indicate  that  expansive  areas  of  flats  have  been 
repopulated  and  continue  to  be  repopulated  with  quahog  that 
were  once  fished  out.     To  continue  the  propagation  program 
this  fall,   several  other  areas  were  surveyed  and  set  aside 
for  spring  1986  relays  of  quahog  and  oyster  stock,  to  insure 
a  viable  shellfish  resource  under  the  continued  increases  of 
harvesting  pressure.     In  October  the  department  had 
approximately  100  bushels  of  clean  oyster  from  the  cape 
relayed  and  broadcasted  within  strategic  areas  of  town.  The 
town  was  able  to  initiate  an  open  season  on  these  shellfish 
because  of  the  high  percentage  of  adult  oyster  stock  within 
the  clean  relay.     The  main  reason  behind  this  late  in  the 
year  propagation  program  of  oyster,  other  than  its 
availability,  was  to  analyze  its  adaptability  and  survival 
to  Duxbury 's  occasional  winter  icing.     Hopefully,  these 
oysters  will  winter-over  enabling  the  department  to 
establish  a  brood  stock  for  future  propagation  and 
cultivation  of  oysters  within  Duxbury  waters.  Otherwise, 
because  of  its  popularity  and  fiscal  availability  a  "put  and 
take"  program  will  be  established. 

The  commercial  shellfish  industry  had  a  reasonably  good 
year.     Daily  shellfish  field  log  reports,  ongoing  surveys 
and  commercial  shellfish  reports  indicate  a  moderate  supply 
of  adult  and  seed  mussel  stock  throughout  Duxbury  and 
adjacent  waters.     However,   surveys  this  fall  indicate  a  fair 
amount  of  mussel  resource  was  shifted  and  damaged  due  to 
Hurricane  Gloria's  arrival  at  the  ebbing  to  low  tide  which 
could  effect  harvest  numbers  next  year.     Because  of  a  very 
competitive  market,  which  has  recently  become  very 
innovative,  many  of  Duxbury ' s  commercial  mussel  fishermen 
now  mechanically  process/wash  and  cull  their  harvests, 
giving  a  cleaner  higher  quality  final  product.     Shack  and 
seed  taken  during  the  harvest  is  returned  to  the  bay  after 
the  process.     This  year  28,452  bushels  of  mussels  were 
harvested  commercially  at  an  estimated  value  of  $206,000. 
82  bushels  of  razor  clams  were  harvested  commercially  at  an 
estimated  value  of  $2,050. 

As  you  know,  this  department  has  been  working  very 
closely  with  the  state  departm.ent  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  because  of  ongoing  shellfish  harvesting 
closures  throughout  this  coastal  region,   leaving  Duxbury 
virtually  the  last  port  not  seriously  affected  by  pollution 
north  of  the  Cape  Cod  Canal  to  the  New  Hampshire  border. 
Hopefully,  our  willingness  to  cooperate  and  work  with  DEQE 
will  insure  our  shellfish  resources  in  the  future.     To  date, 
Duxbury 's  pollution  problems  are  very  small,  confined  and, 
more  importantly,  enforceable.     This  year  through  the 
efforts  of  several  town  departments  one  area  closed  last 
year  was  partially  reopened  to  shellfish  harvesting. 
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With  our  amended  shellfish  Rules  and  Regulations 
shellfish  management  programs  and  propagation,  the  town 
should  be  able  to  control  and  withstand  any  kind  of 
reasonable  future  pressure  to  this  exhaustible  resource. 

It  was  a  very  good  year  for  those  encountered  on  our 
shoreline  and  for  the  Shellfish  Department.

The  members  investigated  the 
methods  used  by  other  communities  and  the  availability  of 
alternative  disposal  means.     The  committee  developed  program 
elements  to  enhance  the  recycling  program  and  reduce  the 
tonnage  disposed  of  through  the  Transfer  Station  pit.  The 
committee  is  concerned  that  all  users  of  the  Transfer 
Station  participate  in  the  recycling  of  glass,  paper, 
cardboard  and  metal  to  reduce  the  annual  costs  of  waste 
disposal.

The  Walker  Pool  unexpectedly  required  a  new  septic

Other  activities  included 
remedial  measures  for  roof  leaks,  worn  out  heating  equipment 
at  Tarkiln  Center,  re-location  of  electric  outlets  to 
minimize  hazards  from  electric  cords  in  the  Town  Office 
Building,  rust  resisting  paint  on  the  steel  frame  of  the 
Transfer  Station,  addressing  the  needs  of  the  Police,  Fire 
and  Highway  Departments  and  the  Library.

"breathing  life"  into  the  structure. 

Other  groups  using  the  building:    "Living  Free",  an 
Alcoholics  Anonymous  program.  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts, 
Overeaters  Anonymous  and  various  private  dance  classes  and 
occasional  rentals  by  town  groups  have  resulted  in  a  small 
reduction  in  the  Fiscal  1987  budget  requested  by  the 
Trustees.

It  is  a  gratifying  feeling  for  the  three  of  us  as 
Trustees  to  see  the  building  active  and,  while  we  are  more 
than  half  way  there,  we  look  forward  to  becoming 
self-sufficient  financially  in  the  near  future.

REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  ADVISORY  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I, 

The  1985  calendar  year  could  best  be  described  as  one 
of  transition  for  this  board  and  the  department  it  serves. 
With  the  Annual  Town  Meeting's  passage  of  a  recommended 
public  works  reorganization  plan,   and  with  subsequent 
approval  by  the  legislature  voted  late  in  the  summer,  the 
water  department  is  in  the  process  of  merging  with  three 


others  under  the  umbrella  of  a  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Accordingly,   the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  is  now  the 
Water  Advisory  Board  and  is  no  longer  a  board  of  authority 
over  the  water  department.     We  maintain  a  close  working 
relationship  with  the  superintendent  and  will  continue  to  do 
so,  but  will  be  moving  toward  a  truly  advisory  function  once 
the  selectmen  have  appointed  a  director  of  public  works. 

As  the  shift  away  from  operational  responsibilities  has 
led  us  toward  broader  matters  of  public  policy,  the  Water 
Advisory  Board  intends  to  focus  more  steadily  on  strategies 
to  protect  the  Town's  groundwater  supply.     To  that  end,  we 
contracted  this  3/ear  with  a  firm  of  scientists  in  order  to 
complete  a  town  meeting-authorized  aquifer  study.  This 
process  has  been  highly  enlightening  and  has  rendered  to 
date  a  set  of  zoning  by-law  recommendations  designed  to 
establish  land  use  practices  that  are  environmentally  sound. 
Central  to  these  changes  is  a  proposed  Aquifer  Protection 
Overlay  District,   in  which  permitted  uses  will  become  more 
restrictive  or  subject  to  more  intense  review  than  the  scope 
of  uses  currently  allowed  throughout  the  town.     By  the  time 
the  study  is  finished,  mapping  of  the  Town's  significant 
water  resource  areas  will  have  been  done  and  further  land 
use  regulations  will  have  been  negotiated  with  the  boards 
whose  efforts  jointly  comprise  the  development  regulatory 
process  in  Duxbury.     A  final  report  detailing  the  Town's 
geologic  features  and  their  influence  on  groundwater 
quantity  and  availability  is  expected  to  be  done  within  the 
early  months  of  the  new  year. 

While  this  project  has  been  taking  place,  the  board  has 
become  much  more  active  in  the  review  of  development 
proposals  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past.     VJith  town 
meeting's  approved  subdivision  moratorium  in  place,  the 
water  advisory  board  worked  closely  with  the  planning  board 
in  order  to  negotiate  several  conditions  into  subdivision 
approvals,  especially  those  proposed  for  land  lying  within 
the  moratorium  area.     The  moratorium,  as  citizens  may 
recall,  elevated  the  Town's  minimum  lot  size  to  two  acres 
from  one  in  an  essentially  triangular  area  of  Duxbury  that 
encompasses  all  but  one  of  our  well  sites,  and  prohibited 
cluster  or  planned  development  within  the  same  region. 
However,  with  some  development  proposals  already  submitted 
prior  to  the  March  town  meeting  moratorium  vote,  these  plans 
were  effectively  "grandfathered"  from  the  restrictions 
endorsed  in  the  spring.     Regardless,  we  made  numerous 
recommendations  to  the  planning  board  for  conditions  we  felt 
should  be  made  on  developments  in  these  groundwater- 
sensitive  areas  and  we  are  grateful  to  them  for  their 
cooperation  in  return. 

Of  perhaps  more  immediate  public  interest  was  the 
dramatic  reduction  in  water  rates  voted  by  selectmen  this 
fall.     Since  the  legislature's  action  on  Duxbury ' s  public 
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works  petition  occurred  prior  to  fiscal  1986  rate  setting, 
this  responsibility  shifted  to  the  board  of  selectmen,  who 
considered  our  advice  and  the  position  of  the  finance 
committee  before  voting  to  reduce  rates  by  45%.  Consumers 
witnessed  this  reduction  in  bills  that  were  sent  out  in 
December . 

In  other  matters,  the  board  decided  to  evaluate  the 
costs  and  services  available  from  engineering  consulting 
firms  and  sought  proposals  in  October  from  several  as  we 
prepared  to  get  bidding  documents,  plans  and  specifications 
for  a  new  well  to  be  brought  on  line  during  1987.     Metcalf  & 
Eddy,   Inc.  has  been  hired  to  complete  this  engineering  work, 
which  was  funded  by  a  September  special  town  meeting. 

We  also  embarked  in  the  fall  on  a  project  which  we  hope 
will  lead  to  the  Town's  acquiring  a  large  tract  of  land 
between  West  and  Mayflower  Streets.     Otherwise  to  be 
subdivided  into  81  house  lots,  the  land  is  considered  by  our 
board  to  be  important  for  water  supply  protection  and  with 
town  meeting's  December  approval  for  us  to  have  the  property 
appraised,  we  hope  to  see  a  successful  negotiation  occur 
with  the  landowner  so  that  voters  can  decide  whether  to  buy 
this  tract  this  year.     As  part  of  this  process,  we  have 
worked  closely  with  the  Conservation  Commission  to  update 
the  Town's  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  so  that  Duxbury 
can  compete  for  state  land  acquisition  assistance  should 
voters  agree  to  purchase  the  site. 

Generally,   the  board  has  been  extremely  busy.  All 
three  of  us  simultaneously  serve  on  other  committees  whose 
work  relates  to  the  need  to  protect  our  groundwater  supply. 
We  look  forward  to  continuing  to  serve  the  Town  in  the 
future .

1985  was  an  extraordinary  year  for  the  Water 
Department.     In  anticipation  of  the  newly  formed  Department 
of  Public  Works,  we  lost  a  water  mechanic  position  which 
left  us  short  handed.     We  were  also  plagued  by  injuries 
which  put  us  at  a  further  disadvantage.     In  spite  of  all 
that  there  was  some  good  news.     We  were  able  to  keep  up  with 
the  work  load  due  to  the  dedication  of  a  very  special  crew 
of  water  mechanics,  the  office  personnel,  our  summer  helpers 
and  the  assistance  of  the  Highway  Department.

We  found  out  how 
reliably  the  auxiliary  system  works  and  we  were  able  to  keep 
the  water  supply  flowing  and  the  pressure  up  without 
electricity  for  as  long  as  it  was  necessary.     We  also 
learned  the  value  of  working  together  for  long  hours  under 
difficult  conditions  with  humor.     Thank  you.  Water 
Department,   for  another  good  year  of  service  to  the  Town  of 
Duxbury .

Bay  Rules  and  Regulations. 

6.  Review  of  waterfront  fee  structure,  Town  Counsel 
review/opinion . 

7.  Joint  meeting  of  the  Waterfront  Advisory  Committee 
and  representatives  of  the  Ocean  Sanctuary  Committee. 
Topics  included:

REPORT  OF  THE  nNANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Finance  Committee  will  have  conducted  approximately 
thirty  meetings  between  July  1,   1985  and  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  on  March  9,   1986.     In  addition  to  attending 
regularly  scheduled  Finance  Committee  meetings,  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee  regularly  have  atended  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Water  Commission  (now 
called  the  Water  Advisory  Committee)   and  various  other 
boards,  committees  and  departments  v/here  matters  which  may 
come  before  the  Finance  Committee  are  being  considered. 
Because  of  the  dedication  and  hard  work  of  the  members  of 
the  Finance  Committee,   the  Committee  as  a  whole  has  been 
able  to  act  fairly  and  intelligently  in  formulating  the  Town 
Budget , 

This  year  the  Finance  Committee  has  been  faced  with 
passing  upon  budget  requests  within  the  context  of  the  hard 
reality  of  proposition  2  1/2.     The  Finance  Committee  has 
attempted  to  keep  the  budgets  of  the  departments  in  the 
general  budget  at  or  near  level  funding  and  has  given 
additional  funding  only  when  the  request  was  essential  to 
the  successful  operation  of  the  department.     One  example  of 
this  is  the  additional  funding  of  the  Accounting  and 
Treasurer/Collector  departments  for  computer  hardware  and 
software  in  order  to  facilitate  the  maximum  use  of  the 
central  computer  by  all  departments  and  the  Assessors. 
Other  areas  where  additional  funding  has  been  granted  is  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  pay  for  increased  insurance 
premiums  and  to  the  group  insurance  fund  to  pay  for  the  cost 
of  group  insurance. 

Additionally,  the  Finance  Committee  has  worked  very 
closely  with  the  School  Department  in  an  effort  to  keep  its 


budget  at  an  acceptable  level  without  impairing  the  quality 
of  the  education  it  provides  to  the  children  of  Duxbury. 
The  demands  on  the  school  budget  caused  by  a  rapidly 
increasing  student  population  are  extraordinary  and  the 
trend  of  budgetary  constraints  imposed  upon  the  schools  in 
the  last  three  years  cannot  continue  without  impairing  the 
quality  of  education. 

Finally,  the  Finance  Committee  has  taken  a  very  hard 
look  at  special  articles  on  the  annual  Town  Meeting  warrant. 
It  has  had  to  make  decisions  with  respect  to  petitioned 
requests  that  have  been  extremely  difficult  yet  necessary  to 
maintain  fiscal  integrity. 

It  has  become  evident  that  the  rapid  increase  in  the 
population  of  the  town  and  the  fiscal  constraints  imposed  by 
proposition  2  1/2  are  not  compatible.     The  increasing 
population  is  creating  an  increasing  demand  for  Town 
services  without  the  correlative  increase  in  financial 
resources.     These  facts  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Town 
is  rapidly  coming  to  a  point  where  a  decision  must  be  made 
as  to  whether  it  can  continue  to  provide  the  services  and 
education  that  people  have  received  and  expect  to  continue 
to  recieve.     The  challenge  to  the  Town  lurks  in  the  near 
future.     Until  that  time,   it  will  be  necessary  to  distribute 
the  limited  resources  of  the  Town  as  fairly  and  equitably  as 
possible,  as  the  Finance  Committee  has  done  this  year.  The 
task  has  not  been  easy  and  no  department  is  or  can  be 
entirely  happy,  yet  all  have  shared  in  the  process  and  have 
made  their  respectable  contributions.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  past  year  the  Conservation  Commission  has 
been  extremely  active  in  its  statutory  role  of  protecting 
the  wetlands,  both  coastal  and  inland. 

The  craze  for  housing  in  Duxbury,  both  in  large 
developments  and  individual  house  improvements  has  resulted 
in  a  widespread  use  of  marginal  land.     As  a  result,  the 
Conservation  Commission  has  held  an  unprecedented  number  of 
regulatory  meetings  and  site  inspections.     During  the  year 
17  public  meetings  to  Determine  Applicability  were  held  and 
37  public  meetings  for  Notice  of  Intent  were  also  held. 
This  does  not  include  the  innumerable  informal  discussions 
held  between  individual  Commission  members  and  individuals 
with  legitimate  questions. 


In  all  cases  of  Meetings  of  Public  Intent,  Orders  of 
Condition  were  drawn  up  by  the  Commission  which  had  to  be 
met  before  construction  could  begin.     The  Commission  has 
been  forced  to  rely  upon  voluntary  services  to  ensure  that 
Orders  of  Condition  have  been  properly  met  and  where  other 
violations  of  the  wetlands  have  occurred.     There  clearly  is 
a  need  for  professional  assistance  in  these  and  related 
matters  for  wetland  protection. 

The  most  pressing  work  for  the  Commission,   in  addition 
to  monitoring  land  development,  will  be  in  helping  to 
prepare  an  updated  Open  Space  and  Recreational  Plan  for 
Duxbury.     Plans  must  be  developed  for  searching  out  and 
acquiring  lands  for  the  Town  both  for  recreation  and  water 
resource  areas.     An  active  program  of  finding  soruces  of 
funds  for  such  an  acquisition  must  be  initiated. 

The  Commission  lost  the  services  of  two  valued  members 
during  the  past  year  with  the  resignations  of  C.  Martin 
Delano  and  Helen  Kemball.

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REPORT  OF  THE  UBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  1985  the  annual  town  meeting  supported  the  proposal  of  the 
trustees  that  the  Duxbury  Free  Library  join  with  other  South  Shore 
libraries  in  an  automated  resource  sharing  network  which  will  improve 
and  expand  library  service.     As  the  first  town  to  vote  the  funds 
for  the  project,  Duxbury  was  in  the  forefront  of  an  effort  that 
resulted  in  16  libraries  being  funded  for  participation  in  The  Old 
Colony  Library  Network. 

The  director,   technical  services  librarian,  and  circulation 
head  were  active  on  decision-making  committees  for  the  network.  A 
system  was  selected  in  late  December.     The  timetable  calls  for  the 
completion  of  central  site  preparation  and  installation  of  system 
in  May,   loading  of  the  data  base  in  June,   installation  of  2  personal 
computers  in  individual  libraries  and  conversion  of  records  July 
through  November,  data  conversion  completed  and  all  libraries  fully 
on-line  by  April,  1987.

The  County  Extension  Service  is  the  educational  outreach  component  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  Amherst, 
and  Plymouth  County  government. 

The  main  office  is  located  on  High  Street,  Hanson  on  the  grounds  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Hospital  and  can  be  reached  by  telephoning  293-3541  or  447-5946.  (In  the 
telephone  book  under  Plymouth  County) 

A  federally  funded  Nutrition  Education  Program,  designed  to  assist  young  families 
with  limited  resources,  is  located  in  Brockton  at  32  Belmont  Street.     Under  the 
guidance  of  Andrea  Gulezian,  9  nutrition  assistants  (6  PTE's)  worked  with  320 
homemakers.     In  addition  they  offered  a  week-long  nutrition  summer  camp  for  youth 
and  over  60  food  demonstrations  to  improve  family  diets.     As  a  cooperating  agency 
they  received  3/4  of  their  referrals  from  WIC,  Project  Good  Health  and  Food  Stamp 
offices.     In  schools  (with  nutrition  education  programs  that  reach  5,000  youth) 
357  volunteers  worked  with  the  nutrition  program. 

Cooperative  Extension  Agents  are  specialists  in  the  area  of  4-H,  Home  Economics, 
Community  and  Natural  Resource  Development  and  Agriculture.     Agents  service  all 
towns  in  Plymouth  County  through  lectures,  phone  call  assistance,  field  visits 
and  county-wide  programs. 

In  our  4-H  program  last  year  15,178  youth  were  enrolled.     Of  that  number  959  were 
enrolled  in  traditional  club  programs  and  14,219  were  exposed  to  4-H  short  term 
projects,  school  enrichment  or  individual  study  programs.     786  volunteers  assisted 
in  conducting  the  county  4-H  program. 

Newsletters  free  for  the  asking 

The  Home  Economics  department  recently  made  available  to  residents  a  news- 
letter "Creative  Living"  which  covers  areas  of  Consumer  Economics,  Human  Develop- 
ment, Nutrition  and  Clothing  &  Textiles. 

"Garden  Clippings",  the  extension  newsletter  for  the  backyard  gardener  has  a 
circulation  of  3,400,  doubling  in  size  since  last  year. 

Agriculture  and  Resource  Development  agents  service  clients  by  reporting  needed 
agriculture  events  as  they  happen,  essential  to  produce  growers  and  communities. 
A  computer  links  our  office  to  U/MA  research. 

Cooperative  Extension  works  through  a  variety  of  ways  to  reach  Plymouth  County 
residents.     20,000  publication  listings  were  distributed  to  all  libraries  and 
town  halls  this  past  year.     Radio  PSA  and  newsreleases  are  sent  out  weekly  to 
ensure  program  coverage.     Presently  there  are  10,800  names  on  our  mailing  lists 
who  receive  monthly  newsletters  in  wide  areas  of  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To   the   Honorable   Board   of  Selectmen: 

Duxbury's  commitment  to  its  schools  continued  to  be  strong  in 
1985.  The  annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  voted  to  support  the 
school  budget  request  of  $9.2  million,  and  passed  the  two  special 
articles  related  to  building  repairs.  One  provided  $115,000  for 
emergency  repairs  and  a  second  article  provided  $160,000  in 
design  services  for  a  long  term  project  of  roof  repair,  masonry 
repair  and  other  items.  The  construction  phase  of  the  project  is 
expected      to  be   financed   by   a  bond   of   approximately    $2.5  million. 

Two-year  contracts  were  negotiated  successfully  with  the 
Secretaries  and  Clerks  Association,  and  with  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  department.  The  bus  contract  with  Carey  Motor 
Transportation  was  renewed  and  the  Food  Services  Contract  with 
ARA  Services  was  terminated,  and  replaced  by  a  two  year  contract 
with   Service   America   "Ser vomat ion." 

The  School  Committee  goals  for  1984-85  and  some  of  the  progress 
made   towards    their   accomplishment  were: 


Goal  #1:      To  devise   a   process    for  curriculum  evaluation. 
Results:      A  policy   on  Curriculum  Evaluation  was   adopted  and 
a  new  curriculum  administrator  was  hired. 

Goal  #2:  To  implement  the  transition  of  the  new 
Superintendent  and  develop  the  evaluation  process  for  Dr. 
Kenend  y . 

Results:  The  evaluation  process  for  the  Superintendent  was 
revised  and  adopted  as  a  new  policy.  Dr.  Kennedy  was 
evaluated  in  July.  Through  a  series  of  meetings  with 
community  groups  and  public  officials,  Dr,  Kennedy,  with 
the  assistance  of  the  School  Committee,  completed  his 
transition    as    Duxbury's    new  Superintendent. 

Goal  #3  To  develop  a  computer  curriculum  considering 
budget  implications. 

Results:  The  School  Committee  received  three  reports  on 
computer  curriculum,  purchased  additional  computers  with 
unexpended  funds  for  the  Alden  and  Chandler  Schools  and 
Duxbury  Intermediate  School,  and  a  group  of  Duxbury  teachers 
began  a  Lesley  College  course  to  revise  the  K-8  computer 
curriculum. 

Goal  #4:  To  develop  policies,  especially  in  the  area  of 
transportation  and  leveling. 

Results:  After    a    series    of    public    hearings,      led  by 

administrators  and  PTA  Presidents,  a  new  transportation 
policy  was  adopted.  Bus  routes  were  revised  and  the  new 
policy    implemented.      The    School    Committee    received    a  report 
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on  academic  leveling  which  indicated  that  the  revised 
procedures  are  working  well.  In  addition,  the  School 
Committee  voted  new  or  revised  policies  on:  Visitors  to  the 
Schools;  Field  Trips  and  Excursions;  Public  Gifts  to  the 
Schools;  Professional  Staff  Substitutes;  Class  Size;  Public 
Complaints  about  School  Personnel;  and  Public  Participation 
at   School   Committee  Meetings. 

Goal  #5:      To   examine  DHS  scheduling. 

Results:  The  School  Committee  heard  a  report  by  a  Committee 
of  parents  and  department  heads  proposing  a  new  Core 
Curriculum  and  increased  high  school  graduation 
requirements.  Major  elements  of  the  proposal  were  adopted 
in  the  1986-87  program  of  studies.  The  new  graduation 
requirements  will   apply   to   the  class   of    1990   and  beyond. 

The   1985-86   School  Committee  goals  are: 

1.  Planning    and   budgeting    for   a   seven-period   day    to  be 
implemented   at  DHS   in   1  986-87  . 

2.  Grade  6-8  student  experience. 

3.  K-3  individual  student  potential.  Teachers,  lead 
teacher,  principals,  and  the  Director  of  Curriculum  and 
Assessment  will  review  the  scope  and  sequence  charts 
considering  the  needs  of  students  of  all  levels  of 
ac  h  ievement . 

4.  Search    for   alternative   sources   of  funds. 

5.  Building  repairs  project.  Replacement  of  roofs,  repair 
of  external  masonry,  structural  repairs,  modification  for 
handicapped   persons,  etc. 

The  yaar  was  a  good  one  for  the  Duxbury  schools.  The  School 
Committee  thanks  the  parents  and  other  residents  who  continue  to 
work   hard   on  behalf   of  Duxbury  students.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To   the  Honorable  Board   of  Selectmen: 

We  were  saddened  in  1985  by  the  deaths  of  teacher  Peter  Sinnott, 
teacher  Robert  Redente  and  DHS  senior  Dawn  Scibetta.  James  F. 
Queeny  retired  from  the  DHS  Guidance  Department  after  31  years  of 
service  to  Duxbury;  Anna  Davis  retired  after  30  years  of  teaching 
art;  George  E.  Teravainen  retired  after  29  years  of  teaching  and 
coaching;  Dilla  J.  Battista  retired  after  26  years  of  elementary 
school  teaching  in  Duxbury;  Marjorie  E.  Bishop  retired  after  18 
years  of  elementary  service;  and  Isabel  A.  Ballard  retired  after 
14  years  of  service  in  Duxbury.  The  six  retirees  were  honored  in 
June  at  a  reception  in  the  Winsor  House.  John  T.  McGarigal  who 
served  ably  as  Director  of  Business  Services  was  replaced  by  Dr. 
Richard  W.  Marcoux.  Replacing  Dr.  Marcoux  as  DHS  Assistant 
Principal  was  Kathleen  K.  Dowling.  Richard  Baker,  DIS  Assistant 
Principal,  left  the  field  of  education  and  was  replaced  by  Thomas 
LaLiberte.  Dr.  Claryce  L.  Evans  was  employed  as  the  new  Director 
of  Curriculum  and  Assessment  replacing  Dr.  Henry  C.  Zabierek,  who 
became  Assistant  Superintendent  in  Westboro.  The  position  of 
Administrator  of  Occupational  Education,  filled  by  Robert  Warden, 
was  eliminated,  and  replaced  by  an  Occupational  Counselor.  Bruce 
Hamilton  was  hired  to  fill  the  new  position.  Health  duties  were 
added  to  those  of  the  the  Director  of  Physical  Education,  and 
David  Lister  was  chosen.  Alice  Ohannessian  continued  as  a  full- 
time  teacher  of  Art,  but  resigned  as  Coordinator  of  Art,  and  was 
replaced  by  Virginia  Pyle  Freyermuth.  Shelley  Beeby  left  the 
School  Committee  after  five  years  of  service,  and  was  replaced  by 
Robert   A.   Bonner.      John   J.    Todd   was    elected    as    the   new  Chairman. 

The  year  brought  improvements  in  the  areas  of  curriculum  and 
services  to  students.  Eight  Freshman  teams  were  r e i n s t i tu t ed  , 
paid  for  by  a  new  Athletic  User  Fee  recommended  by  a  citizen 
committee.  A  self-funding  Day  Care  Center,  located  at  DHS,  was 
begun  for  pre-school  students,  and  Candace  Weiler  employed  as  its 
Director.  For  the  second  summer,  Duxbury  teachers  attended  the 
Artist  Interchange  Project  in  the  Berkshires.  The  new  DHS  Health 
Elective  Program  was  successful.  The  computer  education  program 
in  grades  5-8  was  expanded  with  the  purchase  of  additional  Apple 
computers  for  Alden  and  Chandler  schools,  and  conversion  of  DIS 
to  Apple  computers.  The  Digital  computer  terminals,  previously 
used  at  DIS,  were  moved  to  DHS.  In  voting  the  1  985-86  School 
Calendar,  the  School  Committee  approved  a  recommendation  for 
additional    in-service   education  meetings    for  teachers. 

Due    to   an  unusually    strong    sports    season    in   1984-85,    Duxbury  won 

the   Division    II    Dalton    Trophy    sponsored    by    the    Bfl.fi.£.ail  Q.l.Q.]i.&.  for 

the   third   time   in   five  years,   thereby  permanently  retiring  the 

trophy.  Athletic  participation  at  DHS  during  the  fall  season  was 
the    heaviest    in    recent    years.      The    boys'    soccer    team,  girls* 

soccer  team,  and  girls'  field  hockey  team  all  were  selected  for 
post-season   tournament  play.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


The  Fiscal  Year  1985  continued  to  be  a  year  of  challenge  and  accomplishment 
for  the  Collector/Treasurer's  Department.    Some  of  the  major  accomplishments  are 
as  follows:

2.  We  performed  a  tax  taking  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1983  and  1984  outstanding  Real 
Estate  taxes,  placing  an  additional  sixty  (60)  parcels  in  the  tax  title 
accounts. 

3.  As  a  result  of  intensified  collection  and  tax  taking  efforts,  the  outstand- 
ing tax  receivables  were  reduced  approximately  $400,000.00  as  of  June  30,  1985 
in  comparison  to  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30,  1984. 

4.  We  initiated  communication,  identified,  and  requested  specific  software  pro- 
gram needs  from  our  computer  vendor.    Our  computer  vendor  is  developing  a 
new  improved  payroll  system  and  a  tax  title  taking,  collection,  and  maint- 
enance system.    Other  requested  programs  will  be  developed  by  our  computer 
vendor  upon  completion  of  the  programs  now  being  developed, 

5.  While  the  Real  Estate  collection  system  was  implemented  to  computer  process- 
ing this  fiscal  year,  only  partial  collection  procedures  were  available  to 
our  department.    Through  meetings  and  communication  of  additional  options  and 
goals  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  our  respective  computer  vendors,  we 
established  the  ground  rules  and  procedures  for  obtaining  and  implementing 
the  complete  Real  Estate  legal  file  into  our  computer  system.    This  will 
permit  the  printing  of  Real  Estate  tax  bills  and  the  commitment  on  our  computer 
facilities.    Additionally,  providing  the  Assessor's  Department  with  local  up- 
dating options  and  affording  the  Collector's  Department  with  the  computer 
prepared  Real  Estate  demand  notices  and  other  applications. 

While  these  are  some  of  the  major  accomplishments  this  past  Fiscal  Year,  there 
are  several  initiatives  remaining  in  the  process  of  completion  and  other  challenges 
as  follows : 

1,  Request  Town  Counsel  to  provide  documentation  and  legal  opinion  to  resolve 
the  numerous  previously  identified  and  documented  Real  Estate  tax  problems 
which  are  beyond  the  discretionary  authority  of  the  Collector's  Department, 

2,  Continue  efforts  to  upgrade  organizational  structure  and  to  promote  two 
senior  clerks  to  positions  commensurate  with  additional  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities assigned  and  performed  this  past  fiscal  year. 

3,  Schedule  a  public  auction  for  the  sale  of  foreclosed  Town  owned  properties 
and  land  of  low  value. 
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Obtain  and  implement  new  and  improved  Real  Estate  tax  processing  applications 
and  other  software  programs  presently  being  developed. 


5.  Continue  collection  efforts  of  outstanding  Motor  Vehicle,  other  tax  problems, 
and  begin  Real  Estate  tax  taking  procedures  annually  and  promptly  after  Real 
Estate  demand  notices  have  been  issued  and  mailed  to  property  owners, 

6,  Further  improve  credibility,  communication,  and  cooperation  between  the 
Collector/Treasurer  Departments,  other  departments,  committees,  boards  and 
citizens  of  Duxbury, 

We  look  forward  to  the  challenges  to  improve  our  systems  and  procedures  and 
to  further  strengthen  the  overall  financial  administration  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury, 

We  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Executive  Assistant,  Finance  Committee, 
Boards,  other  Committees,  Department  Managers  and  all  staff  for  their  contribu- 
tions and  assistance  in  accomplishing  our  goals.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submits  herewith  the  135th  Annual 
Report  of  the  officials  and  committees  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury, 

This  was  a  most  active  year  for  Town  Government.     As  the  Town 
prepared  to  celebrate  its  350th  Anniversary  in  1987,   it  also  made 
some  important  changes  in  government  structure  and  in  key 
personnel  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  future. 

Town  Meeting  established  a  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee  to 
improve  long-range  financial  planning  and  to  help  the  Town  meet 
the  continuing  pressures  of  governing  under  Proposition  2  1/2. 
Thorndike  Litchfield  was  appointed  to  implement  the  consolidated 
Public  Works  Department  mandated  by  Town  Meeting  last  year.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  new  Town  Counsel,  Robert  S.  Troy,  a 
new  Executive  Assistant,   Sarah  Saccone,   and  a  new  Chief  of  Police, 
Enrico  Cappucci.     They  bring  to  these  positions  extensive 
experience  in  municipal  government  and  a  commitment  to  providing 
Duxbury  with  professional  and  dedicated  leadership.     The  Personnel 
Board  provided  invaluable  assistance  in  selecting  a  DPV/  director, 
police  chief,  and  executive  assistant  by  screening  more  than  200 
applicants  for  these  positions  and  recommending  finalists  to  the 
Board . 

A  strong  commitment  to  the  future  of  Duxbury  was  evident  in 
Town  Meeting  votes  to  purchase  125  acres  at  Waiting  Hill  for  open 
space  and  passive  recreation  use,   to  rebuild  Powder  Point  Bridge, 
and  to  finance  those  programs  through  borrowing.     We  applaud  the 
extraordinary  work  of  town  volunteers  who  were  responsbile  for  the 
success  of  these  efforts:   Judi  Barrett  and  Shawn  Dahlen  on  the 
purchase  of  land  for  the  Waiting  Hill  Preserve  and  Abdul  Hamadeh, 
Margaret  Kearney  and  their  colleagues  on  the  Powder  Point  Bridge 
Committee . 

Duxbury 's  success  in  obtaining  a  number  of  state  grants  is 
another  area  where  the  contributions  made  by  volunteers  are 
evident.     State  grants  awarded  to  the  Town  this  year  include: 
$500,000  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
Aquifer  Land  Acquisition  Program  for  the  Waiting  Hill  Preserve 
purchase;   $20,000  from  the  Strategic  Planning  Grants  Program, 
Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development   (EOCD),   for  a 
Strategic  Planning  Grant  to  develop  an  affordable  housing  program 
that  ties  into  conservation  land  planning;   $6,000  from  the 
Operation  Clean  Sweep   '86  Program,   Department  of  Environmental 
Management  (DEM),   for  household  hazardous  waste  collection  day  and 
for  removal  of  chemical  waste;   $5,000  from  the  EOCD  Municipal 
Advance  Program  for  detailed  site  analyses  of  properties  to  meet 
both  open  space  and  affordable  housing  needs;   $3,000  from  the  Bay 
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circuit  Program,  DEM,   to  develop  a  master  plan  of  pedestrian 
trails;  and  $500  from  the  Plymouth  County  Conservation  District 
for  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  publication  costs.     V7e  commend 
Judl  Barrett  for  spearheading  the  work  on  these  and  other  grant 
applications . 

Edmund  A.  Dondero,  a  veteran  of  more  than  seventeen  years 
service  In  town  government  as  Executive  Assistant,  Selectman, 
Planning  Board  member,  and  Finance  Committee  chairman,  died  this 
year.  We  miss  him.   In  May,   the  Town  voted  to  honor  Ed's  memory  by 
establishing  a  scholarship  In  his  name  for  students  who  share  Ed's 
love  of  history  and  the  study  of  government.     Another  loss  for  the 
town  and  this  board  came  when  John  Leonard  decided  to  step  down 
after  nine  years  as  Selectman.     During  fourteen  years  of  service, 
as  an  Assessor  and  Selectman,  John  brought  his  great  financial 
expertise  and  ability  to  establishing  and  maintaining  a  fiscally 
sound  town  government.     We  hope  that  John  will  bring  his 
considerable  talents  to  a  town  committee  or  board  In  the  near 
future.     David  Vogler  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Selectman  In 
March . 

In  November,  Selectman  Tom  Barry  was  elected  to  represent 
Duxbury  and  part  of  Marshf.leld  on  the  Plymouth  County  Charter 
Commission.     The  Commission  will  review  the  operation  of  County 
government  and  make  recommendations  to  the  voters  In  1988. 

Others  leaving  town  government  this  year  were  former  Police 
Chief  Dan  Skelly,  who  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Capitol  Police  In 
Boston,  and  former  Town  Counsel  David  Turner,  who  resigned  after 
serving  In  that  position  for  nine  years.     The  Selectmen's  office 
also  lost  the  able  services  of  Lois  Beckman,  Ann  McCabe,  and 
Lorraine  Ruderman,  who  left  for  positions  In  the  private  sector. 
Lee  Sbraccla  stepped  down  after  years  of  service  as  receptionist 
and  switchboard  operator  at  the  Town  Offices  Building.  Nancl 
Kelly  and  Deborah  Klllory  now  share  those  duties.     At  various 
times  this  year,  a  number  of  people  helped  the  Board  by  providing  ' 
office  and  support  services  during  a  time  of  transition:  Tom 
LeGore,  Ruth  Murphy,   Lee  Plttenger,  Carol  Knox,   Paulette  Wallace,  ! 
and  Leslie  Eddy. 

We  regret  those  changes  In  town  government  brought  about  by 
the  loss  of  dedicated  men  and  women,  but  we  are  confident  that 
many  of  the  efforts  made  this  year  will  bring  about  a  stable  and 
successful  anniversary  year  In  1987  and  for  many  years  ahead.

Following  which  the  Committee  shall  return  the  Warrant  to  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  together  with  its 
recommendations  thereto  which  shall  be  included  with  a  copy 
of  the  Warrant  when  published  for  distribution. 

Section  5.     The  committee  shall  annually  review  and  make 
projections  and  recommendations  in  the  form  of  a  report  for 
presentation  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  which  shall  include 
but  not  be  limited  to: 

A.  Free  Cash. 

B.  The  Retirement  Fund. 

C.  The  Stabilization  Fund. 

D.  Interest  and  Maturing  Debt. 
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E.     The  status  of  the  Water  Enterprise  Account. 


Section  6.  The  Committee  shall  review,  advise  and  make  specific 
recommendations  on  an  on-going  basis  in  the  following  areas: 


A.  Insure  that  overall  Town  appropriations  do  not  increase 
at  a  faster  rate  than  overall  Town  revenues  and  advise 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  concerning 
problem  areas. 

B.  Insure  that  local  receipts  are  adequate  to  meet  the 
costs  of  the  services  rendered  in  those  areas  that 
are  covered  by,  or  should  be  covered  by,   fees  and 
advise  the  departments  involved  and  the  Finance 
Committee  concerning  any  changes.

406.1  Findings 

The  Town  of  Duxbury  finds  that: 

1.  The  ground  water  underlying  this  Town  is  the  sole  source  of  its 
existing  and  future  drinking  water  supply; 

2.  The  ground  water  aquifer  is  integrally  connected  with,  and  flows 
into,   the  surface  waters,   lakes,  streams  and  coastal  estuaries 
which  constitute  significant  recreational  and  economic  resources 
of  the  Town  used  for  bathing  and  other  water-related  recreation, 
shellfishing  and  fishing; 

3.  Accidental  spills  and  discharges  of  petroleum  products  and  other 
toxic  and  hazardous  materials  and  sewage  discharge  have  repeatedly 
threatened  the  quality  of  such  ground  water  supplies  and  related 
water  resources  throughout  towns  in  Massachusetts,  posing  potential 
public  health  and  safety  hazards  and  threatening  economic  losses 

to  the  affected  communities; 

406.2  Aquifer  Protection  Overlay  District 

1.     Aquifer  Protection  Districts,  as  shown  on  a  map  entitled 
"Aquifer  Protection  Districts,  Town  of  Duxbury,   15  January 
1986"  shall  be  considered  superimposed  over  any  other  district 
established  in  this  By-Law.     Aquifer  Protection  Districts  are 
based  upon  a  five   (5')   foot  interval  water  table  map,  surficial 
geologic  mapping,  saturated  thickness  mapping  and  ground  water 
modeling . 

406.3  Use  Regulations 

1.     Prohibited  Uses.     Within  the  Aquifer  Protection  District  the 

following  uses  are  specifically  prohibited:     sanitary  landfills. 
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junk  yards,  municipal  sewage  treatment  facilities  with  on-site 
disposal  of  primary  or  secondary-treated  effluent,  package 
sewage  treatment  plants,  car  washes,  road  salt  stockpiles, 
dumping  of  snow  from  outside  the  district,  dry  cleaning 
establishments,  boat  and  motor  vehicle  service  and  repair, 
metal  plating,  chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratories, 
and  any  other  use  which  involves  as  a  principal  activity 
the  manufacture,  storage,  use,   transportation  or  disposal 
of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials,  except  as  allowed  by  Special 
Permit  in  Section  406.5,  below. 

406.4    Density  Regulations 

1.     Residential  dwellings,  except  those  within  planned  developments 
(PD)  shall  only  be  permitted  at  a  density  not  greater  than  that 
allowed  by  Section  502  of  the  Zoning  By-Law.     Residential  dwellings 
within  planned  developments   (PD)  shall  only  be  permitted  at  a  density 
not  greater  than  that  allowed  by  the  following  table  referenced 
to  the  map  noted  in  Section  406.2.1,  above: 

Zone  of  Contribution  Overall  Maximum  Density''^ 


*Exclusive  of  wetlands  as  defined  in  M.G.L.,  Ch.   131,  Section  40 
and  the  Duxbury  Conservation  Commission, 

406.5  Special  Permit  Uses.     Within  the  Aquifer  District  the 
following  shall  be  allowed  only  upon  receipt  of  a  Special 
Permit : 

1.  Any  use  involving  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  in  quantities 
greater  than  associated  with  normal  household  use. 

2.  Golf  courses,  either  for  private  or  public  use. 

3.  Cluster  or  PUD  developments  as  defined  by  Section  700  of  the 
Duxbury  Protective  By-Law.     The  requirements  of  this  bylaw 
(Section  406)   shall  be  addressed  by  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  in  the  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit  under  Section 
700.     An  additional  Special  Permit  for  this  section  shall 
not  be  required.

Failure  to 
respond  in  writing  within  35  days  shall  indicate  approval  or 
no  desire  to  comment  by  said  agency.     The  necessary  number  of 
copies  of  the  application  shall  be  furnished  by  the  applicant. 

3.  Special  Permit  Criteria.     Special  Permits  under  Section  406.5 
shall  be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA  determines,   in  conjunction 
with  the  Water  Advisory  Board  as  specified  above,  that  ground- 
water quality  resulting  from  on-site  waste  disposal  and  other 
on-site  operations  will  not  fall  below  Federal  or  State 
standards  for  drinking  water  at  the  downgradient  property 
boundary,  except  for  nitrate  nitrogen  which  shall  not  exceed 

5  PPM. 

4.  Submittals.     In  applying  for  a  Special  Permit  required  by 
this  section,   the  information  listed  below  shall  be  submitted: 

a.  A  complete  list  of  all  chemicals,  pesticides,  fuels  and 
other  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  to  be  used  or 
stored  on  the  premises  in  quantities  greater  than  those 
associated  with  normal  household  use,  accompanied  by  a  des- 
cription of  measures  proposed  to  protect  all  storage  containers/ 
facilities  from  vandalism,  corrosion  and  leakage,  and  to  provide 
for  control  of  spills. 

b.  A  description  of  potentially  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to 
be  generated,   indicating  storage  and  disposal  methods. 

c.  Evidence  of  approval  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE)  of  any  industrial 
waste  treatment  or  disposal  system  or  any  waste-water  treatment 
system  over  15,000  gallons  per  day  capacity. 
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d.     Projections  of  downgradient  concentrations  of  nitrogen 
and  other  relevant  chemicals  at  property  boundaries  and  other 
locations  deemed  pertinent  by  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Projections 
shall  be  based  upon  appropriate  ground  water  models  and  the 
following  information/standards: 

i.     Nitrogen  Loading  Calculations; 

*Wastewater  per  person:   5  lbs.  nitrogen  per  year

406.7     Design  and  Operations  Guidelines 

The  following  design  and  operation  guidelines  shall  be  observed 
within  the  Aquifer  Protection  District. 

1.     Safeguards .     Provision  shall  be  made  to  protect  against  toxic 
or  hazardous  materials  discharge  or  loss  resulting  from 
corrosion,  accidental  damage,  spillage  or  vandalism  through 
measures  such  as:  prohibition  of  underground  fuel  storage  tanks; 
spill  control  provisions  in  the  vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel 
delivery  points;  secured  storage  areas  for  toxic  or  hazardous 
materials;  and  indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodable  or 
dissolvable  materials.     For  operations  which  allow  the 
evaporation  of  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  into  the  interiors 
of  any  structures,  a  closed  vapor  recovery  system  shall  be 
provided  for  each  such  structure  to  prevent  discharge  of 
contaminated  condensate  into  the  ground  water. 
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2.  Location.     Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the 
Aquifer  Protection  District,  potential  pollution  sources  such 
as  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  shall  be  located  outside  the 
District  to  the  extent  feasible. 

3.  Disposal .     For  any  toxic  or  hazardous  wastes  to  be  produced 
in  quantities  greater  than  those  associated  with  normal 
household  use,   the  applicant  must  demonstrate  the  availability 
and  feasibility  of  disposal  methods  which  are  in  conformance 
with  Chapter  21C,  MGLA. 

4.  Drainage .     All  runnoff  from  impervious  surfaces  shall  be 
recharged  on  the  site,  diverted  towards  areas  covered  with 
vegetation  for  surface  infiltration  to  the  extent  possible. 
Dry  wells  shall  be  used  only  where  other  methods  are  not 
feasible,  and  shall  be  preceded  by  oil,  grease,  and  sediment 
traps  to  facilitate  removal  of  contaminants. 

406.8  Violations 

Written  notice  of  any  violation  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  provided  by  the 

Building  Inspector  to  the  owner  of  the  premises,  specifying  the  nature 

of  the  violations  and  a  schedule  of  compliance,   including  cleanup  of 

any  spilled  materials.     This  compliance  schedule  must  be  reasonable 

in  relation  to  the  public  health  hazard  involved  and  the  difficulty 

of  compliance.     In  no  event  shall  more  than  30  days  be  allowed  for  either 

compliance  or  finalization  of  a  plan  for  longer-term  compliance. 

406.9  Definition 

Toxic  or  Hazardous  Materials.     Any  substance  or  mixture  of  such  physical, 
chemical  or  infectious  characteristics  as  to  pose  a  significant,  actual 
or  potential  hazard  to  water  supplies,  or  other  hazard  to  human  health, 
if  such  substance  or  mixture  were  discharged  to  land  or  waters  of  this 
Town.     Toxic  or  hazardous  materials  include,  without  limitation,  organic 
chemicals,  petroleum  products,  heavy  methyls,  radio-active  or  infectious 
wastes,  acids  and  alkalies,  and  include  products  such  as  pesticides, 
herbicides,  solvents  and  thinners.     Waste  generated  by  the  following 
activities,  without  limitation,  are  presumed  to  be  toxic  or  hazardous 
unless  and  except  to  the  extent  that  anyone  engaging  in  such  an  activity 
can  demonstrate  the  contrary  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Water  Advisory  Board. 

*Airplane,  boat  and  motor  vehicle  service  and  repair 
*Chemical  and  bacteriological  laboratory  operation 
*Cabinet  making 
*Dry  cleaning 

*Electronic  circuit  assembly 

*Metal  plating,  finishing  and  polishing 
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*Motor  and  machinery  service  and  assembly 
*Painting,  wood  preserving  and  furniture  stripping 
*Pesticide  and  herbicide  application 
*Photographic  processing 
^Printing 

406. 10 

The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  not  apply  to  lands  in  excess  of 
5  acres  actively  devoted  to  agriculture,  horticulture,  floriculture 
or  viticulture,  nor  to  use  of  pesticides  when  used  on  such  lands  in 
accordance  with  G.L.,  C.  132b.

The  Board  of  Appeals  may  withhold  approval  of 
a  Special  Permit  for  the  construction  of  any  new  structure 
or  structures  intended  for  residential  use,  requiring  a 
Special  Permit  as  defined  by  Sections  402.2.20  (Cluster 
Development)  or  402.2.21   (Planned  Development),  which  are 
located  on  a  lot  or  lots  that  lie  within  a  zoned  Aquifer 
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Protection  Overlay  District   (see  Section  406),  if,  after 
weighing  all  pertinent  facts  and  evidence  the  Board  of 
Appeals  finds  that: 

720.1  The  existing  condition  of  the  receiving  waters  is  at  or 
above  critical  eutrophic  levels   (see  definition:  Sec. 
720.4  d) ,  or  in  the  case  of  well  recharge  areas,  nitrate 
nitrogen  concentrations  in  the  ground  water  exceed  five 
parts  per  million,  and 

720.2  The  nutrient  combination  from  the  proposed  development, 
when  added  to  the  existing  and  potential  nutrient  level  of 
developments  within  the  specific  recharge  area,  will 
generate  on  a  pounds  per  acre  basis,  nutrient  waters'  critical 
eutrophic  level  or,   in  the  case  of  well  recharge  area,  nitrate 
nitrogen  concentrations  in  the  ground  water  in  excess  of  five 
parts  per  million.     However,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  not 
withold  approval  of  an  application  for  a  Special  Permit  if 
the  applicant  provides  measures  for  the  reduction  of  the 
nutrient  loading  rate,  on  a  pounds  per  acre  basis,  to  a  rate 
below  that  which  would  produce  critical  eutrophic  levels  in 
the  water  body,  or,  if  in  a  well  recharge  area,  nitrate 
nitrogen  concentrations  less  than  five  parts  per  million. 

It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  applicant  to  demonstrate 
to  the  Board  of  Appeals  that  the  proposed  mitigating  measures 
will  work  as  designed,  and  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  require  the 
applicant  to  demonstrate  on  an  annual  basis  that  said  mitigating 
measures  are  operating  satisfactorily. 

720.3  Recharge  Areas.     Recharge  areas  for  existing  or  proposed 
public   (Municipal)  water  supply  wells,  as  shown  on  the  Zoning 
Map,  shall  be  considered  superimposed  over  any  other  districts 
established  in  this  By-law.     Fresh  or  coastal  ponds  located  within 
these  recharge  areas  shall  be  protected  by  requirements  of  this 
By-Law  and  their  recharge  areas  shall  be  considered  identical  as 
to  those  of  existing  or  proposed  public  water  supply  wells. 

720.4  Analysis  of  Development  Impact.     The  applicant,  under  Section 

720,  shall  provide  an  Analysis  of  Development  Impact  which  at 
a  minimum  includes  the  following: 

720.4.1  The  existing  conditions  of  the  water  body  or  water  supply, 
including  physical  characteristics  and  water  chemistry. 

720.4.2  The  expected  change  in  the  condition  of  the  water  body  or 
water  supply  as  a  result  of  the  proposed  development. 

720.4.3  The  comparison,  on  a  per  acre  basis,  of  the  total  nutrient 
loading  from  the  proposed  development  with: 
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720. 4. 3. a.  The  existing  and  potential  loading  from  all  other 
developments  and  acreage  within  the  recharge  area 
of  the  water  supply  or  water  body; 

720. 4. 3.  b.     The  loading  rate  which  would  be  expected  to  produce 

critical  eutrophic  levels  in  a  water  body  or  in  the 
case  of  a  water  supply,  the  loading  rate  which  would 
produce  nitrate  nitrogen  levels  in  excess  of  five 
parts  per  million  in  the  groundwater. 

720.4.4.  In  determining  the  impact  of  nutrient  loading  from  a 
development,  the  following  standards  and  definitions 
shall  be  used:* 

720. 4. 4. a.     Loading  per  person:   five  pounds  nitrogen  per  person 
per  year;   25  pounds  phosphorus  per  person  per  year 
for  sewage  disposal  systems  within  300  feet  of  the 
shoreline ;

720. 4. 4. d.     Critical  eutrophic  levels:   fresh  water  concentrations, 
total  nitrogen  =  .75  MG. /litre. 

*  Unless  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
that  given  the  nature  of  the  proposed  project  and/or 
receiving  waters  other  standards  are  appropriate. 

720.5  Exemptions.     The  Board  of  Appeals  may  exempt  an  application 
from  the  requirements  of  Section  720  provided  that  the 
applicant  can  demonstrate  that: 

720.5.1.  Nutrients  from  the  development  will  not  in  fact  be  recharged 
to  the  designated  water  body  or  public  water  supply  well;  or 

720.5.2.  That  the  development  will  not  result  in  any  increase  in 
loading  of  the  relevant  nutrient. 

720.6  Relation  to  other  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Law. 
Approval  of  a  Special  Permit  as  noted  in  Section  720 
shall  not  substitute  for  compliance  with  any  other 
requirements  of  the  Zoning  Act  or  Duxbury  Zoning  By-Law.

It  shall  serve  as  advisors  to  town  meeting,   the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Assistant  Director  of  Public 
Works  for  water,  and  to  any  other  board,  committee  or  official 
requesting  its  assistance. 

The  specific  duties  of  the  Water  Advisory  Board  shall  include: 
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The  annual  setting  of  water  rates  in  accordance  with 
G.L.  C.   41,  Sec.   69B,  and  other  rate  structures  as  may 
apply  to  the  services  of  the  DPW  Water  Division,  with 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 

Assisting  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  Assistant 
Director  for  Water  on  the  development  and  implementation 
of  a  long-range  system  improvement  plans; 

Holding  review  authority  over  water  resource  matters  that 
arise  as  the  result  of  subdivision  and  Special  Permit 
applications  made  to  the  Planning  Board  and/or  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeals,  as  specified  in  the  Protective  By-Law, 
which  shall  include  but  may  not  be  limited  to  available 
water  supply,  ground  water  quality,  and  the  general  impacts 
of  development  on  the  Town's  water  system  and  capacity  of 
water  production  facilities,  and  any  proposals  submitted  to 
the  Town  to  extend  public  water  to  new  developments  or  areas 
previously  not  serviced  by  the  public  system. 

Monitoring  and  advising  Town  authorities  on  legislation, 
regulatory  changes,   technology  and  DPW  water  division 
management  needs,  including  participation  in  annual 
performance  reviews  of  both  the  DPW  Dirctor  and 
Assistant  Director  for  water; 

Coordinating  with  the  Assistant  Director  for  Water  and  the 
Division's  Consulting  Engineer,  or  with  the  Town  Engineer, 
to  schedule  and  implement  system  improvements  or  additions, 
institute  new  or  revised  rules  and  regulations,  enforce 
local  by-laws  and  regulations  that  pertain  to  ground  water 
protection,  conduct  studies  and  projects  as  may  be  required 
to  maintain  and  improve  the  distribution  system  or  enhance 
public  appreciation  for  water  quality  and  conservation 
activities,  and  advise  and  oversee  the  implementation  of 
new  or  revised  water  division  programs. 

To  meet  its  responsibilities,  the  Water  Advisory  Board 
shall  be  afforded  reasonable  access  to  the  Consulting 
Engineer  to  the  Division  of  Water,  DPW,  or  to  the  Town 
Engineer,  and  shall  meet  at  least  twice  monthly  with  the 
Assistant  Director  for  Water  and/or  DPW  Director.  It 
shall  conduct  the  activities  necessary  to  maintain  aware- 
ness of  regional,  state  and  federal  laws  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  water  supplies  and  methods  to  protect  them: 
and  shall  provide  technical  assistance  and  support  where 
needed  to  local  authorities."

The 
specific  duties  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  include: 


1.  The  annual  establishment  of  rates  for  cemetery  and 
crematory  services  including  the  sale  of  lots,  with 
approval  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  Assisting  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Assistant  Director  for  Cemeteries  on  the  development 
and  implementation  of  long-range  cemetery  expansion 
and  improvement . 

3.  Maintaining  and  advising  town  authorities  on  all 
matters  affecting  cemeteries  including  participation 
in  current  performance  reviews  of  both  the  DPW 
Director  and  Assistant  Director  for  Cemeteries. 


4.  Maintaining  of  special  trust  funds  pertaining  to 
cemeteries  which  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
and  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  town 
meeting  as  to  the  annual  disposition  of  these  funds, 

5.  The  Trustees  shall  meet  at  least  monthly  with  the 
Assistant  Director  for  Cemeteries  and/or  the  DPW 
Director.  "

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  By-Law,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

Beach  -  Any  beach  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Town  and 
beaches  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  to  which  the  puclic  has 
a  right  of  access. 

Conservation  Land  -  Any  Conservation  Land  under  the  care  and 
control  of  the  Town. 

Parks  -  Any  public  park  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Town, 
and  to  include  Town  owned  cemeteries  and  tombs. 

Playground  -  Any  playground  under  the  care  and  control  of  the 
Town . 

Private  Parking  Areas  -  Any  private  parking  area  throughout 
the  Town  to  which  the  public  has  the  general  right  of  access. 
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Public  Parking  Areas  -  Any  public  parking  area  under  the  care  and 
control  of  the  Town. 

Public  Ways  -  All  ways  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access. 

Town  Forest  -  Any  town  forest  under  the  care  and  control  of  the 
Town. 

SECTION  2.     Consumption  in  Public  Prohibited: 

No  person  shall  drink  or  consume  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined 
in  Chapter  138,   Section  1,  of  the  General  Laws  while  on,  in  or  upon 
the  public  ways  and  places  set  forth  above,  whether  in  or  upon  a 
vehicle,  motor  vehicle  or  on  foot  or  in  a  place  to  which  members 
of  the  public  have  access  as  invitees  or  licensees,  or  in  a  park, 
Town  forest,  public  parking  area  or  playground,  or  on  any  beach 
within  the  limits  of  the  Town  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of 
access  or  on  private  land  or  place  without  the  consent  of  the  owner 
or  person  in  control. 

SECTION  3.     Special  Permit: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  grant  special  permit  to  allow  the 
consumption  and  possession  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  the  places 
set  forth  above. 

SECTION  4.     Evidence  of  Violation: 

Possession  of  an  open  can,  bottle  or  other  container  which, 
upon  analysis  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  is  determined 
to  contain  an  alcoholic  beverage,  as  defined  in  Chapter  138, 
Section  1,  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  drinking  or  consuming  said  alcoholic  beverage.     All  alcoholic 
beverages  being  used  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  seized 
and  safely  held  until  final  adjudication  of  the  charge  against 
the  person  or  persons  arrested  or  summoned  before  the  court. 

SECTION  5.     Arrest,  Penalty: 

A  police  officer  may  arrest  without  a  warrant  anyone  who  violates 
this  By-Law.     Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  (200.) 
for  each  violation.

ARTICLE  64.     Moved  and  seconded  that  the  Town  will  authorize  and  approve 
the  filing  of  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  in  substantially  the  following  form: 

"An  act  establishing  a  Selectmen-Town  Manager  form  of  Government  for  the 
Town  of  Duxbury. 

SECTION  1.       Upon  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
the  Town  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act.     To  the  extent 
that  the  provisions  of  this  act  modify  or  repeal  existing  General  Laws 
and  Special  Acts  or  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  this  act  shall 
govern.     For  purposes  of  this  act,  all  references  to  officers,  employees 
or  other  persons  shall  be  read  as  applying  equally  to  males  and  females, 
regardless  of  the  gender  of  the  pronoun  used. 

SECTION  2.       The  board  of  selectmen  shall  exercise,  through  a  Town  Manager, 
general  supervision  over  all  matters  affecting  the  interests  or  welfare  of 
the  Town. 

SECTION  3.       The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Town  Manager,  and  except  as 
voted  by  Town  meeting,  shall  also  appoint  the  members  of  all  non-elected 
boards,  committees,  and  commissions  established  through  By-Law,  Town 
meeting  vote,  or  statute,  except  those  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  all 
Constables,  and  election  officers  and  election  workers. 

SECTION  4.       The  school  committee  shall  continue  to  be  elected  in 
conformity  with  the  votes  of  town  meeting.     All  powers,  rights  and 
duties,  except  as  herein  provided,  now  or  hereafter  conferred  or 
imposed  by  law  upon  the  school  committee,   shall  be  exercised  and 
performed  by  the  school  committee.     Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  affect  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school  committee 
as  provided  by  law,  except  as  specifically  provided  herein. 
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SECTION  5.       The  Selectmen  shall  appoint,  under  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon,   for  a  term  not  to  exceed  three  years, 
a  Town  Manager  who  shall  possess  at  least  a  college  degree  at  the 
bachelor  level  and  shall  have  had  five  years  of  full-time  paid 
experience  in  a  supervisory  administrative  position.     A  masters 
degree  may  substitute  for  not  more  than  two  years  of  such  paid 
experience.     The  Manager  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  Town  or  the 
Commonwealth  when  appointed,  but  shall  become  a  resident  of  the  Town 
within  the  first  year  of  appointment.     The  Manager  shall  execute  a 
bond  in  favor  of  the  Town  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  the  office  in  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  may  be 
fixed  or  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

SECTION  6.     The  Town  Manager  shall  receive  such  compensation  for 
services  as  the  Selectmen  shall  determine  but  it  shall  not  exceed 
the  amount  of  appropriated  funds. 

SECTION  7.     The  Town  Manager,  subject  to  any  applicable  provisions  of 
the  General  Laws  relating  thereto,  may  assume,   temporarily,  the  duties 
of  any  office  which  the  Manager  is  authorized  to  fill  by  appointment. 

SECTION  8.     The  Town  Manager  may  designate,  by  a  letter  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  a  qualified  officer  of  the  Town  to  perform  the  Manager's 
duties  during  a  temporary  absence  or  disability.     In  the  event  of  a 
failure  of  the  manager  to  make  such  a  designation,   the  Selectmen  may, 
by  resolution,  designate  an  officer  of  the  Town  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  Manager  until  his  return  or  his  disability  shall  cease. 

SECTION  9.     Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Town  Manager  shall  be  filled 
as  soon  as  possible  by  the  Selectmen.     Pending  the  appointment  of  a 
Town  Manager  or  filling  of  any  vacancy,  the  Selectmen  shall  within 
seven  days,  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office . 

SECTION  10.     The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  initiate  the  removal  of  the 
Town  Manager  at  any  time  by  adopting  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 
Adoption  of  the  resolution  shall  serve  to  suspend  the  Manager  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  fourteen  days,  during  which  time  the  Manager 
may  file  a  written  request  for  a  public  hearing.     If  such  request  is 
filed,  the  Board  shall  conduct  an  open  public  meeting  within  fourteen 
days.     Final  removal  of  the  Manager  shall  be  effected  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  full  Board  at  an  open  Board  meeting  held  within  seven 
days  following  such  public  hearing,  if  one  shall  have  been  requested. 
If  no  hearing  has  been  requested,  final  removal  may  be  effected  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  full  Board  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days 
following  the  initial  removal  resolution.     The  salary  of  the  manager 
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shall  continue  to  be  paid  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  following  the 
Board's  vote  on  final  removal. 

SECTION  11.       In  addition  to  specific  powers  and  duties  provided  in  this 
act,  the  Town  Manager  shall  have  the  general  powers  and  duties  enumerated 
in  this  Section: 

(A)  The  Town  Manager  shall  be  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
of  the  Town  and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  the  effective  management  of  all  Town  affairs  placed  in  the 
Manager's  charge  by  and  under  this  act,  By-Law,  or  vote  of  Town 
Meeting. 

(B)  The  Town  Manager  shall  supervise  and  direct  the  administration 
of  all  departments,  commissions,  boards  and  offices  except  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,   the  School  Committee,  Election  Officers  and  the 
Registrars  of  Voters. 

(C)  The  Town  Manager  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint,  on  the  basis 
of  merit  alone,  and  except  as  otherwise  may  be  provided  by  Civil 
Service  regulations,  may  remove  personnel  to  perform  the  functions 
of:       A  Town  Accountant,  a  Town  Collector-Treasurer,  a  Fire  Chief, 

a  Police  Chief,  a  Director  of  Public  Works,  a  Building  Inspector 
Officer,  all  other  inspectors  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
General  Law,  a  Harbormaster/Shellfish  Warden,  a  Recreation  Director, 
a  Director  of  Veterans  Service  and  Agent,  a  Director  of  Civil  Defense, 
a  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer,  a  Town  Counsel,  and  any  other  functions 
as  voted  by  Town  Meeting.     The  Town  Manager  shall  have  the  power  to 
appoint  members  of  such  boards,  commissions,  committees,  and  individual 
town  officers  and  employees  as  are  authorized  by  General  Law,  this  act, 
by-Law,  or  Town  Meeting  vote  and  for  whom  appointment  is  not  otherwise 
provided . 

(D)  The  Town  Manager  shall  be  responsible  for  the  effective 
adminitration  of  the  personnel  system  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury. 

(E)  The  Town  Manager  shall  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  the 
office  and  annually  submit  to  the  Selectmen,  unless  requested  to 
do  so  more  frequently,  a  full  written  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  office  of  Town  Manager. 

(F)  The  Town  Manager  shall  keep  the  Selectmen  fully  advised  as  to 
the  needs  of  the  Town  and  shall  recoimnend  to  the  Selectmen  for 
adoption  such  measures  requiring  action  by  them  or  by  the  Town  as 
the  Manager  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient. 

(G)  The  Town  Manager  shall  attend  all  regular  and  special  meetings 
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of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  except  meetings  at  which  the  Manager's 
removal  is  being  considered. 

(H)  The  Town  Manager  shall  attend  all  Town  Meetings  and  shall  be 
permitted  to  speak  when  recognized  by  the  Moderator. 

(I)  The  Town  Manager  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  and  be 
responsible  for  the  planning,  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  repair,  improvement,  use  and  rental  of  all  Town 
property  and  facilities,  except  as  otherwise  specifically  voted 
by  the  Town. 


(J)     The  Town  Manager  shall  be  responsible  for  the  purchase  of 
all  supplies,  material  and  equipment,  except  book  and  educational 
materials  for  schools  and  books  and  other  media  for  libraries,  and 
shall  award  all  contracts  for  all  department  and  activities  of  the 
Town. 


(K)     The  Town  Manager  shall  administer  either  directly  or  through 
a  person  or  persons  appointed  by  the  Manager  in  accordance  with 
this  act  all  provisions  of  general  and  special  laws  applicable  to 
said  Town,  all  By-Laws  and  all  regulations  established  by  the 
Selectmen . 


(L)     The  Town  Manager,   in  accordance  with  this  act  and  except  as 
otherwise  expressly  prohibited  by  the  general  laws,  may  reorganize, 
consolidate  or  abolish  departments,  commissions,  boards  or  offices 
under  the  Manager's  direction  and  supervision,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
may  establish  such  new  departments,  commissions,  boards  or  offices 
as  the  Manager  deems  necessary,  and  in  so  doing  may  transfer  the 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  one  department,  commission, 
board  or  office  to  another. 


(M)     The  Town  Manager  shall  have  the  authority  to  prosecute, 
defend  and  compromise  all  litigation  to  which  the  Town  is  a 
party,  and  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  Town  as  referred 
to  in  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  the  general  laws 
pertaining  to  the  processing  of  claims  against  the  Town. 

(N)     The  Town  Manager  shall  perform  such  other  duties  consistent 
with  the  office,  as  may  be  required  of  the  manager  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Town  or  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  or  Town  Meeting. 

SECTION  12.  The  Town  Manager  shall  have  access  to  all  municipal  Books, 
papers  and  documents  or  information  necessary  for  the  proper  performance 
of  the  duties  of  Town  Manager.     The  Town  Manager  may  without  notice  cause 
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the  affairs  of  any  division  or  department  under  the  Manager's 
supervision  or  the  job-related  conduct  of  any  officer  or  employee 
threof  to  be  examined. 

SECTION  13.       At  least  ninety  days  prior  to  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
the  Town  Manager  shall  submit  to  the  Selectmen  an  estimate  in 
writing  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Town  government  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year,  including  the  School  Department.     The  proposed  budget 
shall  detail  all  estimated  revenue  and  available  cash  from  all 
sources,  and  all  proposed  expenditures  including  debt  service  for 
the  previous,  current,  and  ensuing  years.     It  shall  indicate  proposed 
expenditures  for  both  current  operations  and  capital  projects  during 
the  year.     The  Town  Manager  shall  report  on  the  probable  amount 
required     to  be  levied  and  raised  by  taxation  to  defray  all  expenses 
and  liabilities  of  the  Town  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  tax 
rate  necessary  to  raise  said  amount.     For  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  Town  Manager  to  make  up  the  annual  estimates  of  revenue  and 
expenditures,  all  boards,  officers,  and  committees  of  the  Town, 
including  the  School  Committee,  shall,  at  least  one  hundred  and 
twenty  days  prior  to.  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,   furnish  all  information 
in  their  possession  and  submit  to  the  Manager  in  writing  a  detailed 
estimate  of  the  appropriations  required  and  available  funds. 

SECTION  14.       The  Selectmen  shall  consider  the  tentative  budget 
submitted  by  the  Town  Manager  and  make  such  recommendations  relative 
thereto  as  they  deem  expedient  and  proper  in  the  interests  of  the 
Town.     On  or  before  the  seventy-fifth  day  prior  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting,   the  Selectmen  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  budget,  together 
with  their  recommendations  relative  threto,   to  each  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

SECTION  15.       The  Town  Manager  shall  be  the  Chief  Fiscal  Officer  of 
the  Town.     Warrants  for  the  payment  of  Town  funds  prpared  by  the 
Town  Accountant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  Fifty- 
Six  of  Chapter  Forty-One  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Town  Manager.     The  approval  of  any  such  warrant  by  the  Town 
Manager  shall  be  sufficient  authority  to  authorize  payment  by  the 
Town  Treasurer,  but  the  Selectmen  shall  approve  all  warrants  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Office  of  Town  Manager. 

SECTION  16.       All  Laws,  By-Laws,  votes,  rules  and  regulations, 
whether  enacted  by  authority  of  the  Town  or  any  other  authority, 
which  are  in  force  in  the  Town  of  Duxbury  on  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  or  any  portion  or  portions  thereof,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  otherwise  provided  by  other  laws,  by-laws,  votes. 
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rules  and  regulations  respectively.     All  other  laws,  by-laws, 
votes,  rules  and  regulations  so  far  as  they  refer  to  the  Town 
of  Duxbury,  are  hereby  suspended  but  such  suspension  shall  not 
revive  any  pre-existing  enactment. 

SECTION  17.       This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage."

QUESTION  2  -  GOVERNMENT  AID  TO  NON- PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  AND  PRIVATE  SCHOOL 
STUDENTS 

SUMMARY  -  The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  allow  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds  for  private  schools  and  private  school 
students . 

It  would  remove  primary  and  secondary  schools  from  the  list  of 
non-public  institutions  barred  from  receiving  public  aid  and  would 
allow  public  money,  property,  or  loans  of  credit  to  be  used  for 
founding,  maintaining,  or  aiding  those  schools.     The  proposed 
amendment  would  also  allow  public  financial  aid,  materials,  or 
services  to  be  provided  to  a  non-public  school  student  requesting 
such  aid,  but  only  if  that  school  does  not  discriminate  in  its 
entrance  requirements  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  national  origin, 
religious  belief,  sex,  or  physical  handicap.     The  state  legislature 
would  have  the  power  to  impose  limits  on  aid,  materials,  or  services 
provided  to  students.

QUESTION  3  -  LIMITING  STATE  TAX  REVENUES  INCREASES 

SUMMARY  -  The  proposed  law  would  reduce  and  then  repeal  the  7^% 
surtax  on  Massachusetts  state  income  taxes  and  would  limit  state 
tax  revenue  growth  to  the  level  of  growth  in  total  wages  and 
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salaries  of  the  citizens  of  the  state. 

It  would  set  the  rate  of  the  surtax  on  Massachusetts  state  income 
taxes  at  3  3/4%  for  tax  years  beginning  during  1986,  and  it  would 
repeal  the  surtax  for  tax  years  beginning  on  or  after  January  1, 
1987. 

The  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  are  limited 
to  the  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  the  prior  fiscal  year  as 
increased  by  the  average  rate  of  growth  of  Massachusetts  wages 
and  salaries  for  the  three  immediately  preceding  calendar  years. 
For  purposes  of  calculating  the  proposed  limit  for  fiscal  year 
1987,  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  fiscal  1986  are  the  net 
tax  revenues  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  excluding  revenues  derived 
from  the  surtax  on  state  personal  income  tax.   Further,  if  in  any 
fiscal  year  the  calculation  of  the  limit  results  in  allowable  state 
tax  revenues  less  than  the  amount  of  allowable  state  tax  revenues 
for  the  prior  year,   then  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  that  fiscal 
year  shall  be  equal  to  the  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  the  prior 
year.     The  revenues  limited  by  this  law  would  not  include  non-tax 
revenues  such  as  federal  reimbursements,   tuitions,   fees  and  earnings 
on  investments. 

The  amount  of  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  would 
have  to  be  reduced  if  a  new  state  law  were  enacted  allowing  local 
governments  to  impose  new  or  increased  taxes  or  excises.  The 
reduction  would  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  the 
new  tax  or  increase.     The  reduction  in  state  tax  revenues  would 
first  take  effect  in  the  fiscal  year  following  the  enactment  of 
the  new  law  authorizing  new  local  taxes  or  increases.     If  state 
tax  revenues  exceed  the  limit  imposed  by  the  proposed  law,  as 
determined  by  the  State  Auditor,  a  tax  credit  would  have  to  be 
granted  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  excess  tax  revenue.  The 
credit  would  be  applied  to  the  then  current  personal  income  tax 
liability  of  all  taxpayers  in  proportion  to  their  personal  income 
tax  liability  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  provisions  of  this  Act  could  be  enforced  in  court  by  a  group 
of  taxpayers.

QUESTION  4  -  CLEANING  UP  OIL  AND  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

SUMMARY  -  The  proposed  law  would  require  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE)   to  search  for  sites  in  the 
Commonwealth  where  oil  or  hazardous  materials  have  been  disposed  of 
and  to  take  all  steps  necessary  to  clean  up  those  sites  within 
specified  time  limits.     Provisions  are  made  for  informing  the  public 
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about  sites  in  their  communities. 

Beginning  on  January  15,   1987,  DEQE  would  be  required  to  publish 
lists  every  three  months  of  all  sites  where  it  has  confirmed  that 
uncontrolled  oil  or  hazardous  materials  have  been  disposed  of  and 
locations  to  be  investigated  as  possible  disposal  sites.  The 
lists  would  describe  what  actions  have  been  taken  at  each  site  or 
location.     DEQE  would  be  required  to  list,   to  the  extent  that  it 
has  identified,  at  least  400  possible  disposal  sites  by  January 
15,   1987,  600  additional  locations  by  January  15,   1988,  and 
1,000  additional  locations  in  each  subsequent  year. 
Whithin  one  year  after  a  location  is  listed  as  a  possible  disposal 
site  DEQE  would  be  required  to  determine  if  further  investigation 
is  warrated.     If  so,  within  two  years  after  the  listing,  DEQE  must 
confirm  whether  the  location  is  a  disposal  site,  and  whether  it 
poses  an  imminent  or  substantial  hazard  to  health,  safety,  public 
welfare  or  the  environment. 

For  sites  found  to  pose  a  substantial  hazard,  DEQE  would  be  required, 
within  the  next  two  years,   to  ensure  that  those  hazards  are  eliminated 
and  to  develop  a  plan  to  eliminate  permanently  future  risks  from  those 
sites.     Imminent  hazards  would  have  to  be  eliminated  immediately.  For 
sites  found  not  to  pose  any  substantial  hazards  DEQE  must,  within  seven 
years  after  the  listing,  ensure  that  the  full  extent  of  contamination 
is  evaluated  and  that  a  plan  to  eliminate  permanently  future  risks  is 
developed . 

The  proposed  law  would  require  DEQE  to  provide  public  notice  and 
encourage  public  participation.     Within  30  days  after  completing  a 
site  investigation,  DEQE  would  have  to  inform  the  public  through 
local  newspapers  of  the  results  of  that  investigation  and  of  the 
rights  of  local  citizens  under  the  state  law.     If  the  citizens  of 
a  town  potentially  affected  by  a  site  submit  a  request,  DEQE  would  be 
required  to  develop  a  plan  for  involving  the  public  in  its  clean-up 
decisions  and  present  that  plan  at  a  public  meeting.     The  chief 
municipal  officer  of  a  city  or  town  in  which  a  disposal  site  is 
located  could  appoint  individual (s)   to  inspect  the  site  on  behalf 
of  the  community. 

Massachusetts  residents  could  bring  lawsuits  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  proposed  law  or  to  lessen  a  hazard  related  to  oil  or  hazardous 
materials.     If  such  a  lawsuit  is  brought,  a  court  could  award  costs, 
including  reasonable  fees  for  attorneys  and  expert  witnesses.

SUMMARY  -  The  law  requires  all  drivers  and  passengers  to  wear  properly

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adjusted  and  fastened  safety  belts  while  traveling  in  motor  vehicles 
on  public  ways.     It  does  not  apply  to:  children  under  five  years  old 
who  are  required  by  another  law  to  wear  safety  belts  or  be  restrained 
in  safety  car  seats;  passengers  in  vehicles  where  all  safety  belts 
are  being  used  by  others;  passengers  in  buses;  persons  riding  in 
vehicles  built  before  July  1,   1966,  or  in  which  safety  belts  were 
not  installed  as  original  equipment;  or  persons  who  are  certified 
by  a  physician  to  be  physically  unable  to  use  safety  belts.  The 
law  also  does  not  apply  to  police  officers,  rural  mail  carriers,  or 
drivers  or  passengers  of  other  vehicles  that  stop  frequently  and 
travel  at  speeds  not  exceeding  15  miles  per  hour  between  stops. 
Drivers  or  passengers  sixteen  years  or  older  who  do  not  wear  safety 
belts  are  subject  to  a  $15.00  fine.     The  driver  of  a  vehicle  is  also 
subject  to  a  $15.00  fine  for  each  passenger  under  sixteen  who  does 
not  wear  a  safety  belt.     This  law,  however,  can  be  enforced  only  if 
the  driver  is  stopped  for  a  violation  of  another  motor  vehicle  law. 
Safety  belt  violations  will  not  result  in  surcharges  on  motor 
vehicle  insurance  premiums.     The  law  also  requires  that  when  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  sets  motor  vehicle  insurance  rates,  the 
rates  must  reflect  any  savings  attributable  to  increased  use  of 
safety  belts.  ' 

The  law  also  requires  that  all  motor  vehicles  manufactured  after 
September  1,   1989,   that  are  sold  or  registered  in  Massachusetts  be 
equipped  with  crash  protection  devices,  as  specified  by  federal 
regulations.     Any  manufacturer  who  sells  or  delivers  motor  vehicles 
that  are  not  equipped  with  such  safety  devices  will  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $100  for  each  sale  or  delivery.     This  law  is 
not  intended  to  eliminate  the  federal  requirements  for  passive  crash 
protection  devices  in  motor  vehicles. 

The  law  also  provides  that  a  non-binding  question,  unlike  this 
binding  referendum,  shall  be  placed  on  the  1986  general  election 
ballot  asking  whether  the  voters  approve  of  the  law.

QUESTION  6  -  VOTER  REGISTRATION  BY  MAIL 

SUMMARY  -  The  proposed  law  would  provide  a  system  of  voter 
registration  by  mail  applicable  to  all  qualified  voters  and  would 
eliminate  statutory  provisions  permitting  certain  persons  to  vote 
only  for  presidential  electors. 

Under  this  proposed  law,  the  State  Secretary  would  be  required  to 
prepare  blank  forms  for  affidavits  of  registration.     The  Secretary 
and  local  boards  of  registrars  would  be  required  to  make  such  forms 
available  to  any  person  eligible  to  vote  in  whatever  quantity  the 
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person  requests  and  to  transmit  such  forms,  upon  written  request, 
to  any  person  claiming  to  be  qualified  to  vote.     Registrars  would 
also  be  required  to  make  these  forms  available  at  all  post  offices 
and  at  other  places  within  their  municipalities.     The  Secretary 
would  be  required  to  establish  a  reasonable  fee  for  providing  more 
than  50  forms  and  to  prepare  instructions  to  accompany  the  forms. 
A  person  seeking  to  register  to  vote  would  be  required  to  complete 
the  affidavit  of  registration  and  sign  it  under  oath  in  the 
presence  of  a  witness  who  is  at  least  eighteen  years  old.  The 
witness  would  be  required  to  certify  that  the  affidavit  was  signed 
in  his  presence  and  to  date  the  affidavit. 

A  completed  affidavit  of  registration  could  be  either  delivered  or 
mailed  to  the  appropriate  registrar's  office.     If,  from  the  facts 
set  forth  in  the  affidavit,   it  appears  that  the  person  is  qualified 
to  vote,  the  registrars  would  be  required  to  add  the  person's  name 
to  the  list  of  registered  voters  and  to  so  notify  the  person  by  first- 
class,  non  forwardable  mail,  unless  the  person's  name  already  appears 
on  the  local  list  of  residents  at  the  same  address.     The  cost  of 
mailing  such  notices  would  be  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth,  subject 
to  appropriation.     If  in  any  year  the  General  Court  fails  to 
appropriate  funds  for  that  purpose,  such  notices  would  not  have  to 
be  sent.     If  such  a  notice  is  returned  undelivered,  the  city  or 
town  clerk  would  be  required  to  instruct  election  officials  to 
challenge  the  person's  right  to  vote  at  the  next  election  in  which 
he  attempts  to  vote. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  impose  criminal  penalties  of  imprisonment 
for  up  to  two  years  or  a  fine  up  to  $2,000  for  knowingly  or  willfully 
making  a  false  affidavit,  taking  a  false  oath,  or  signing  a  false 
certificate  relative  to  the  qualifications  or  registration  of  any 
person  to  vote.

Shall  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  urge  the  United  States 
Congress  to  enact  a  national  health  program  which: 
provides  high  quality  comprehensive  personal  health  care 
including  preventive,  curative  and  occupational  health  services; 
is  universal  in  coverage,  community  controlled,  rationally 
organized,  equitably  financed,  with  no  out-of-pocket  charges, 
is  sensitive  to  the  particular  health  needs  of  all,  and  is 
efficient  in  containing  its  cost;  and  whose  yearly  expenditure 
does  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  the  Gross  National  Product 
spent  on  health  care  in  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year?

To   the  Honorable  Board   of  Selectmen: 


This   past   year  has   been  a  year   of   changes   for   the  Department 
of  Animal   Control.      In  November   1985   I  made   a  proposal   to   the  Board 
of   Selectmen   to   reopen   the   Town   Shelter,   which  has   been  unoperable 
for   approximately   10   to    15   years.      It   cost   the   Town   $1,570.00   to  put 
it    in  working   condition,    with   new   plumbing   and    the    installation  of 
a  septic   system.      Other   repairs   and   painting   to   the  building  were 
done  by  myself   in  whatever   time   I   had.      Also,    a  new  van  was  purchased 
through   fleet   purchasing  with   other   towns,    for   a   cost   of  $12,500.00. 


Since  the  official  opening  of  the  Town  Shelter  in  April,  I  have 
had  116  dogs  impounded  in  it,  while  75  dogs  were  boarded  at  Beresford 
Kennel  during  a  4-month  period  prior  to  the  opening.  The  total  monies 
received  from  boarding  and  adoption  fees  has  been  $785.00.  The  total 
number  of  adoptions  of  cats  and  dogs  was  75  (45  of  which  were  adopted 
since  the  opening  of  the  shelter);  72  animals  were  claimed  and  9  dogs 
and   one   cat  had   to   be  euthanized. 


A   total   of    7,000    calls   have   been   received   and    returned  since 
January   1,    1986.      Many   of    these   calls  were   in   regards    to  adoptions 
and   to   owners   of   impounded   dogs.      There  were   fewer   complaints  this 
year  as  opposed   to   last   year.      The   opening   of   the   shelter  created 
more  work  hours,   making  my   total  work  week   an   average   of   55    to  60 
hours  weekly,    on   a   7-day  basis.      The   shelter   requires  many   of  those 
hours   for   cleaning,    obtaining   supplies   and   adoption  appointments. 
Personally,    with   the   added  workload,    being    tired   and   not  having 
much   of   a   social    life,    I    still    find  much   gratification   of  this 
position. 


This   year   a   lot   of    construction  having    taken   place   is  creating 
more  wildlife  problems    than   in   the   past   year.      Many   foxes   have  been 
observed   in  many   areas,    alarming  numerous   residents.      A   lot   of  public 
awareness   was   done   on  my   part,    trying   to  m.ake   people  understand  that 
they   really   aren't   posing   any  health  problems.      From   the  many  sightings 
only   2   foxes   that   appeared  unhealthy  were   euthanized   and   tested  for 
rabies,    both  with   negative  results. 


A   campaign   to   update   our   license   list   was   done   with   much  assistance 
from  our  Town   Clerk's   office.      It   brought   an   increase   of  approximately 
200   licenses   of   dogs   never   licensed   and   another   400   of  which  had  been 
previously   licensed  but   not   relicensed.      A  total   of   approximately  1,600 
dogs   have  been   licensed   so   far   this   year.      I   feel   that   there  are 
approximately   300  more  unlicensed   dogs   still   in   the  town.

As   Inspector   of  Animals,    35   barn   inspections  were   done  consist- 
ing  of    187   hooved  animals.      It  was   the   first    inspection   I've   done  in 
this   town  and   I  was   unaware   of   the  whereabouts   of  many  horse  owners. 
I   expect  more   inspections   in   future   years   due   to   finding   out  where 
there   are  more   farms   and   due   to   the   growth   of   the   town  population. 
There  were   23   dog  bites   for   the   year  1986. 

At    this    time   I'd   like    to    thank   all   of    the   Town's  Departments, 
Boards   and   commissions   for   their   cooperation   and   assistance  over 
this   past  year.      And   a   special   thanks   to   the  Duxbury  Police  Depart- 
ment   for  helping   to   protect  what   little   time   I  have   to   spend  with 
my   f  ami ly .

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Duxbury  Board  of  Assessors  as  of  the  date  of  this  report 
are  still  undergoing  the  triennial  recertification  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  for  fiscal  year  1987. 

Estimated  bills  vere  sent  to  all  Real  Estate  taxpayers  on 
November  13.  1986.  These  bills  vere  due  and  payable  by 
December  13.  1986.  These  estimated  bills  vere  sent  out  to 
alleviate  or  minimize  the  need  for  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  money 
to  meet  the  bills  of  the  town. 

Fiscal  1987  values  will  increase  dramatically  over  the  fiscal 
1986  values,  based  on  the  1983  sales  for  full  value  as  of  January  1. 
1986.  The  full  value  of  the  town  will  exceed  $900,000,000  for 
fiscal  1987.  compared  to  just  under  $630,000,000  for  fiscal  1986. 

Fiscal  year  1986  saw  several  large  parcels,  some  of  which 
were  under  either  Chapter  61  (Forest  Land)  or  61 A 
(Agricultural/Horticulatural)  either  sold  for  development  or  to  the 
town. 

The  Town  of  Duxbury  was  allowed  an  additional  $402,000  to 
be  spent  for  fiscal  1987  over  and  above  the  levy  limit,  based  on 
the  Assessors  request  to  the  Department  of  Revenue,  to  recover 
allowable  growth  figures  from  1983.  which  we  had  never  received 
credit  for. 

Our  year  end  report  for  1987  will  be  much  more 
comprehensive.  Chairman  Robert  F.  Ryan  achieved  the  MA  AO 
professional  designation  of  Massachusetts  Accredited  Assessor 
during  1986.  Betty  L.  DeLorenzo,  MAA  resigned  from  the  Board  of 
Assessors  after  more  than  eight  years  and  moved  back  to  Corpus 
Christi.  Texas.  June  E.  Albritton  was  appointed  by  the  joint  Boards 
of  Selectmen  and  Assessors  to  fill  the  position  until  the  annual 
election  in  March  1987. 
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We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  continued  cooperation  and  efforts  of  our 
Deputy  Assessor  Alfreida  Cardoza  and  our  office  staff,  Yvonne  Rathburn, 
Mary  Marconi  and  Barbara  Gibbings.  The  continued  cooperation  of  the 
Building  Inspectors  office  is  greatly  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Appeals  held  36  public  hearings  during  the  year  ending 
December  31, 1986.  During  the  year,  the  Board  approved  26  applications  and 
denied  one.  In  addition,  as  a  result  of  extensive  reviews  of  planned 
developments  already  underway,  five  permits  were  modified  and  one 
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suspended.  Tow  applications  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice  by  the 
applicants  and  one  case  was  continued  indefinitely.  Two  cases  pending  from 
1985  were  approved. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury,  acting  under  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Town  Rules  and  Regulations,  is  empowered  to 
preserve  and  protect  the  public  health.  In  accomplishing  this  task  the  Board 
oversees  clinics,  employs  a  Registered  Sanitarian,  oversees  mosquito  control 
and  funds  contract  services  such  as  visiting  nurses  and  school  dental  health. 

The  Board  s  Sanitarian  Anthony  V.  Caramello,  R.S.  witnesses 
percolation  tests,  reviews  all  sewage  disposal  plans,  inspects  system 
installations,  reviews  plans  for  major  developments,  inspects  recreational 
camps,  restaurants  and  other  food  services  and  responds  to  citizen 
complaints. 

The  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Commission  continues  to 
supply  services  to  the  Town.  The  Board  of  Health,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Department  of  Lands  and  Natural  Resources,  has  installed  greenhead  fly 
traps  in  the  marsh  area  and  the  beach.  This  is  an  ongoing  program  with 
more  traps  being  added  each  year. 

Contract  services  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  Plymouth  Community 
Nurses  Association.  These  include  health  counseling  for  all  ages,  a 
communicable  disease  program  which  includes  a  TB  skin  testing  program 
and  immunizaitons  consistent  with  the  recommended  practices  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  Board  also  continuously  monitors  infectious  disease  reports,  lead 
testing,  premature  births  and  certain  monies  available  for  needy  with  health 
problems. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  been  informed  that  monies  have  been 
allocated  to  allow  bids  to  be  obtained  for  floridation  of  the  Duxbury  wells.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Finance  Committee  will  have  met  as  a  Committee  a  total  of  thirty 
five  times  between  July  1,  1986  and  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  be  held  on 
March  14,  1987.    In  addition  to  attending  regularly  scheduled  Finance 
Committee  Meetings,  members  of  the  Committee  have  attended  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Water  Advisory  Board  and  various  other 
Boards  and  Committees.    In  addition,  many  hours  have  been  spent  meeting  with 
various  department  heads  concerning  their  respective  budgets  and  other  areas 
of  concern. 

The  Committee  has  a  responsibility  to  the  Voters  of  Duxbury  to  gather 
information  and  obtain  an  understanding  necessary  to  intelligently  inform 
and  advise  the  Town  on  any  matters  of  substance  which  may  be  presented  before 
the  Committee.    The  9  members  of  the  Committee  cannot  serve  on  any  other 
Board  or  Committee  during  their  tenure  as  a  Finance  Committee  member.  This 
allows  each  member  to  be  independent,  objective,  unbiased  and  fair  in  their 
observation  and  ultimate  recommendations. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  most  difficult  one  in  the  sense  that  the  Town 
has  had  5  special  Town  Meetings  in  addition  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  These 
meetings  were  required  to  deal  with  the  many  difficult  issues,  the  least  of 
which  were  Police  contracts.  Fire  contracts,  additional  borrowing,  free  cash 
transfers,  and  various  equipment  and  repair  requests. 

The  Committee  has  been  forced  to  level  fund  most  budget  requests  and  has 
approved  additional  funding  only  where  the  request  could  be  justified  as  being 
essential,  improving  the  operational  efficiency  of  a  department,  determined 
to  be  cost  justified  or  shown  to  provide  a  substantial  reduction  in  operating 
expenses . 

This  year  the  financial  picture  of  the  Town  is  somewhat  concerning  to 
members  of  the  Committee  since  this  year  the  Towns  debt  has  increased  by 
$1,100,000  million  from  1985  due  mainly  to  borrowing  as  a  result  of  last 
years  Town  Meeting.    In  addition,  the  84  Article  Warrant  has  many  financial 
requests  ranging  from  funding  retirement,  State  Aid  for  construction, 
septage  waste  treatment  studies,  groundwater  studies,  road  resurfacing,  pool 
maintenance,  just  to  name  a  few.    The  Committee  has  had  to  weigh  these 
requests  and  be  very  frugal  in  its  recomendation . 

The  Committee  has  recommended  an  analysis  of  all  the  Town  owned  vehicles 
and  equipment  prior  to  recommending  any  substantial  purchases.    This  survey 
will  be  performed  by  the  Fiscal  Advisory  committee  with  input  from  the  Finance 
Committee  where  necessary.    This  analysis  will  not  only  provide  a  much  needed 
inventory,  but  also  highlights  methods  of  financing  purchases.    We  feel  that 
planned  replacement  certainly  is  a  better  alternative  than  reactionary  pur- 
chases . 

The  Town,  this  year,  will  also  hear  the  Town  Manager  Study  Committee 
report  which  deals  with  changes  in  the  form  of  management  within  the  Town. 
This  organizational  change  will  certainly  be  discussed  at  length  on  the  Town 
Meeting  floor. 
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Your  Finance  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  we  are  now  spending  what 
the  Town  can  afford  and  that  all  departments  including  the  School  department 
have  worked  well  within  the  constraint  of  Z^.    With  sound  fiscal  management, 
proper  spending  controls,  prudent  management  and  administration,  the  Town 
will,  hopefully,  withstand  the  pressures  of  21.    We  must  consider  however, 
those  departments  and  areas  where  spending  constraints  have  forced  a  re- 
allocation of  spending  thereby  hindering  departmental  growth. 

In  the  final  analysis,  it  is  the  Voter  who  will  carefully  consider  the 
recommendations  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  hear  other  arguments,  pro  and 
con,  prior  to  formulating  his  or  her  decision  on  matters  before  the  Town 
Meeting.    This  form  of  government  gives  us  all  an  open  forum  and  allows 
us  to  have  input  and  decision  making  power  on  any  issue  presented  on  the 
floor  of  the  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FISCAL  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee,  which  was  created  at  last  year  s 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  has  new  and  expanded  responsibilities  over  the  old 
Capital  Budget  Committee  which  it  replaced.  Our  new  duties  require 
recommendations  by  the  committee  on  the  broad  list  of  new  capital  and 
personal  proposals.  The  new  Fiscal  Advisory  Committee  must  annually 
review  and  make  projections  on  our  town's  free  cash,  retirement  fund, 
interest  and  maturing  debt,  and  the  status  of  our  water  enterprise  account. 
Other  responsibilities  also  include  an  annual  review  of  Duxbury's  revenue 
base  and  the  establishment  of  a  schedule  of  vehicles  and  equipment 
replacement. 

Our  first  report  to  the  citizens  of  Duxbury  will  be  available  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting.  We  hope  this  report  will  give  a  wide  overview  of  our 
town's  long  range  capital  expenditures  and  the  revenue  foundation  to  fund 
them.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDANT  OF  CEMETERIES 

The  normal  maintenance  work  has  been  performed  at  the  four  (4) 
Town  Cemeteries:  Ashdod,  Dingley.  Mayflower  and  Standish,  including  all 
veterans  graves  receiving  their  proper  care  and  attention.  We  are  still 
continuing  the  work  of  clean-up  from  the  hurricane,  remembering  that  we 
lost  105  trees  in  the  Mayflower  Cemetery  alone.  At  the  present  time  we  still 
have  approximately  fifty  (50)  more  trees  to  come  down. 
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with  the  cutting  of  funds  from  the  Cemetery  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$1 1.400  for  summer  heiap,  it  is  making  it  harder  on  the  Cemetery  work 
force  of  four  (4)  to  accomplish  all  the  tasks  that  are  required  to  keep  the 
cemeteries  the  way  they  should  look.  It  is  taking  us  longer  to  mow  and  trim 
all  four  cemeteries,  and  it  is  taking  us  longer  to  clean  up  all  the  leaves  in  the 
fall.  Formerly,  we  have  had  two  (2)  long  term  seasonal  workers  that  work 
from  April  1  to  November  1  and  two  or  three  summer  help  to  keep  up  with 
the  mowing  and  trimming  of  the  Cemeteries  plus  any  maintenance  at  each  of 
the  Cemeteries,  such  as  fences,  painting,  cementing  bases  of  the  old  and  new 
headstones  that  are  hit  by  person  or  persons  driving  through  our  cemeteries. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  seen  the  income  of  the  Cemetery 
increase  fifteen  percent  (15%)  over  last  year  from  $67,562  to  $79,612  this 
year.  The  interment  over  the  past  three  years  have  increased  ten  percent 
(10%).  The  sale  of  lots  is  essentially  level,  there  being  no  increase  over  last 
year. 

The  crematory  is  paying  for  itself  with  a  total  of  435  cremations  for 
the  year  which  is  a  twenty  percent  (20%)  increase  over  last  year.  We  now 
have  twenty-eight  funeral  directors  using  our  facility  at  Mayflower 
Cemetery,  that  is  an  increase  of  five  over  last  year  or  eighteen  percent  (18%) 
above  last  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  and  the  Lands  and  Natural 
Resources  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  We  of  the 
Cemetery  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  fine  people  of  Duxbury  for 
their  assistance  and  support  they  have  given  us.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Civil  defense  meeting  seminars,  and  training  sessions  have  been 
attended  throughout  the  year.  Duxbury  Civil  Defense  has  participated  in  the 
"Checkerboard  Alerts"  and  the  weekly  RACES  Communications  network. 
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The  emergency  evacuation  committee,  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  has  been  meeting  with  me  on  a  regular  basis  since  August.  This 
committee  has  been  a  great  help  reviewing  Duxbury's  Radiological  Response 
Plan  for  Pilgrim  I.  Numerous  weaknesses  in  the  plan  have  been  identified 
and  reported  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Duxbury  Civil  Defense  and  other  departments  have  requested  more 
assistance  from  Boston  Edison  to  purchase  communications  equipment.  This 
equipment  will  be  used  to  improve  communications  in  the  event  of  a  natural 
or  man  made  disaster.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Council  on  Aging  is  in  its  third  year  of  bringing  information  and 
referrals  to  the  "over  60"  residents  of  Duxbury. 

We  offer  classes  in  line  dancing,  painting  instruction,  and  for  exercise 
we  have  a  walking  group,  called  the  "Senior  Dux"  that  walks  around  town 
every  Monday  and  Thursday  morning.  Over  35  people  have  joined  us  in  this 
healthy  form  of  exercise.  Card  parties  are  held  each  week,  and  are  growing 
in  attendance.  Surplus  food  distribution  has  reached  over  237  families 
through  June  of  1986. 

Continuing  are  our  free  hearing  tests  once  a  month  and  the  Fuel 
Assistance  Program  plus  assistance  to  citizens  with  problems  with  their 
Health  Insurance.  We  also  assisted  33  individuals  with  their  income  tax 
forms. 

The  Council  has  applied  for  one  grant  at  this  time.  It  has  been 
approved.  It  enables  us  to  obtain  more  office  supplies,  add  to  our  very 
meager  supply  of  furniture,  etc.  and  most  important  of  all-to  mail  our 
monthly  Newsletter  to  all  our  "friends"  over  60  years  of  age. 
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The  Senior  Van  is  continuing  to  iranspol  our  citizens  over  60  years  of 
age  in  safety  and  comfort,  although  it  is  almost  4  years  old.  It  transports 
passengers  to  medical  appointments,  shopping,  other  appointments,  such  as 
the  library,  hair  dressing,  etc.  It  is  very  busy  5  days  a  week,  and  on  two  of 
those  days  the  driver  also  delivers  hot  meals,  assisting  the  Council  of 
Churches  with  this  service.  We  delivered  241  hot  meals. 

Now  that  our  newsletter  is  being  received  by  Duxbury  residents  over 
60  years  of  age,  our  office  is  busier  than  ever.  We  are  very  happy  to  be  of 
assistance  to  anyone  who  needs  help  in  trying  to  cope  with  todays  problems 
If  we  do  not  have  the  answer  you  are  looking  for.  we  know  where  to  get  it.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENERGY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Energy  Monitoring  Committee  goals  for  1986  included  replacement 
of  electric  heat  with  natural  gas  heat  at  both  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Town 
Hall  Annex.  Installation  of  the  new  heating  system  in  the  Town  Hall  Annex 
reflects  a  marked  improvement  over  the  six  j(6)  electric  wall  heaters 
presently  in  operation.  Current  problems  with  the  newly-installed  gas  duct 
heater  at  the  Town  Hall  has  necessitated  a  return  to  electric  heat  until  a 
solution  can  be  ascertained. 

Lighting  changes  have  been  made  around  the  Town  Hall  facilities  and 
inquiries  have  been  made  regarding  othe  possibility  of  the  D.P.U.  offering 
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cost-effective  measures  to  groups  with  respect  to  the  consumption  of 
electricity. 

An  annual  and  seasonal  maintenance  schedule  for  routing  tasks  for  six 
(6)  town  buildings  has  been  completed  by  Committee  Member  James 
Bicknell., 

In  process  is  a  maintenance  analysis  for  both  the  Central  Fire  Station 
and  Ashdod  Station  regarding  ceiling  construction,  wall  construction, 
windows,  heating  systems,  and  insulation.  Additionally,  an  energy  audit  of 
the  Police  Station  will  be  completed  shortly. 

Our  Committee  will  continue  to  assist  the  Recreation  Activities 
Committee  regarding  consideration  of  a  new  and  more  efficient  heating 
system  for  the  Percy  Walker  Pool. 

All  members  wish  to  extend  their  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  Gary 
Robinson  who  so  capably  served  as  Chairman  of  the  E.M.C.  for  many  years. 
His  expertise,  dedication  and  devotion  to  the  Town  of  Duxbury  is  most 
appreciated.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1986  has  been  another  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department.  The  total 
emergency  responses,  1370,  was  just  under  the  1985  total  of  1384. 

Medical  emergencies  increased  again  this  year.  The  need  for  Duxbury 
to  have  a  second  ambulance  has  arrived  in  order  to  provide  adequate 
emergency  medical  services.  The  Town  has  voted  to  charge  users  of  the 
Town  ambulance,  so  this  will  develop  revenue  for  the  Town. 

Engine  2  will  soon  be  refurbished  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
department  nad  help  to  reduce  the  ever  increasing  repair  costs  due  to  the 
age  of  some  of  the  apparatus. 
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A  total  or  677  various  fire  safety  inspections  were  performed  during 
this  past  year.  Numerous  CPR  and  First  Responder  classes  have  been 
conducted  by  members  of  the  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  HARBORMASTER 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

1986  proved  to  be  very  busy  for  the  Harbormaster  Department.  The 
Department  responed  to  56  emergencies  and  rescue  calls  for  sinkings  and 
capsized  vessels,  medical  emergencies,  posible  drownings  and  fires.  The 
Department  assisted  307  vessels  and  towed  279  and  assisted  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard  with  the  search  for  approximately  23  overdue  vessels. 

Approximately  16  vessels  broke  their  moorings  or  anchors.  6  sank,  40 
nearly  sank  at  moorings  requiring  Harbormaster  assistance  and  pumping.

The  Department  assisted  the  local  boat  yards  with  the  placing  and  shifting 
into  correct  position  326  moorings.  Again,  and  fortunately  with  new  yard 
policy  and  winter  stick  applications,  winter  icing  created  little  problems  this 
year. 

Stepped  up  patrols  at  night  proved  effective  against  vandilism,  theft 
and  boat  incidents  at  night.  The  Department  with  the  assistance  of  the  Police 
Department  apprehended  13  and  arrested  2  for  incidences  along  Duxburys 
shoreline.  There  was  reported  and  logged  12  illegal  boardings  and  stolen 
gear. 

There  were  48  warning  and  citations  issued  along  with  55  complaints 
logged  for  motorboat  violations,  statute  violations  and  infractions  of  the 
Duxbury  Bay  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Department  responded  to  151  non 
emergency  calls  from  investigations,  gear  conflicts,  channal  surveys  etc. 
There  was  also  5  boating  accidents  along  with  64  groundings  reported  and 
logged. 

The  Harbormaster  Boat  (Unit  1 )  had  moderate  general  winter 
maintenance  and  repair  completed  before  her  launching  the  first  of  April. 
She  was  hauled  in  the  middle  of  December,  speed  limit  and  warning  signs 
(day  markers)  were  repaired,  rebuilt,  painted  and  several  throughout 
Duxbury  Bay  in  April  and  May  and  removed  in  December.  Beach  channal 
markers  were  rebuilt  and  secured  on  station  in  May.  They  were  not  hauled 
as  was  usually  the  case  so  to  be  utilized  by  the  Harbor  Marine  Corp.  who's 
expecting  barges  this  winter  transporting  materials  and  equipment 
necessary  for  the  Powder  Point  Bridge  construction.  They  have  assumed  all 
liability  and  responsibility  for  these  aids  to  navigation  this  winter.  The  mid 
channal  bouy's  were  hauled  in  mid  December. 

Because  of  the  tremendous  demands  made  upon  our  waterfront 
resources  and  facilities  all  the  160  deep  water  moorings  spaces  at  Snug 
Harbor  were  allocated,  with  70  issued  at  Howlands  Landing.  137  tie  up  and 
fender  spaces  were  assigned.  197  Snug  Harbor  flats  mooring  permits  were 
sold.  The  estimated  revenue  collected  as  of  January  1. 1987  totalled 
$18,436.50. 

This  Spring  for  the  second  year  in  a  row,  Bayside  Marine  Corporation 
donated  the  use  of  a  second  patrol  boat-free  to  the  Town.  The  only  expenses 
incurred  was  for  personnel,  insurance,  equipment  and  maintenance.  The  in 
service  function  behind  this  vessel  (Unit  2)  was  to  initiate  random  parols 
along  the  outside  Duxbury  Beach,  and  in  the  back  river,  during  peak  hours. 
The  necessity  that  prompted  the  decision  to  run  these  parols  was  the  large 
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percentage  of  increased  activity  along  our  waterfront,  coupled  with  the 
geography  of  Duxburys  Shoreline.  This  years  generous  offer  however  was  to 
be  the  last  that  Bayside  could  offer. 

Fortunately  for  this  Department,  with  the  budget  restraints  as  they 
are,  a  Duxbury  resident  found  out  about  the  possible  elimination  of  this  very 
vital  patrol  boat  and  purchased  the  vessel  and  donated  it  to  this  Department 
anonymously.  The  cost  of  owning  the  vessel  will  remain  as  already 
budgeted  for  the  year. 

Even  with  the  increased  demands  made  upon  our  waterfront  and 
facilities  it  appeared  to  have  been  a  very  good  and  safe  year  for  those 
encountered  on  Duxbury  Bay  and  adjacent  Duxbury  waters.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Highway  Division  continued  to  serve  the  Town  in  a  variety  of 
roles  during  a  period  of  transitions. 

The  principal  projects  accomplished  during  the  year  were;  The 
completion  of  the  Myles  View  Drive  -  Standish  Street  drainage  project  by 
resurfacing  both  streets.  Repointing  of  the  abutments  and  causeway  at  the 
Marshall  Street  bridge.  Force  account  work  associated  with  the  extension  of 
the  Bikeway  to  the  vicinity  of  Merry  Avenue.  The  rehabilition  of  the  roads 
in  the  Alden  Heights  section  and  the  related  installation  of  storm  drainage  on 
Bryant  Avenue. 

In  addition,  the  Highway  Division  provided  services  which  were 
continuing  annual  tasks  including  repair  of  the  floats  at  the  Town  pier  and 
landings,  pothole  repairs,  street  sweeping,  snow  and  ice  control,  catch  basin 
cleaning,  traffic  and  street  sign  installation  and  replacement,  and  the  support 
of  other  divisions  and  departments  including  the  Cemetary,  Land  and 
Natural  Resources  and  Water  Divisions,  the  Town  Clerk  s  Office  for  elections. 
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the  Selectmen's  orrice  for  Town  meetings,  the  School  Department  and 
Recreation  Department. 

The  personnel  in  the  Highway  Division  are  a  motivated  group  of  men 
who  meet  the  needs  of  the  Town  in  both  fair  weather  and  the  arduous 
conditions  and  long  hours  in  foul  weather.  Among  the  changes  during  the 
year,  was  the  loss  of  two  employees  who  had  served  the  Town  and  took  jobs 
in  the  private  section:  William  Napier  who  served  the  Town  for  fifteen  years 
and  Christopher  Griffin  who  had  served  for  five  years. 

Report  of  Transfer  Station  Operations- 1986 

The  Transfer  Station  continued  to  meet  one  of  the  basic  needs  of  the 
Town.  The  emphasis  on  recycling  of  materials  has  provided  a  control  on  the 
rate  of  growth  of  soUd  waste  disposed  through  the  Transfer  Station  pit.  The 
continued  cooperation  of  residents  is  essential  to  the  continuing  avoidance  of 
disposal  costs.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Thanks  to  Town  Meeting  vote,  cooperation  of  Town  Boards,  and  State 
funding,  the  Housing  Authority  held  ground-breaking  ceremonies  at  the 
North  Hill  site  for  a  Chapter  689  project  for  8  mentally  retarded  adults,  on 
December  3. 1986.  The  project  is  now  under  way  and,  depending  on  weather 
and  freezing  conditions,  will  either  be  completed  about  April  1st  or  June  1st. 

Under  a  Modernization  project  at  Duxburrough  Village,  limiting 
thermostats  were  installed  in  all  apartments  which  allow  the  heat  to  be 
turned  to  a  maximum  of  75  degrees..  We  hope  that  this  will  allow  some 
savings  without  sacrificing  heat  for  the  occupants.  We  have  received  State 
funding  also  for  further  Modernization  in  the  amount  of  $5 1 .000,  which  will 
allow  sliding  glas  doors  to  be  installed  on  the  poch  of  the  community 
building,  storm  doors  on  the  handicap  apartments,  repairs  to  sidewalks  and 
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roadway,  and  much-needed  addition  to  tlie  storage  and  worlcshop  area  of 
our  maintenance  person. 

The  Authority  submitted  a  grant  for  a  congregate  house  to  be  built  as 
an  addition  onto  our  current  community  building.  We  were  awarded  a 
$5,000  grant  to  hire  a  site  consultant  to  work  with  us  on  this  and  the  twelve 
units  of  family  housing  which  the  State  required  with  this  grant.  Currently 
we  are  in  the  process  of  working  out  possible  sites  for  such  units,  which  we 
hope  to  have  ready  for  Town  Meeting  vote  this  March. 

In  addition  to  the  52  units  at  Duxburrough  Village,  the  Authority  has 
28  families  under  the  State  707  Rental  Assistance  Program;  13  families  under 
Section  8  (HUD)  and  6  families  under  the  705  housing  owned  by  the 
Authority.  As  mentioned  above,  we  will  have  8  occupants  in  the  689  project 
in  1987. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  voters,  the  Boards  and  Committees  of  Duxbury 
for  their  continued  support  ofourefforts  to  meet  housing  needs  in  Duxbury  in 
a  suitable  manner.  We  are  particularly  grateful  to  the  Police  and  Fire  and 
Highway  Depatments  for  their  quick  response  in  time  of  emergencies. 

Two  members  have  resigned  from  our  Board  this  year  and  we  wish  to 
thank  John  McCaig  for  his  more  than  four  years  of  service  to  the  Authority. 
We  give  special  thanks  to  Wilfred  E.  Rawson  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Authority  for  eleven  years,  the  last  seven  as  Chairman.  His  dedication  to  the 
Board  and  the  Town  will  be  very  much  missed.

REPORT  OF  THE  LANDS  AND  NATURAL  RESOURCES  DIVISION 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  WARDEN 
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A  lot  of  time  was  spent  this  year  cleaning  up  trees  damaged  by 
Hurricane  Gloria  in  September,  1985.  Two  more  windstorms— at  the  end  of 
1986  knocked  down  a  lot  of  trees  and  branches  which  in  tu:rn  knocked  down 
wires. 

In  addition  to  cleaning  up  storm  damage,  there  has  also  been  a  lot  of 
roadside  cutting,  particularly  on  corners,  to  provide  better  visibility  for 
vehicles.  We  hope  to  plant  some  new  trees  in  the  Spring  to  replace  the  ones 
that  have  been  removed. 

The  Tree  Department  has  also  been  cleaning  up  the  trees  in  the 
Duxbury  cemeteries,  the  Duxbury  Library,  and  at  the  Schools. 

CONTROL  OF  DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Dutch  Elm  disease  is  still  infecting  some  of  our  elm  trees.  Spraying, 
pruning,  and  removal  is  being  continued  in  order  to  help  control  the  spread 
of  this  disease. 

INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 

No  serious  outbreaks  of  insects  have  occured  in  1986.  Gypsy  Moths 
have  been  kept  under  control.  Spraying  was  done  mostly  to  control  Tent 
Caterpillar  and  Fall  Web  Worm. 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS 

The  Chandler  Street  baseball  infield  was  completely  rebuilt  this  year 
by  our  own  personnel  (within  the  Department),  and  several  of  the  other  ball 
fields  have  been  upgraded.  Soccer  fields  are  starting  to  look  a  litle  better. 

The  Bikeway  work  has  been  completed  this  year.  The  division  has 
done  the  clearing,  planting,  and  landscaping  for  the  bikeway.  We  have  also 
started  some  landscape  work  at  the  library  which  we  hope  to  have 
completed  in  1987. 

BEACH  CONSERVATION 

In  April  1986,  several  groups  of  volunteers  planted  beach  grass  again. 
The  dunes  have  been  building  up  very  nicely,  and  the  grass  is  very  healthy 
due  to  good  weather  conditions  and  fertilizer  applied  by  helicopter  right 
after  planting. 
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a  new  road  was  put  in  around  High  Pines  by  the  Duxbury  Beach 
Reservation  which  will  help  keep  heavy  traffic  off  the  beach. 

This  year  there  was  a  decrease  in  resident  beach  stickers  due  to  the 
Powder  Point  Bridge  being  closed.  There  was  an  increase,  however,  in  4- 
wheel  drive  stickers.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  non— resident  beach 
stickers  becai/se  of  the  new  fee  jumping  from  $60  to  $100.  The  yearly 
sticker  revenue  for  1986  was  $174,550.00

REPORT  OF  THE  OCEAN  SANCTUARIES  ACT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

There  was  no  definitive  change  in  the  status  of  the  proposed  Plymouth 
sewage  treatment  plant  expansion  during  1986.  Additional  land  application 
sites  are  being  studied  by  Plymouth  and  state  agencies.  The  state  Task  Force 
on  possible  changes  to  the  Massachusetts  Ocean  Sanctuaries  Act  met  eleven 
times  during  1986  but  has  not  yet  issued  a  report.  No  action  was  taken  by 
the  legislature  on  1986  House  Bill  1900  (purporting  to  grant  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  an  exemption  under  the  Ocean  Sanctuaries  Act  for  increased 
harbor  discharge  of  sewage  treatment  plant  effluent)  and  no  similar 
legislation  has  been  filed  for  1987.  The  Town  of  Duxbury  share  of  the  legal 
and  engineering  expenses  incurred  by  the  OSA  Study  Committee  for  1986. 
was  $2,237.

The  year  1986  followed  previous  declines  in  the  approval  of  new 
building  lots.  New  lot  approvals  totalled  a  mere  48.  and  as  compared  to  1985 
represents  nearly  a  50%  decline  in  lot  and  unit  approvals.

REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Shellfish  Advisory  Committee  had  a  relatively  busy  program  for 

1986. 

First  on  the  agenda  was  the  approval  of  Duxbury's  first  Shellfish 
Management  Plan,  mandated  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for 
communities  that  participate  in  the  marine  fisheries  local  reimbursement 
grant  program  which  Duxbury  does.  This  document  includes  as  an  example: 
the  amended  Shellfish  Rules  and  Regulations,  our  Shellfishing  History,  our 
purpose,  future  planning,  shellfish  resources,  the  residential/commercial 
fishory,  accessability,  law  enforcement,  budgets,  permit  and  fee  structure, 
etc.  This  document  should  be  a  very  productive  instrument  or  tool  in  the 
management  of  this  resource. 

The  shellfish  rules  and  regulations  were  revised  and  amended.  These 
revision  include  definitions  on  shellfish  harvesting,  landing,  moritoriums. 
and  the  restructuring  the  commercial  provision  to  include  a  combination 
commercial  shellfish  license,  oysters  were  included  within  the  regulations 
with  bag  hmits  and  seasons,  instituted. 

The  committee  met  several  times  to  discuss  and  approve  the  relay  and 
transplant  of  contaminated  oyster  and  quahog  stock.  The  relays  will  be  used 
to  attain  brood  stock,  enabling  reseeding  of  expansive  areas  either  fished  out 
or  not  conductive  to  natural  sets  of  shellfish  spat  (seed).

from  the  Cape  and  was  broadcasted  within  closed  strategic  areas  in  Town. 
These  relays  were  supposed  to  begin  last  Spring,  but  had  to  be  delayed  while 
a  legal  battle  between  the  Commonwealth  and  Grant  Holder  was  solved.  The 
intention  of  the  Spring  relay  was  to  allow  the  oysters  stock  to  summer  over 
unmolested,  taking  full  advantage  of  any  seed  propergation  before  opening  a 
September  season.  However.  200  Bushels  of  adult  oysters  were  transplanted 
this  Fall,  allowed  to  cleanse  themselves,  and  reopened  30  day  later  to 
recreational  put  and  take  program,  in  the  month  of  November.  The 
remaining  oyster  stock  will  be  surveyed  and  monitored  for  winter  survival 
and  utilized  in  combination  with  a  Spring  relay  of  400-500  Bushels  of 
oysters.  This  program  is  considered  a  priority  because  of  the  availability 
and  affordability  of  oysters  today,  and  it  relatively  good  adaptation  and 
survival  in  Duxbury.  Itis  hoped  that  their  survival  and  winter  over  will 
enable  the  shellfish  department  to  estabUsh  a  brood  stock  through  relays  for 
future  propagation/cultivation  of  oysters  within  Du  xbury  waters. 
Otherwise  because  of  their  popularity  and  affordibihty.  a  put  and  take 
program  will  be  estabUshed. 

Other  than  the  established  seasons  as  regulaed  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
on  softshell  (steamers)  the  shellfish  advisory  committee  recommended 
several  bonus  seasons  on  soft  shell  because  for  their  vast  numbers  and 
availability,  throughout  Duxbury  waters.  One  such  season  was  coupled  with 
the  November  oyster  season. 

Duxburys  propergation/cultivation  and  resource  management  coupled 
with  a  natural  cycle  of  events  has  proven  very  effective  in  enhancing  our 
shellfish  resources.  While  most  communities  are  plagued  with  the  effects  of 
coastal  pollution  and  dwindling  shellfish  resources,  Duxbury  s  flats  appear  to 
be  very  productive.  The  Shellfish  Department  daily  field  reports  and 
surveys  indicate  large  and  growing  populations  of  quahog,  razor,  sea  clam 
and  soft  shell,  through  the  embayment. 

As  expressed  earlier,  Duxbury  shellfish  policies  and  programs  seem  to 
be  very  effective  in  protecting  and  insuring  this  valuable  natural  resource.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


To   the  Honorable  Board   of  Selectmen: 


As   expected,    the   sale   of   shellfish   permits   was  again 
very  high   this   year.      The   availability   of   abundant   resources   of  shellfish 
makes  Duxbury   a  very  popular  area   to  harvest   shellfish  within  the 
Commonwealth.      Another   important   factor   influencing   this  harvest 
preserve   is   the   frim  fact   that  Duxbury  Bay   in  virtually   the  last 
major   shellfish   resource   north  of   the   Cape   Cod   Cannal   to  the 
New  Hampshire  border  not   seriously   effected  by  pollution.  Most 
communities  within   this   above   region  have  been   closed   to  shellfish 
harves  ting. 


The   Town   Clerk  sold  or   issued   952   resident,  non 
resident   property   owner,    non   resident   and   senior   citizen   shellfish  permits. 
The  Board  of   Selectmen   sold  and   issued   22   commercial   shellfish  licenses. 
The  estimated   receipts   collected   from  these   sources,  including 
the   annual   state   shellfish   grant   reimbursement  MGL   CH.    130   S.  2A 
and  MGL   571   acts   of   1974   total   approximately  $15,495.00. 


Approximately   7,440  persons   were   observed   checked  and 
logged  harvesting   approximately   2,277   bushals   of   shellfish.  4,295 
of   those  harvested   approximately   1,682   bushals   of   quahog,    sea  clams 
razor   clams   and  mussel.    2,688   shellf ishermen  were   checked   and  logged 
harvesting   505   bushel   of   softshell    (steamers).    457  were   checked  and 
logged  harvesting   90  bushels   of   oysters.      Again,    these   are  higher  than 
last   years   statistics  were   influenced  by  minimal  winter  icing 
abundant   shellfish   resources,    and   extentions   of  Duxburys   shellfish  bonus 
seasons   on   softshell   and   oysters.      These   counts   could   also  be 
influenced  by   the   clsoing   of   neighboring   town's   shellfish  beds  to 
harvesting   due   to   pollution.      The   estimated  value   of  shellfish 
harvested   recreationally   in  Duxbury   totalled  approximately 

$113,437.00.      These  were   approximately   183  violations   logged   for,  digging 
in  closed   or   contaminated  areas,    digging  without   a  permit  or 

license,    over   site   containers   harvesting   out   of   season,    or  bag   limits  etc. 

Past   and  present  management   and   propergation  programs 
coupled  with   the  natural   cycle  of   events  has   proved  very   effective  through 
out   the   embayment.      Daily   shellfish   field   log   reports   and  surveys 
indicate   that   expansive   areas   of   flats,    once   fished   out   or  not 
conductive   to  natural   sets   of   spat    (seed)    have  been  repopulated. 
The   quahog   resource  has   grown   to   a  point  where   a   small,  strickly 
regulated,    commercial   quahog   fishery  was   instituted   this  year. 
Permits  were   issued   to   Duxbury   residents   only,    under  a   limited   time  entry, 
in  April,    Bag   limits  were   set   at   4   BU  per  week  with  restrictions, 
regulating   strickly  harvesting   close   to   shore   or  within 
recreational  areas.

Duxbury  benefits   from  this   program   in   two  ways.      First  only 
local   residents   can  obtain   this   license   and   secondly  most   if   not  all 
the   catch  harvested   is   sold   to   a   local   fish  market,   making   available  to 
the   Duxbury   consumer   this   local   catch.      Approximately   40  bushals  were 
harvested   commercially   in  December  1986. 


This   commercial  mussel   industry  had   a  very  poor  year. 
This   can  be   attributed   to   two   causes.      First,    upon   the   arrival  of 
Hurrican  Gloria   at   low   tide  much   of   the   exposed  mussel  was  swept 
away  with   the   S.W.   wind   and   deposited  up   on  the   shores   of  Powder  POint 
and   the  Bayside   of   Duxbury  Beach.      Mussel   relays  would  have  been 
impossible.      The  worst   destruction   came   during   a  February  freeze- 
with   temperatures  were   below  0.      At   low   tide  with  no   bay   ice  as 
insulation.      Surveys    indicate   some   areas   have   substantial  juvinal 
and   adult   stock  mixed. 


The   commercial  mussel   fishery  has   in   all   intent  and 
purposes   stopped  until   the   fisher   can  again   regain   to   a   resource   that  c 
substantiate   a   commercial  harvest.      Fortunately     mo^t   o^"  ouf 
coTnmefci=' 1  m"sselmen  were  innovat  ive   enough   to   start  shipping 
mussels    from  other   coastal   communities   to  Duxbury,    processing  them 
and   reselling   during   this   slow  period.      This   year   7,213  bushals 
of  mussels  were  harvested   commercially   at   an   estimated  value   of  $43,27 
54.5   bushals   of   razor   claras   were   harvested   commercially   at   an  estimate 
value   of  1,635.00. 


In  October,    the  Department    relay   and   transplanted  200 
BU   of   contaminated   oyster   from   the   Cape   into   several  areas 
with  Duxburys  waters.      The   oysters  were   allowed   to  cleanse 
themselves    for   30   days   and   opened   for   a   recreational   harvest    in  Novembe 
This   relay,    transplanted   and  harvested  was   regulated  by  guidelines 
established  by  DEQE.      The   departTnen^s   i"te"ti'~'n   t^is   year  was  to 
relay   oysters   in   the   Spring   to   utilize   and   take   full   advantage  of 
a   Summer  of  unmolested   growth   and   spawing.      However,    a   legal  battle 
between   the   Commonwealth   and   the   Grant  holder  made   it   only  possible 
to   secure   a   fall   oyster   relay.      The   remaining   oysters  will  be  surveyed 
and  monitored   for  winter   survival   and  utilized  with   a  Spring 
relay   of   400-500BU   of   oyster   stock.      It   is   hoped  by   this  department 
that  we   can   establish   a  brood   stock   for   future   propergation   and  cultiva 
of   oysters.      Otherwise   because   of   its   popularity  and   fiscal  availabilit 
a  put   and   take   program  will  be  established. 

The   Department   has   been  working   very   closely  with  the 
State  Department   of   Environmental   Quality   Engineering.    Because  of 
recent   and   ongoing   shellfish   closures   through   this   region,  leaving 
Duxbury  virtually   the   last   port   not   seriously   affected  by  pollution. 
North  of   the   Cape   Cod   Cannal   to   the  New  Hampshire   Border.  Hopefully 
our  v/illingness   to  work  and   assist   DEQE  will   insure   our  shellfish 
resources   in  the  future. 
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With   our  new  shellfish     management   plan   that  includes 
Duxbury   amended   Shellfish  Rules   and  Regulation,  Management 
Programs,   Propagation  etc.,    the   town   should  be   able   to  contol 
and  with   stand   and  kind   of   a  reasonable   future   pressure   to  this 
valuable  resources. 

It  was   a  very   good  year   for   those    encountered   on  our 
shoreline   and   for   the   shellfish  department.

We  are  appreciative  of  the  understanding  and  financial  support  of  the 
Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  taxpayers  of  Duxbury  in  our 
effort  to  maintain  the  usefulness  and  physical  condition  of  our  Town's 
valuable  buildings.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TARKILN  COMMUNITY  CENTER 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  1986  has  been  a  most  productive  and  financially  stablizing 
one  for  the  Community  Center.    An  increased  number  of  private  rentals 
such  as  the  Pied  Piper  Nursery  School,    Living  Free;    part  of  the. 
Alcoholics  Anonymous  network,    an   Irish  Step  Dancing  Academy,  The 
Newcomers'    Club,    The  Tinkertown  Landing  Association,    the  New  Covenant 
Fellowship  Church,    and  Girl  and  Boy  Scout  troops  have  kept  the 
building  active. 

Because  of  the   increased  activity  in  paid  rentals,    for  the  first  time 
in  the  many  years  of  the  Center's  existence,    the  Trustees  anticipate 
revenues  to  exceed  the  small   budget  allotted  by  the  town  to  run  the 
building  each  year.    At   the  very   least,    the  Center  will   most    likely  be 
within  dollars  of  that  goal. 

Community  Service  groups  are  not  charged  a  rental   fee  but  have  been 
performing   in-kind  services  to  the  Center,    such  as  planting  flowers 
and  shubbery  and  keeping  up  the  building's  appearance  so  as  to  make  it 
a  proud  part  of  Duxbury's  heritage. 

Also,    for  the  first  time   in  many  years,    the  Recreation  Department 
took  advantage  of  Tarkiln's  perfect   location  for  use  during  it's 
summer  playground  program.    This  proved  to  be  advantageous  to  both 
Recreation  and  Tarkiln  as  it  provided  a  place  for  the  Recreation 
Department  to  hold  its  program  while  the  Chandler  School   was  under 
renovation  and  gave  Tarkiln  a  bit  more  visibility  to  those  who  may  be 
new  in  town. 

The  end  result  was  that  many  more  families,    upon  learning  that  the 
Tarlikn  area  provided  a  playground,    tennis  courts  and  ballfields  in  a 
safe,    secluded  area,    brought  their  children  there  to  play  long  after 
the  Recreation  program  ended.    For  that,    we  thank  Nancy  Dee  MacFarland 
of  Frank  LeSeuer's  staff. 

Finally,    after  many  long,    hard,    years  of  work,    the  Trustees  are  proud 
to  say  that  a  promise  made  years  ago  by  Maxene  Armour  and  many  others 
in  her  small  group,    who  had  given  years  to  save  and  upgrade  the 
building,    one  of  the  first  school  houses  in  this  lovely  town,  has 
nearly  come  true.    Tarkiln  has  overcome  the  stigma  of  being  an 
abandoned  part  of  the  town's  history  and  is  nearly  a  self-suf f icient ly 
running  asset  to  the  town. 

Ve  hope  to  report  next  year  that  the  building  is  actually  returning 
more  to  the  town  treasury  than  the  $4400  budget  it  is  allowed.  It  is 
our   intention  to  work  hard  to  see  that   is  accomplished.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  ADVISORY  BOARD 

1986 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

With   1985  being  the  first   full  year  of  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment  implementation,    the  Water  Advisory  Board  has  been  adjusting 
to  its  new  role  by  providing  as  much  advice  and  support  as 
possible   to  the  Department  and  Board  of  SElectmen.     We  have 
found,    in  particular,   working  with  the  new  DPW  Director,  Thorndike 
Litchfield,    enjoyable  and  rewarding  and  we  wish  him  well  as  he 
continues   to  serve  the  Town. 

The  Board  has  been  involved   in  several  projects  this  year, 
most  notable  of  which  was   its   leadership  in  bringing  a  rezoning 
plan  to  the  Town  for  creation  of  Aguifer  Protection  Districts; 
and   in  building  a  coalition  to  support  the  purchase  of  Waiting 
Hill  Preserve   (the  so-called  Bay  Path  property).     We  are  indebted 
to  our  consultants   from  lEP,    Inc.,    for  their  expertise   in  preparing 
an  aquifer  protection  plan  to  document  the  need  for   these  new 
zoning  districts,    and  for  their  help  in  submitting  an  application 
to  the  Aquifer  Land  Acquisition  Program  for  funds   to  help  pay 
for  the  Waiting  Hill  preserve  purchase. 

We  also  sponsored  a  household  hazardous  waste  collection 
day  this   fall,   which  was  enormously  successful.     Because  of  the 
demand  for  this  program  and  the   inability  of  residents  to  dispose 
of  hazardous  household  products  otherwise,    the  Board  plans  to 
seek  funding  for' another  clean-up  day  during  FY   1988.     VJe  were 
successful   in  competing  for  a  state  grant  to  help  pay  for  this 
year's  program  and   if  state   funds  are  again  availble  next  year, 
we  will   apply  again  for  assistance. 

The  Board  remains  concerned  about  the  financing  of  Water 
Division,   DPW,   capital   improvement  projects  and  annual  operating 
expenses.     As  the  Selectmen  have  charged  us  with  carefully 
evaluating  actual  revenue  needs  and  rate  design   in  time  for  a 
possible  change   in  water  rates  before  the  spring  billing,  \re 
are  embarking  on  a  serious  rate  study  that  we  hope  can  satisfy 
the  finance  committee,    fiscal  advisory  committee,    and  board  of 
selectmen   in  the  coming  year.      This   is  proving  to  be  a  very 
difficult  task  because  of  disagreements  over  the   intent  of  the 
Water  Enterprise  Account  and  the  philosophy  of  paying  for 
system  expansion.     With  all   due  respect,   we  must  point  out  the 
virtual   impossibility  of  recommending  any  rate  assignment  without 
year-end  reports  on  the  enterprise  account  from  the  town 
accountant's  office.     We  hope  something  can  be  done  to  ensure  more 
timely  delivery  of  this  report   in  the  future. 

At   this  time,    the  Board   is  preparing  to  seek  consulting 
services   in  order  to  look  at  options   for  restoring  the  Evergreen 
I   and  II  wells.     Both  have  been  out  of  commission  for  two  years 
because   iron  deposits  near  these  sites   impair  the  ability  of 
the  stations  to  pump  water  for  sustained  periods.      The  Evergreen 
wells  being  the  highest  yield  of  all,    it   is   important  to  find 
a  suitable  method  of  bringing  them  back  on  line.      To  that  end, 
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the  Board   is  planning  to  use  $30,000  appropriated  at  the  1986 
town  meeting  to  test  the  use  of  a  chemical  agent  that  may  prevent 
the   "clogging"   of   iron  the  Evergreen  wells  have  experienced  in 
the  past. 

In  light  of  the  ground  water  contamination  problems  that 
surfaced   in  neighboring  Marshfield  this  year,    the  Board  sought 
testing  of  all  Duxbury  wells  this  fall.     We  expect   to  see  an 
annual  assessment  of  town  water  supplies  for  a  selection  of 
pollutants  not  routinely  screened  by  the  state   in  order  to 
provide  early  detection  of  any  problem.     The  Town  of  Marshfield 
is   facing  very  serious  problems  next  summer  as  a  result  of  the 
closing  of   four  wells  there  and  with  126  other  massachusetts 
communities  either  presently  dealing  with  or  having  dealt 
with  varying  degrees  of  drinking  water  contamination,  we  feel 
Duxbury  should  never  take  for  granted  the  purity  of   its  own 
supply.     Accordingly,   we  hope  to  be  able  to  provide  temporary 
help  to  Marshfield   if  the  need  arises  even  though  our  own 
residents  may  have  to  make  relatively  small  sacrifices;  were 
Duxbury  to  ever  need  similar  help,    a  spirit  of  inter-town 
cooperation  is  far  preferable  to  forced  actions  by  the  state. 

Last  but  hardly  least,    the  Board  hopes  to  see  the  new 
Damon  I  well  site  on  line  by  the  end  of   1987.     Various  procedural 
problems  along  the  way  have  stalled  this  project,   but  most  seem 
to  be  resolved  and  the  Board  is  preparing  to  put   its  well  and 
pumping  station  plans  out  for  bid  at  this  time. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Planning  Board  for   its  ongoing 
support  and  cooperation,    and  the  Conservation  Commission  for 
joining  with  us  in  seeking  town  acguisition  of  Waiting  Hill 
Preserve.     We  hope  to  be  working  with  the  Board  of  health  this 
year  on  a  joint  study  of  ground  water  hazards,   notably  the  capped 
landfill,   and  their  cooperation  in  placing  hazardous  materials 
and  underground  storage  tank  bylaws  on  the  1987  town  meeting 
warrant   is  most  appreciated.     This  Board  has  enjoyed  working 
with  all   land  use  authorities  on  several  inter-departmental 
efforts,    including  a  land  use   "committee"   that  brings  designees 
from  Conservation,  Water,   Appeals  Board,   planning  Board  and 
Board  of  Health  together  to  share  concerns  from  time  to  time; 
the  open  Space  and  Recreation  planning  Committee;    the  Special 
Permit  Audit  Committee;    and   the  Solid  Waste  Study  Committee. 
We  look  forward  to  continued   service  to  the  Town   in  the  coming 
y ear .

1986  saw  many  changes  in  the  Wat  er  Department.  With  the  hiring  of 
Thorndike  Litchfield  as  Director  of  Public  Works,  we  officially  became  part  of 
the  Public  Works  Department.  The  Water  CommissioAers  are  now  a  Water 
Advisory  Board  which  means  that  the  Water  Department  now  takes  it's 
direction  from  the  D.P.W.  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  As  a 
part  of  the  Public  Works  Department  we  became  more  dependent  on  each 
other  when  we  were  short  handed  in  our  work  forces,  than  we  ever  did 
before.  While  we  maintained  a  high  level  of  mutual  cooperation  between 
departments  in  the  past,  it  really  became  effective  under  the  D.P.W. 

Our  new  backhoe  arrived  in  July  and  was  immediately  put  into  service 
enabling  us  to  complete  many  of  our  work  projects  in  record  time. 

As  you  can  see  by  the  above  statistics  we  continue  to  grow.  There 
were  some  changes  in  personnel  this  year,  but  due  to  the  outstanding  effort 
of  our  regular  crew  the  new  members  were  soon  trained  and  functioning 
well.  I  thank  all  of  the  members  of  the  Water  Department  for  another  year 
of  continuing  excellent  service  to  the  health  and  well  being  of  the  citizens  of 
Duxbury.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATERFRONT  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Waterfront  Advisory  Committee  found  it  necessary  to  meet  many 
times  this  year. 

As  you  know  the  Committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  relative 
to  new  policies  which  were  approved  for  Shipyard  Beach  parking  lot  and 
adjacent  area,  etc.  Involved  in  the  process  from  the  start  were  local 
residents,  and  other  interested  parties  who  voiced  many  concerns  and 
opinions  as  to  the  management  of  this  waterfront  facility.  The  relatively 
simple  proposals  implemented  coupled  with  the  cooperation  of  those  who 
enjoy  this  facility  made  for  very  few  complaints  this  year. 

The  Bay  Rules  and  Regulations  were  also  revised  and  amended  to 
include  as  an  example  provisions  regulating  water  skiing,  mooring 
requirements  and  abandoment.  etc. 

The  Committee  corresponded  with  Dr.  A.  Gains  of  Woods  Hole, 
Oceanographic  and  divisions  of  DEQE,  and  CZM  relative  to  Duxbury  s 
upcoming  dredging  project  and  dredge  spoils  despoil  sites. 

The  committee  met  several  times  with  various  town  committees  and 
boards  including  necessary  state  agencies  concerning  the  development  of 
Duxburys  coastal  facility  improvement  program  application.  This  is  a  state 
50%  reimbursement  grant  program  developed  to  help  coastal  communities  to 
improve  their  coastal  facilities.  This  state  grant  is  awarded  to  Duxbury  and 
approved  by  various  town  boards  and  committees  and  ultimately  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  will  be  used  if  appropriate  to  rebuild  the  town  pier  and  floats 
and  dredge  a  small  area  adjacent  to  this  new  facility  at  Manakeesett  Court, 
better  utilizing  this  very  limited  facility.  Pains  taken  care  went  into  the 
development  of  Duxburys  appliations  by  Judy  Barrett  and  Abdul  Hamadeh  to 
ensure  the  uniquiness  of  Snug  Harbors  characterization  was  never  changed 
or  altered. 

The  Committee  must  give  a  special  thank  you  to  Judy  Barrett  and 
Abdul  Hamadeh  for  their  efforts  and  hard  work  in  preparing  and  making 
this  project  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Commission  this  year  has  spent  a  major  portion  of  its  time  on 
Site  Inspections  and  Public  Hearing  as  in  the  past.     With  the  depletion  of 
inventory  of  high  and  dry  lots  we  have  been  faced  with  a  great  increase  in 
Public  Hearings  on  projects  located  within  100'  of  a  wetland  area.     Each  of 
these  Hearings  requires  site  inspections  both  prior  to  the  Hearing  and  a  follow 
up  inspection  to  check  on  the  Applicants  compliance  with  the  written  Orders  of 
Condition.     The  Commission  adhers  to  a  schedule  of  meetings  every  other  Monday 
evening  with  site  inspections  scheduled  weekly.     Our  meeting  agenda  may  be  from 
two  to  ten  Public  Hearings  per  meeting. 

The  Commission  maintains  its  ban  on  hunting  on  all  Conservation  land 
except  for  the  coastal  marshes.       It  should  again  be  stated,  that  the  Conser- 
vation lands  were  purchased  for  passive  recreation  which  excludes  any  motorized 
vehicles  with  the  exception  of  those  duly  authorized. 

We  are  proud  that  while  working  jointly  with  the  Water  Advisory  Board  to 
have  presented  to  the  residents  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  purchase  of  Waitin 
Hill  Preserve  and  to  have  them  endorse  overwhelmingly  our  efforts  to  preserve  our 
open  space  and  protect  our  water  quality.     We  hope  in  the  future  to  propose  other 
such  purchases  and  would  hope  to  receive  the  same  support  from  the  townspeople. 

This  year  we  hired  a  Consultant  to  work  with  the  Commission  to  publish  a 
set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  in  accordance  with  the  Duxbury  Wetland  Protection  By- 
law and  a  Public  Hearing  will  be  scheduled  early  in  1987  to  adopt  these  regulation 
We  are  actively  working  with  the  Open  Space  Committee  and  the  Town  Growth  Study  Co: 
mittee  in  an  effort  to  preserve  the  environment  and  the  quality  of  life  in  Duxbury 

We  continue  in  our  efforts  to  preserve  the  wetlands,   the  quality  of  our  wat^ 
supply  and  the  character  of  the  Town  through  proper  regulations  uniformly  applied 
all  projects  within  the  purview  of  the  Conservation  Commission.

The  Directors  of   Duxbury   Free   Library    Inc.,    the   board  which 
administers   trust   and  gift   funds,    continued   to  support  enrichment 
programs  such  as  circulating  museum  passes,    children's  programming, 
special    adult   programs,    a  microfilmed  Magazine    Index  as  well    as  speical 
books  and  the  New  York  Times  on  microfilm.      A  new  copier  wsa  purchased 
for   1  ibrary  and   publ ic  use,    and   the   second   phase  of  matching  funds 
for  the   library's  automation   system  was  made  available. 

The   1  ibrary   received  a  grant  of   $7,900   from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  through  the  state   Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
for  an    improved  access  to   local    history   project   and  a  matching  fund 
grant  of  Andrew  W.   Mellon   Foundation  and   the  WInsor  Trust   Fund  to 
purchase  the   sixty-volume   set.    The   Library  of  America. 

Children's   programming    included   spring  and   fall    story  hour  sessions 
with  80  children    in  each  session,    4  films  attended   by   700  children, 
a  Summer  Reading   Program  with   300   participants,   outdoor  summer  story 
hours  with  450,    4  summer   programs  attended  by   325  children,    a  puppet 
show  watched  by   235   and  weekly  visits   by   the  Magic  Dragon  Day  Care 
Center.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  Bridge  Commillee  has  focused  its'  efforts  during  the  year  on 
initiating  the  construction  of  the  Powder  Point  Bridge  which  will  serve  the 
needs  of  the  Town  well  into  the  twenty  first  century.  Working  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Town's  consulting  engineer:  Universal 
Engmeering,  the  committee  evaluated  six  alternatives  before  selecting  for 
design  and  construction  a  bridge  of  tropical  hardwoods  which  will 
incorporate  the  aesthetic  values  which  always  have  been  associated  with  the 
bridge  and  the  strength  and  durability  normally  associated  with  other 
maerials.  The  construction  contract  was  awarded  to  Harbor  Marine 
Corporation  of  Warren,  Rhode  Island.  Harbor  Marine  initiated  work  in  late 
October  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  has  removed  one-half  of  the  bridge  and 
has  taken  delivery  of  the  initial  shipment  of  the  maleflals  with  which  to 
begin  construction. 

As  the  Town  prepares  to  celebrate  its'  350  Anniversary,  the  Bridge 
Committee  looks  forward  to  the  completion  of  the  bridge  which  will  serve 
the  Town  for  decades  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DUXBURY  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


TO   THE    HONORABLE    BOARD    OF  SELECTMEN: 

The  Town  has  continued  to  support  the  Duxbury  Schools  financially 
despite  the  many  competing  needs  for  fewer  available  dollars.  In 
March  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  the  school  budget  request  of 
$9,949,715,  an  8%  increase  over  FY86.  In  addition  $89,306  of 
unexpended  FY86  monies  was  used  to  purchase  textbooks  and  supplies 
which  had  to  be  eliminated  from  the  FY87  budget.  An  additional  $2.9 
million  was  voted  for  Phase  I  of  the  Building  Repairs  Project,  a 
contract    awarded    to    A. P.    Whitaker    and    Sons    of   West  Bridgewater.

In  1986  the  School  Committee  revised  its  policies  on  Community  Use  of 
School  Facilities;  Admission  of  Non-resident  Students;  and  Evaluation 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  New  policies  were  adopted  on  the 
following  topics:  Freedom  of  Expression  and  Educational  Climate; 
Administration  in  Policy  Absence;  School  Admissions;  Student  Teaching 
and  Internships;  Teaching  about  Drugs,  Alcohol  and  Tobacco;  and 
Hazing.  In  addition,  the  Student  Code  of  Conduct  was  revised  for  DIS 
and  DHS  students,  and  policies  on  Attendance  and  Smoking  at  DHS  were 
tightened.  Our  new  Handbook  for  Athletes  was  cited  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education  as  an  exemplary  publication  which  will  be 
circulated    to   other  Massachusetts  Schools. 


The  School  Committee  goals  for  1985-86  and  some  of  the  progress  made 
towards    their   accomplishment  were: 

Goal  #1:  Planning  and  budgeting  for  a  7  period  day  to  be 
implemented    in   DHS    in  1986-87. 

Results:  Monies  for  this  innovation  were  approved  in  the  budget, 
and  the  7  period  day  was  begun  in  September.  As  expected, 
student  enrollments  in  Art,  Business  Education,  Home  Economics, 
Industrial   Arts   and   elective   courses    increased  substantially. 

Goal   #2:      Grade    6-8      Student  Experience. 

Results:  A  P  a  r  e n t -Te ac h e r - Ad m i n i s t r a t o r - S t u d e n t  Committee  met 
throughout  the  year.  The  Committee  visited  several  exemplary 
programs  in  other  towns  and  made  update  reports  to  the  School 
Committee.  Modifications  were  made  in  handling  student 
discipline  and  attendance  matters,  student  orientation, 
scheduling,  and  lunchroom  practices,  and  a  DIS  Coordinator  of 
C o -Cu r r i c u 1  a r   Activities   was  added. 


Goal   #3:      K-5   Individual   Student  Potential 

Results:  K-5  scope  and  sequence  charts  in  Reading,  Language 
Arts,  and  Science  have  been  revised  by  a  committee  of  teachers. 
A  committee  of  parents,  teachers,  and  administrators  continues 
work  on  this  goal.  Curriculum  enrichment  kits  made  by  teachers 
and    Horizons    parents    are    now    in  use. 
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Goal   #4:      Search    for   Alternative    Sources    of  Funds. 

Results:  A  $6,000  Grant  was  obtained  for  computers  from  the 
Grafton  Fund.  A  $9,950  Grant  for  Early  Childhood  Education  from 
the  State  Department  of  Education  was  approved,  as  were  three 
$3,000  Commonwealth  Inservice  Institute  Grants.  A  Grant  for  a  K- 
5  Gifted  and  Talented  Needs  Assessment  was  approved  for  $6,500. 
The  School  Committee  accepted,  with  thanks,  new  scholarships  as 
follows:  Kent  Osborne  Scholarship;  Daniel  laniello  Scholarship; 
Francis  W.  Perry  Scholarship;  Mary  Brouillard  Scholarship;  Jason 
Borjeson  Scholarship;  Tracy  Arsenault  Scholarship;  and 
M a r s h f i e  1  d -Duxb u r y  League  of  Women  Voters  Scholarship.  The  PTA 
Council    resumed   active    involvement    in   the   PTA  Scholarship. 

Goal   #5:      Building    Repairs  Project 

Results:  Substantial  portions  of  roofs  on  all  five  school 
buildings  were  replaced,  external  masonry  was  repaired, 
external  painting  and  lighting  were  improved,  and  structural 
repairs  were  made.

In  June  Priscilla  Miles  retired  after  27  years  of  elementary  school 
teaching  in  Duxbury;  Karl  Stahl  retired  after  26  years  of  teaching 
English  at  DIS;  Louise  Rochester  retired  after  22  years  of  elementary 
school  service;  John  Maguire  retired  after  20  years  of  teaching  Social 
Studies  at  DHS;  and  Reverend  James  Williamson  retired  after  17  years 
of  work  with  the  Hearing  Impaired  at  DIS  and  DHS.  The  five  retirees 
were  honored  in  June  at  a  reception  in  the  Winsor  House.  In  1986  we 
were  saddened  by  the  deaths  of  students  Kelley  Walker,  Jason  Borjeson, 
Melissa  Casale,  and  former  student  Theodore  Spalke.  David  Lister,  the 
Coordinator  of  Health  and  Physical  Education,  left  the  field  of 
education;  William  Thomas,  Chandler  School  Physical  Education,  was 
chosen  to  fill  the  Department  Head  duties  on  an  acting  basis.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MAPC 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Duxbury  is  a  valued  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council  (MAPC),  which  consists  of  101  cities  and  towns  in  the  metropolitan 
Boston  area.  Duxbury "s  contribution  of  18.1  cents  per  capita  (for  this  year, 
$2,142)  helped  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  Duxbury  and  other  member 
communities.  With  Duxbury 's  participation,  the  Council  was  able  to  continue 
its  involvement  in  land  use,  economic  development,  housing,  transportation, 
and  environmental  preservation  issues,  forming  and  implementing  policies 
which  benefit  the  metropolitan  region. 

During  1986.  the  Town  of  Duxbury  benefitted  from  and  participated  in 
the  following  local  MAPC  efforts: 

the  formation  of  the  South  Shore  Coalition  (SSC).  including  writing  and 
securing  an  Incentive  Aid  Grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development  to  support  SSC  activities; 

partial  funding  for  SSC  program  staff  and  other  technical  support 
services; 

planning  and  implementation  of  the  Fall  conference,  "Managing 
Growth  and  Change  on  the  South  Shore; 

writing  of  the  project  scope  and  securing  funding  for  the  South  Shore 
subregional  Groundwater  Protection  Program  from  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering; 

the  formation  of  the  South  Shore  Solid  Waste  Subcommittee  to  seek 
new  alternatives  to  soli<l)</'dste  disposal  in  the  subregion. 

completion  and  submission  to  Duxbury  of  Route  53  corridor  study 

In  addition.  Town  of  Duxbury  benefitted  from  the  following  regional  plans, 
policies,  and  programs: 

the  update  of  the  statewide  MDPW  State  Highways  Map; 

Update  of  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program,  required  to 
maintain  eligibility  for  federal  highway  and  transit  funds; 
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a  study  of  Route  128  and  surrounding  communities,  still  in  progress; 
the  study  of  the  shortfall  of  local  funds  for  roadway  maintenance; 

the  Traffic  Volume  Data  File,  a  comprehensive  collection  of  traffic 
volume  counts  and  other  information  useful  to  highway  planning 
departments  and  other  engineers; 

MAPC's  Pavement  Management  Manual,  a  project  to  help  highway 
superintendents  determine  how  to  efficiently  expend  local  roadway  budgets. 


(*including  the  proposed  widening  of  Route  3  to  Route  14  in  Duxbury, 
and  the  restoration  of  commuter  rail  service  to  the  South  Shore). 

Several  other  publications  were  also  produced  by  MAPC  which 
were  also  beneficial  to  Duxbury.  Inclusionary  Housing  and  Linkage 
Programs  in  Metropolitan  BOston,  a  useful  guide  for  communities  concerned 
with  the  issues  of  affordable  housing;  The  Community  P  rofile  Series, 
pubhshed  by  MAPC's  Economic  Development  and  Data  Analysis  department, 
contains  demographic  data,  including  population  and  employment 
projections,  municipal  finances,  industrial  and  commercial  surveys,  land  use 
maps  (with  comparisons  to  1950),  and  other  information  for  Duxbury,  as 
well  as  100  other  communities. 

As  the  Duxbury  MAPC  representative,  it  has  been  a  pleasure 
participating  in  some  of  the  planning  issues  that  involve  Duxbury  and  its  100 
neighboring  communities  in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  GROWTH  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Town  Growth  Study  Committee  was  authorized  by  Article  13 
of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  within  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March 
1986.     The  original  article  was  placed  on  the  warrant  by  petition 
of  over  300  registered  voters,   and  called  for  a  temporary  moratorium 
on  high  density  development  townwide  through  December  31,   1987  while 
a  comprehensive  study  of  town  services  and  resources  was  conducted. 
The  article  was  amended  to  retain  the  comprehensive  study  of  the 
town's  present  and  potential  growth  and  the  impact  on  town  services 
and  resources  by  such  growth.     The  townspeople  are  concerned  that 
the  growth  policy  of  the  town  should  be  updated  to  reflect  the 
present  conditions  and  desires  of  the  town.     Some  13  years  have 
passed  since  the  town  last  reviewed  its  Comprehensive  Plan  Statement 
(1973)   and  zoning  bylaw  in  a  comprehensive  manner.     During  this 
same  13  year  period,   Duxbury's  population  has  grown  by  41  percent. 

At  their  May  26,    1986  meeting  the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed 
the  broad-based  Town  Growth  Study  Committee,  which  was  initially 
composed  of  6  citizen  members  and  17  ex-officio  members  from  town 
boards  and  committees.     Thfe  committee  divided  itself  into  4  sub- 
committees to  gather  resource  information  and  identify  reports  and 
studies  relevant  to  growth  assessment.     The  committee  met  on  some 
20  occasions,   conducted  a  public  hearing  on  growth  related  problems, 
mailed  and  tabulated  a  questionnaire  on  the  future  of  Duxbury's 
growth  policy  to  all  citizens    (using  town  water) ,  held  discussions 
with  major  town  committees,  boards  and  departments  on  growth  issues, 
and  reviewed  numerous  reports  and  data  bases  relevant  to  town  growth 
concerns . 

As  Duxbury  enters  its  final  stage  of  growth,  the  pressures  to 
develop  all  remaining  land  are  increasing.  The  challenge  is  for  the 
town  to  plan  for  its  ultimate  population  level  in  such  a  manner  that 
will  preserve  its  environment,  historical  character,  fiscal  capacity 
and  most  importantly  take  into  consideration  the  wishes  of  its  citiz 
the  vast  majority  of  whom  were  not  party  to  the  1973  Comprehensive 
Plan  Statement. 

The  measures  of  growth  studied  by  the  committee  included: 
population  increases    (as  measured  by  US  and  Town  Census  data) , 
changing  demographic  profile,  building  permit  and  real  estate 
sales  activity,   town  services  expenditures  and  output,  land 
developed  and  developable,   and  external  factors    (eg,  transportation 
initiatives)  which  exert  growth  pressures  on  the  town. 

The  committee's  findings  and  recommendations  will  draw  from 
its  analysis  of  the  costs  and  benefits  of  growth  in  terms  of  water 
and  natural  resources,   housing  type  and  density,   road  maintenance 
and  safety,   fire  and  police  protection,   septage  waste,  public  school 
solid  waste,   and  open  space  and  recreation  requirements.  The 
findings  of  the  town  growth  policy  questionnaire  responses  will  be 
given  significant  weight  by  the  committee  in  presenting  its  recommen 
tions .

The  committee's  recommendations  will  update  the  town's 
resource  data  for  determining  future  growth  policy,  will  identify 
relevant  financial  and  environmental  considerations  to  factor 
into  growth  assessments,  will  present  growth  management  tools, 
will  explore  new  open  space  initiatives  such  as  land  banks,  and 
will  present  public  opinion  as  to  the  direction  and  form  future 
growth  should  take. 

The  committee  is  awaiting  tabulation  results  from  the 
questionnaires  responses  received  from  over  900  households,  as 
well  as  a  computer  summary  report  from  Assessors  Office  database 
identifying  land  capable  of  supporting  future  growth.     As  such, 
it  is  likely  that  the  committee  may  submit  an  interim  report  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  March  1987  Annual  Meeting.  Subsequent 
recommendations  will  be  submitted  at  a  future  date  and  will  call 
for  the  creation  of  a  bylaw  revision  committee  to  make  detailed 
recommendations  which  reflect  the  findings  and  general  recommendations 
of  the  Town  Growth  Study  Committee.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OLD  COLONY  PLANNING  COUNCIL 
AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 


As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area  Agency's 
activities  for  1986. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  acting  as  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  is 
responsible  for  administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older  Americans  Act  in  the 
twenty-three  communities  in  the  service  area.    The  Area  Agency  funds  and  coordinates 
wide  range  of  community,  in-home  and  nutrition  services  through  local  Councils  on 
Aging  and  other  elder  service  agencies. 

In  1986,  several  communities  directly  benefited  from  funding  under  Title  III-B  oi 
the  Older  Americans  Act.    These  communities  included:     Brockton  for  the  Dorn-Davies 
Senior  Center;     Easton  for  transportation  for  handicapped  elders;     Kingston  for 
Project  Outreach;     Plymouth  for  Senior  Center  Programs;     Plympton  for  the  Rent-A-Kid 
Program;    and  Wareham  for  the  Outreach  and  Social  Day  Care  Program. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  funding  to  these  communities,  several  other  programs 
were  administered  regionally  for  the  benefit  of  elders  in  the  entire  service  area. 
These  programs  included  the  Volunteer  Transportation  Program  and  Nursing  Home 
Ombudsman  Program  administered  by  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging.    Old  Colony  Elderly 
Services  administered  the  Emergency  Assistance  Program  for  elders  and  the  Six  Town 
Minibus  Program  for  elders  in  the  communities  of  Avon,  East  Bridgewater,  West 
Bridgewater,  Halifax,  Hanson  and  Whitman.    Other  regionally  administered  programs 
included  the  Senior  Law  Project  and  several  home  health  aide  and  hospice  programs. 

Nutrition  services  in  the  form  of  congregate  and  home  delivered  meals  are  made 
available  through  Title  III-C  monies  in  many  communities  in  the  service  area.  Sever; 
communities  including  Avon,  Carver,  Kingston,  and  Middleboro/Lakeville  received 
funding  assistance  to  prepare  and  provide  meals  locally.    Additionally,  many 
communities  in  the  region  operated  nutrition  sites  and  received  catered  meals  under 
the  auspices  of  Old  Colony  Elderly  Services.    The  communities  which  hosted  nutrition  !; 
sites  and  provided  home  delivered  meals  include  Brockton,  Easton,  Halifax,  Hanson, 
Pembroke,  Plymouth,  Stoughton,  and  Wareham.     Several  other  communities  operated 
locally  supported  nutrition  programs  and  received  home  delivered  meals  from  Old  Cole 
Elderly  Services  for  their  frail  and  homebound  elders. 

A  major  accomplishment  of  the  Area  Agency  in  1986  was  the  completion  of  a 
comprehensive  elderly  needs  assessment.  Many  Councils  on  Aging  and  elder  service  h 
agencies  actively  participated  in  this  extensive  survey.  The  survey  analysis  was 
based  on  data  obtained  from  592  interviews  with  elders  sampled  throughout  the  region  r 
It  is  expected  that  the  composite  regional  and  individual  community  results  from  the  t 
needs  survey  will  be  valuable  in  planning  elderly  services  at  both  the  regional  and  i: 
local  levels. 

The  Council  gratefully  acknowledges  the  generous  support  and  cooperation  of  the 
Area  Agency  on  Aging  member  communities,  specifically  the  participation  and 
involvement  of  the  members  of  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by 
Mr.  John  Mather.    The  Council  also  recognizes  the  work  of  local  boards  and  commissio 
and  the  many  government  agencies,  public  and  private  institutions  and  individuals  wh 
have  assisted  the  Council.

The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  are  pleased  to 
submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities  during  1986. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature  in  1957,  and 
is  now  composed  of  22  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Town 
of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The  Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional 
problem  and  provides  a  way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained 
employees,  and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad 
geographical  area  of  responsibility.  The  Project  continues  to  provide  environ- 
mentally sound  mosquito  control  without  any  increase  in  per  capita  cost. 

Calendar  year  1986  was  a  milestone  year.    This  year  the  Project  finally  achieved 
the  staffing  and  equipage  goals  that  were  set  in  1980.    Certainly,  challenges  both 
new  and  familiar  continue,  but  with  the  present  staff  and  equipment,  increases  in 
lo|  both  efficacy  and  efficiency  can  be  expected.    Indeed,  sharp  increases  are  apparent 
already  in  many  of  our  program  measures  when  compared  with  last  year. 

The  threat  of  the  mosquito  transmitted  disease.  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  (EEE), 
was  low  in  1986.    There  was  some  concern  that  a  late  season  surge  in  summer  fresh- 
water mosquitoes  (Aedes  vexans)  might  result  in  transmission  of  the  virus  to  people 
oni  and  some  stepped-up  spraying  was  carried  out  in  areas  where  the  mosquitoes  were 
he  most  abundant.    No  horse  or  human  cases  occurred.    The  recurring  problem  of  EEE  in 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  has  led  to  an  ever-increasing  level  of  cooperation  be- 
tween this  Project  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.

Highlights  of  1986  include  the  development  of  an  improved  ground  to  Aircraft 
Communications  System,  the  installation  of  a  new  Ford  Backhoe  on  our  Bombadier 
Tractor,  the  issuance  of  a  permit  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corp.  of  Engineers  to  con- 
struct ponds  and  ditches  for  mosquito  control  on  the  tide  marsh,  the  first  use 
of  a  high  volume  spray  system  for  application  of  extremely  diluted  insecticides, 
the  purchase  and  use  of  a  Kubota  KH170L  Backhoe,  and  the  accomplishment  of  a 
three  fold  increase  in  the  construction  of  ponds  and  ditches  above  1985  levels. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  Town  of  Duxbury  are  given  below.    While  mosquitoes 
do  not  respect  town  lines,  the  information  given  below  does  provide  a  tally 
of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest  impact  on  the  health  and  comfort 
of  Duxbury  residents. 

1.  Insecticide  Application.    18,411  acres  were  treated  using  truck  mounted 
sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.    More  than  one  application  was  made 
to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the  area.    The  first  treatments  were 
made  in  May  and  the  last  in  September. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval  stage,  which 
can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes,  and  other  standing  water  areas. 
Inspectors  continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific 
larvacides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.    Last  year  a  total  of  251  in- 
spections were  made  to  114  catalogued  breeding  sites  totaling  541  acres. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  complaint  response  time,  that  is  the  time  be- 
tween notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our  inspectors.  The 
complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Duxbury  was  less  than  two  days. 

We  encourage  citizens  or  municipal  officials  to  call  our  office  for  information 
about  mosquitoes,  mosquito-borne  diseases,  control  practices,  or  any  other  matters 
of  concern. 
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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


On  Sept.   15,   1985  special  legislation  was  signed  into  law  to 
create  a  Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  Town  of  Duxbury  pursuant 
to  a  petition  approved  at  the  1985  annual  town  meeting.  Eight 
months  later  I  assumed  my  duties  as  director  of  the  new  department. 
Over  that  intervening  period,   in  addition  to  the  selection  of  a 
director,   the  Board  adopted  a  number  of  economizing  policies,  in- 
cluding reduction  of  working  staff  within  the  former  departments 
being  consolidated  and  assembly  of  a  reduced  operating  budget 
(subsequently  approved  by  town  meeting)   for  fiscal  1987,  all  accom- 
plished prior  to  my  arrival.     I've  accepted  as  a  mandate  the 
operation  of  the  department  within  the  budgets  that  I  had  inherited. 


Shortly  after  my  arrival,   three  problem  areas  became  readily 
apparent:     1.     The  stricture  of  reducing  Cemetery  staff  by  one  was 

not  feasible  because  to  do  so  within  union  contract 
constraints  would  have  eliminated  the  crematory 
operator.     The  crematory  is  the  primary  money  maker 
for  the  cemetery  operation. 

2.  Water  rates  and  revenues  were  completely  inadequate 

to  cover  the  appropriations  approved  for  the 
Water  Enterprise.     The  projected  shortfall  for 
fiscal  '86  and  '87  was  in  the  vicinity  of  $250,000 
for  each  year. 

3.  Exclusive  of  the  Cemetery,  out  of  a  total  compliment 

of  21  positions  remaining  after  staff  cuts  there 
were  only  15  filled  and  6  vacant.     By  summer's  end, 
half  of  these  vacancies  were  filled  but  at  year-end 
one  still  remained.     This  shortage  of  hands  has  had 
adverse  impact  on  departmental  work  output  for  1986, 


The  first  problem  was  resolved  in  August  by  a  favorable  town 
meeting  response  to  my  proposal  to  swap  budgeted  departmental  expense 
dollars  for  payroll  dollars  in  order  to  retain  the  crematory  operator. 


The  insufficiency  of  water  revenues  to  meet  appropriations  remains. 
The  Town  Accountant  reports  that  in  fiscal  '86  Water  Enterprise's  cash 
position  had  eroded  by  over  $257,000  from  a  figure  of  $567,000  as  deter- 
mined by  outside  auditors  at  the  close  of  fiscal  '85.     In  the  absence 
of  some  supplemental  revenue  relief,  similar  cash  degradation  can  be 
expected  for  fiscal  '87.     By  year  end,  I  had  made  one  proposal  to 
supplement  revenues  by  way  of  a  general  water  rate  increase  that  failed 
to  receive  approval.     I  shall  be  returning  an  alternative  proposal  early 
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in  1987.     Over  the  5  years  preceeding  1986,  I  have  determined  that 
the  Water  Enterprise  had  accumulated  over  $530,000  of  cash  surplus  — 
$235,000  from  grants,  about  $265,000  from  charges  to  developers  for 
new  connections  to  the  water  system  with  the  remainder  from  water  users. 
In  fiscal  1986,  dramaticallyreduced  water  rates  had  passed  back  $257,000 
of  this  surplus  to  the  users.     Concurrently  the  enterprise  incurred  a 
ten  year  debt  obligation  of  $325,000  to  finance  the  development  of  a 
needed  new  well  —  the  very  purpose  for  which  the  extra  chargesto  developers 
were  intended.     The  1988  enterprise  expenses  will  include  over  $50,000 
to  service  this  additional  debt  which  could  be  perceived  by  some  to 
have  been  avoidable  had  the  surplus  been  applied  directly  to  well 
development  in  lieu  of  return  to  rate  payers  by  such  a  deep  rate  reduction. 

The  shortage  of  help  continues.     It  is  most  acutely  and  visibly 
evident  in  the  Highway  division.     In  addition  to  general  maintenance 
of  the  town's  roads  and  drains,  this  small  dedicated  force  has  been 
used  historically  as  a  general  labor  pool  to  maintain  the  town  floats 
and  waterfront  structures,  repair  town  buildings,  set  up  and  take  down 
for  town  meetings  and  elections,  collect  municipal  trash  and  a  host  of 
other  general  housekeeping  operations  all  in  addition  to  their  primary 
assignment.     For  the  1987  town  meeting,  I've  requested  approval  of  two 
additional  staff  for  this  division  to  perform  the  housekeeping  chores 
and  free  up  the  regular  highway  crew  for  specific  work  on  roads  and 
drainage.     This  area  has  been  subordinated  for  tro  long  with  readily 
evident  results.     With  sufficient  hands  to  make  a  noticeable  impression 
and  using  the  results  of  a  very  helpful  street  survey  conducted  by  the  Highway 
Safety  Committee  I  plan  to  initiate  a  pavement  management  program  for 
the  town  in  1987.     Such  a  program  will  permit  us  to  focus  on  those  street 
improvements  that  will  afford  the  town  the  greatest  return  for  its 
highway  dollar  operating  in  a  proactive  mode  in  place  of  the  current 
reactive  mode  which  tends  to  respond  to  the  loudest  complaints  instead 
of  the  greatest  needs. 

Other  objectives  are  to  establish  the  Cemetery  division  as  an 
enterprise  operation  as  well  as  getting  the  Water  enterprise  to  pay 
its  own  way.     The  Lands  and  Natural  Resources  division  is  also  essen- 
tially self  supporting  (exclusive  of  tax  revenue)  but  its  fee  structures 
must  be  kept  updated  to  assure  that  it  remains  so.     The  Transfer  Station 
is  the  most  ominous  fiscal  problem  on  the  department's  horizon.  For 
fiscal  *87  the  costs  of  trash  removal  from  the  Transfer  Station  account 
for  37%  of  the  nonpayroll  costs  of  the  DFW,  exclusive  of  water  debt 
service.     For  fiscal  '88  we  anticipate  that  this  ratio  will  exceed  52%. 
Some  supplemental  revenue,  probably  from  user  fees,  is  suggested  by 
these  figures  if  the  taxpayers  are  to  be  spared  the  full  impact  of  these 
spiraling  costs. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  assistant  directors  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  in  the  initial  efforts  to  pull  together  an  integrated  department. 
Their  seperate  reports  are  appended.     Particular  appreciation  is  extended 
to  our  small  crew  of  loyal  workers  whose  resources  have  been  sorely 
strained  by  valiant  efforts  to  cover  the  manpower  shortages.  The 
Boards  of  Selectmen,  Cemetery  Trustees  and  Water  Advisory's  cooperation 
has  been  both  considerable  and  welcome.     Finally,   special  acknowledge- 
ment must  be  given  to  the  ether  officials  and  employees  of  the  various 
other  departments,  whv)  have  helped  to  m^ike  ir.e  one  of  ■ihi-'ir  family.

REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 

TO 

THE  HONORABLE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN  AND  THE  CITIZENS 
TOWN  OF  DUXBURY,  MASSACHUSETTS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 


By  popular  vote   In  the  spring  of   1986,    Duxbury' s  residents 
directed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  an  eight-member  committee 
to  examine  the  road  conditions  throughout  town  in  an  effort  to  improve 
the  overall  safety  of  the  highways.    The  selectmen  appointed  the 
committee,    comprised  of  Robert  Winston,    Lucy  Shepherd,    Howard  T. 
Blanchard,    Frank  Deshaies,    David  Murphy  and  Paul  Barber,    all  residents 
of  the  town.    In  addition,    two  ex-officio  members,    who  gave  valuable 
technical  expertise  to  the  committee;    Police  Officer  Curtis  Dow  and 
Highway  Superintendent  Gilbert  Burns,    were  appointed. 

The  Duxbury  Highway  Safety  Committee  has  been  meeting  since  July 
of   1986   in  an  attempt  to   indentify  all   factors  which  contribute  to  the 
higher-than-normal   incident  of  motor  vehicle  accidents  in  a  town  of 
this  size.    After  a  compilation  of  a  great  deal   of   information,  both 
through  physical  surveys  of  the  roadways  and  technical   research,  the 
committee   is  now  prepared  to  present   its  findings  to  the  selectmen  and 
the  community  at  large. 

There  are  over  115  miles  of  major  roadway  in  Duxbury.  The 
investigatory  team  of   five  of  the  committee's  members  performed  a 
detailed  survey  of  50  streets.    These  members  walked,    drove,    ran  and 
bicycled  these  streets  using  a  17-point  checklist  to  rate  all  safety 
factors,    or   lack  thereof.    It  should  be  noted  that  surveys  were  done 
both  in  daylight  and  under  night-driving  conditions.    Most  of  the 
surveyed  streets  have  some  correctable  hazards.    Other  streets  have 
inherent  conditions  which  do  not  meet  standards  that  can  be  reasonably 
expected  of  roads  open  to  the  public.    There  are  many  unmarked 
intersections  without  even  the  most  basic  of  traffic  controls,  the 
STOP  sign.    Many  intersections,    even  where   incoming  roads  meet  with 
major  highways,    such  as  Route  3A,    are  not   lighted,    as   it  has  been  the 
policy  of  boards  of  selectmen  over  the  years  to  lessen  the  number  of 
street   lights  in  Duxbury.    In  short,    it   is  the   feeling  of  this 
committee,    that  the  streets   in  this  town  need  to  be  brought   up  to  at 
least  minimum  safety  standards. 

The  committee  has  found  that  there  were  two  overriding  factors  that 
have  contributed  to  the  traffic  problems  Duxbury  has  faced  over  the 
past  few  years,    1-  the  deteriorating  conditions  of  our  streets,    and  2- 
a  gereral  disregard  for  traffic  safety  laws. 

The  following  report  has  been  prepared  to  enlighten  the  residents 
of  this  community  that  steps  must  be  taken  to   insure  the  safety  of  its 
people  and  property,    while  taking  into  consideration  the  fiscal 
restraints  the  town   is  presently  facing. 

The  roads   in  Duxbury  are  also  considered  "scenic".    This  committee 
has  confirmed  that  the  safety  of  motorcyclists,    bicyclists,  walkers, 
and  joggers  is   in  jeopardy  due  to  these  preventable  and  correctable 
hazards . 
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Motor  vehicle  accidents  are  an  almost  daily  occurance   in  this  towi 
Often,    according  to  police,    there  are  several  collisions  within  a  spj 
of  24  hours.    Those  of  us  who  listen  to  scanner  radios  and  are 
associated  with  police  and  fire  departments  feel   that  the  accident 
rate  in  a  town  of  this  size   is  unusually  high.    This  is  confirmed  by 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicle  statistics.    The  past  and  present  death  and 
serious  injury  rates,    coupled  with  media  coverage,    has  given  Duxbury 
decidedly  negative  reputation.    Driving  under  the   influence  and 
speeding  were,    and  continue  to  be,    a  major  contributing  factor  in 
these   incidents.    However,    if  one   looks  at   the  broader  scenario,    it  1 
our  conclusion  that  Duxbury' s  scenic,    but  dangerous,    roads  possess  a 
insidious  underlying  set  of   factors  that  also  add  to  the  problem. 

It   is  a  matter  of  official  record  that  many  accidents  over  the 
years  have  been  the  direct  result  of  certain  road  conditions. 
Corrective  action  must  be  taken  by  this  town  if  we  are  to  reduce  the 
mounting  numbers  of  motor  vehicle  deaths,    injuries  and  property 
damage . 

The  goals  of  this  committee  are  to  bring  an  awareness  to  the  peop 
in,    and  around,    Duxbury  that  there  are  definite  problems  with  our 
roads,    that   funding  to  correct  the  problems  must  be  found  and  approv 
by  town  meeting  voters,    and  in  this  way,    the  resultant  tragedies  car 
be  avoided,    or  at   least   lessened  in  the  future,    making  our  roads  saf 
for  all   who  want  to  enjoy  them,    while  still   preserving  the  asthetic 
beauty  inherent   in  this  town,    and  finally,    to  eliminate  the  ugly 
stigma  that  has  burdened  Duxbury  of   late.    It   is  the  committee's  hope 
that  the  recommendations  set  down  in  this  report  will  result  in 
Duxbury' s  new  image  as  a   leader   in  the  fight   for  road  safety. 
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-  The   following   is  a  breakdown  of  all  agencies  considered  and 
recommendations  made  and  accepted  by  the  majority  of  the  Highway 
Safety  Committee  on  October  8,    1986,    now  made  public  as  mandated  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 


Agency:    Highway  Department 

It   is  the  finding  of  this  committee  that   this  department  is 
understaffed  and  in  need  of  very  necessary  equipment.    The  response 
time  to  called-in  road  problems  that  are  not  of  an  emergency  nature 
can  be  quite  slow.    Some  complaints  are   left  unanswered  for  weeks,  even 
months,    and  in  some  cases  are  not  brought  to  conclusion.  Some 
problems,    i.e.,    potholes,    road  cracks,    or  washed  out  road  shoulders 
that  are  not  addressed,    gradually  worsen.    The  hazards  increase  along 
with  the  costs  of  the  repairs,    resulting  in  deepening  irritation  and 
anger  of  the  general  public. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:    Please  see  attachment  A,    "Repetitive  Work  Tasks", 
noting  that  this  is  only  a  partial   listing  of  duties  and  does  not  take 
into  consideration  man-days  for  snow  and  ice  removal  or  street 
sweeping . 

Equipment-  A  one-time  purchase  of  a  "hot-patch  trailer  kit."  This 
item  makes  it  possible  to  make  permanent  pothole  and  crack  repairs  in 
road  surfaces.    The  current  method  of   filling  potholes  is  temporary  and 
unsatisfactory.    Cold  patch  tar  that   is  put   into  a  damaged  roadway 
loosens  and  falls  apart,    causing  the  job  to  have  to  be  re-done 
frequently.    The   labor  and  materials  used  in  that  case  are  wasted. 
Potholes  and  road  cracks  are  a  major  problem  that  must  be  resolved. 
The  cost  of  this  item  is  315-20,000. 

Manpower-  The  staff   in  this  department  needs  to  be   increased  by  at 
least  3  people,    full-time  and  2-3  temporary  workers  in  the  summer. 
Careful  monitoring  of  time  off  due  to  sickness  or   injury  also  needs 
constant  scrutiny.    Quality  control   of  workers  and  jobs  completed  must 
also  be  monitored  to  ensure  satisfactory  performance.  Strong 
management   is  key  in  this  department. 

Painted  lines-  This  subject  has  been  debated  at   length  over  the  past. 
Very  few  streets  have  such   lines,    with  the  exception  of  the  state 
highways  which  run  through  the  town.    The  current  cost  by  outside 
contractor   is  $.02  per   linear  foot  for  a  painted  line.    The  annual  cost 
is  approximately  $20,000.    These   lines  would  be   for  the  more  heavily 
traveled  roads  and  for  partial  striping  of  other  roads  where  needed  at 
intersections,    curves  and  over  hill  crests. 

The  definition  of  center  and  side   lines  is  the  usual   painted  line, 
while  fog  lines  are  applied  by  heat  process  and  contain 
highly-reflective  glass  beads   in  the  stripe. 

This  committee  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  that  the  center,  side 
and/or  fog  lines  be  painted  on  Duxbury  roadways  foi^  visibility 
enhancement  and  the  general   safety  of  motorists  and  pedestrians.  The 
arguments  that  the  aesthetic  appearance  of  scenic  roads  would  be 
damaged  and  that  the  speed  of  drivers  would  increase,    were  discussed 
at   length.    Still,    this  committeee  felt   that  safety  must  be  the 
predominant   factor.    There  will   be  some  roads  that  may  have  only  fog 
lines  applied  on  them  while  others  may  have  center  and  side  lines

applied.  People  must  have  some  idea  of  where  the  center  and  the  side 
of  the  roads  are,    especially  under  adverse  weather  conditions. 

Agency:    Tree  Department 

It  was  the   finding  of  this  committee  that  most  roadsides  in 
Duxbury  have  considerable  overgrowth  of  vegetation  in  the  form  of 
trees,    ornamental  shrubs,    bushes,    weeds  and  grasses.    In  many 
circumstances  this  overgrowth  has  become  a  serious  safety  problem. 
Particularly  hazardous  are  the  blind  conditions  caused  at 
intersections,    curves,    and  some  hills.    Those  using  the  roadways  must 
see  and  be  seen.    During  the  aftermath  of  Hurricane  Gloria  in  1985,  a 
Edison  line  forman  told  a  member  of  this  committee  that,    Duxbury  was 
the  most  overgrown  town  he  had  ever  seen. 

RECOMMENDAT I ONS 

A  program  of  vegetation  pruning,    with  road  safety  in  mind,    must  be 
initiated  to  eliminate  these  existing  blind  conditions.    This  must  be 
performed  on  an  annual  basis  with  periodic   inspections  to  ensure 
proper  visiblity.    In  addition,    road  warning  signs  must  also  be  kept 
unobstructed  by  vegetation  growth. 

It   is  the  understanding  of  this  committee  that  this  department  is 
also  understaffed  and  in  need  of  equipment.    This  must  also  be 
addressed  by  the  town.    Enough  personnel  and  equipment  must  be  made 
available  to  adequately  control  roadside  vegetation,    for  the  sake  oi 
safety  and  appearance. 

In  addition,  the  current  Duxbury  Zoning  and  Appeals  bylaw  mandates | 
corner  clearance  of  fifteen  (15)  feet  clear  view  in  either  directiofi] 
with  a  height  of  three  and  one-half  <3  1/2)  feet  that  must  be  | 
maintained.  The  Highway  Safety  Committee  and  the  Tree  Department  fea 
that  the  current  measurements  are  not  adequate  to  ensure  safe  j 
visibility  at  intersections.  <See  Attachment  B  "Modification  of  Byla 
#506)  i 


Street   Illumination  -  j 

Our  roads  are  dangerously  dark  at   night.    Intersections,    curves,  anti 
hills  without  street   lights  are  extremely  dangerous.    Some  of  those 
intersections  that  do  have   lighting  are  still   too  dark  because  the 
street   lights  are  the  older  style   low- lumen  output  type.    Add  to  the; 
darkened  conditons  other  factors,    such  as  rain,    fog,    or  snow  and  tht 
scene   is  set   for  disaster.    Those  that  are  familiar  with  our  roads  h. 
a  difficut  time  driving  under  these  blind  conditions;    those  who  are 
not  familiar  are  under  an  even  greater  handicap. 

RECOMMENDAT I ONS 

This  committee  feels  that  most   intersections  be   illuminated  with 
state-of-the-art  high-lumen  output  street    lights.    Those  intersectio 
that  already  have   lights  should  be  up-dated.    In  addition,  the 
inspection  of  some  curving  areas  and  blind  hills  should  also  be  don 
to  determine   if  street   light  would  be  beneficial. 

Road  Surface  Condi tions- 
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5. 

Many  of  our  roads  are   in  need  of  surface  repairs.    The  degree  can  be. 
as  simple  as  the  repair  of  minor  potholes  to  complete  reconstruction 
in  some  cases.    Of  the  50  roads  surveyed,    34  are   in  need  of  partial  or 
complete  reconstruction.    Once  the  roads  are  reconstructed,    they  should 
then  be  maintained  and  a  sealer  coat  applied.    Shoulders  need 
maintaining  and  center  and  side   lines  reapplied  annually.    Fog  lines, 
as  previously  described  as  being  heat-applied,    have  a   life  expectanacy 
of  8-10  times  the  painted  lines,    and  would,    therefore,    not  need  annual 
re-appl 1 cat  ion. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

This  committee  feels  that  the  establishment  of  a  long-range  plan  of 
reconstruction  and  maintenance  be   implemented  by  adequately  increasing 
the  highway  department's  budget.    Construction  should  be  done  on  a 
priority  basis.    The   longer  the  town  puts  off  the  work  and  the  worse 
the  conditions  of  our  roads  become,    the  higher  the  costs  to  the 
taxpayers. 

Agency:    Police  Department 

Of  highest  priority,    this  committee  feels  that  the  reinst itut ion  of  a 
full-time  safety  officer  and  a  new  and  agressive  program  on  driver 
safety  to  be  administered  in  the  school  system  are  vital.    This  program 
would  not  only  address  the  drinking/drugs  and  driving  issue,  but 
defensive  driving  and  the  dangers  of  driving  on  "country  roads."    It  is 
a  sad  coincidence  that  the  recent  rash  of  teenage  highway  fatalities 
began  around  the  time  that  the  safety  officer's  position  was 
eliminated.    The  new  program  should  have  the  expertise  of  a  driving 
instructor  who  would  work  directly  with  the  safety  officer. 

This  committee  recommends  that  a  police  officer  be  assigned  at  all 
times  to  radar  patrol,    ticket  writing,    and  motor-vehicle  law 
enforcement.    The  best  state-of-the-art  radar  equipment  should  be 
purchased  and  used  by  all  cars,    day  and  night.    This  must  be  a 
mandatory  part  of  the  police  routine.    We  also  recommend  that   fines  for 
motor  vehicle   infractions  be   increased  to  cover  the  cost  of  purchasing 
and  calibrating  this  radar  equipment. 

The  people  who  use  Duxbury' s  roads,    including  our  own  citizens,  MUST 
obey  the  rules  of  the  road.    Speeding,    running  stop  signs,    yield  signs 
and  red  lights,    failing  to  keep  to  their  side  of  the  road  and  driving 
under  the   influence  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs  should  not  be  tolerated 
under  any  circumstances.    Living  in  a  small   community  makes  it 
difficult   for  police  officers  to  write  a  ticket   fining  a  friend  or 
neighbor,    but  that   is  a  mandatory  part  of  the  daily  routine.    A  new 
awareness  of  road  safety  and  inherent  hazards  must  be  realized  by  the 
residents  of  Duxbury.    If  they  get  a  ticket,    they  should  admit  their 
error  and  accept  the  consequences. 

This  committee  STRONGLY  urges  the  new  Chief  of  Police  to  put  a 
priority  on  driver  safety  and  enforcement  of  the   law.    Safe  highways 
are  not  only  dependent  upon  we 1 1 -maintained  roads.    Education  and 
enforcement  must  also  be  very  much  in  evidence.    Let   it  become  common 
knowledge  to  Duxbury  citizens  and  those   in  surrounding  towns  that  this 
community   is  taking  highway  safety  very  seriously. 

The  Duxbury  Police  Department  must  have  political  as  well  as  popular 
support   if  they  are  to  curb  traffic  violators.    In  addiition,  the 
adults  and  the  parents   in  Duxbury  must   take  a  major  role   in  exercising 
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their  responsibilities  to  themselves,    their  neighbors  and  their 
children.    Teens  and  young  adults  need  to  be  aware  that  they  are  the 
ones  responsible   for  their  own  actions. 

OTHER  FINDINGS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Street   warning  signs- 

From  time  to  time  during  certain  periods  of  the  year,    street  signs 
suddenly  disappear  from  their  posts  because  they  are  being  stolen. 
STOP,    YEILD,    and  SLIPPERY  ROAD  signs  are  the  most  frequently  taken. 
The  theft  of  a  STOP  sign  at  a  particularly  dangerous   intersection  can 
lead  to  tragedy.    This  committee  recommends  that  funding  be  provided 
for  anti-theft  fasteners  to  be  placed  on  all  street  signs.    The  curren 
costs  for  signs  is  approximately  S40  each  and  the  small  cost  of  the 
fasteners  would  be  a  wise   investment.    At  snake-like  curves,  warning 
signs  should  be  posted  prior  to  the  area  and  the  curves  themselves 
marked  by  highly  reflective  directional  arrows. 

Utility  Poles,    Large  Trees  and  Mailboxes- 

In  many  cases,    the  committee   found  that  these  objects  are  placed  at 
or  allowed  to  grow  too  near  the  edge  of  the  roads  and  are  often  struc 
by  vehicles  or  obstruct  viewing.    The  committee  therefore  recommends 
that: 

1.  Utility  companies  are  petitioned  to  place  proper  reflective 
devices  on  poles  that  are  close  to  roadways. 

2.  That  private  mailboxes  also  have  reflectors  placed  on  them  by 
their  owners. 

3.  That  the  town  place  reflectors  on  certain  trees  that  are  too  cloj 
to  roadways,    especially  at   intersections  and  curves. 

Pedestrian  Paths  _ 

This  committee  recommends  that  the  town  improve  the  usefulness  of 
its  lands  by  cutting  in  walking,    bicycling  and  Jogging  paths  to 
separate  people  from  motor  vehicles.    The  bikeway  program  would  be 
expanded  to  develop  an  interconnecting  network  throughout  town. 

Trucking- 

This  committee  has  found  that  many  very  heavy  trucks  use  certain 
roads  as  short-cuts  through  Duxbury  to  get  to  other  towns.  These 
trucks  can  weigh  in  excess  of  32  tons  when  loaded.    They  are  hasteninj 
the  destruction  of  our  already-fragile  road  surfaces  and  are  a 
potential  danger  to  pedestrians,    in  particular,    children.    Ve  urge  thii 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  work  towards  finding  alternate  routes  for  thisi 
heavy  traffic.  ! 

Mass.    Department  of  Public  Works-  ij 

This  state  agency,    because  of   its  rules  and  regulations  and  its 
bureaucracy,    often  times  shackles  the  hands  of  town  officials  when 
said  officials  are  trying  to  do  what   is  best.    The  MDPV  causes  length 
delays  in  needed  road  and  safety  improvements.    This  committee  can  on 
recorammend  that  the  selectmen  and  other  effected  town  officials  make 
concerted  efforts  through  letters,    public  pressures,    and  local  and 
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Safety  Committee- 


Thls  committee  recommends  that  a  permanent  safety  advisory  committer 
be  established  to  work  with  the  town  DPV,  Finance  Committee,  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  and  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  committee 
would  continue  to  address  town  and  safety  issues,  monitor  progress  of 
highway  safety  programs,  determine  if  highway  accidents  were  caused  b 
road  hazards,    and  conduct   lobbying  efforts  at  town  meetings. 
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IN  CONCLUSION 


When  we,  as  a  committee,  consider  this  report  with  its  findings  and 
recommendations,  it  is  very  obvious  that  our  roads  are  in  varying 
degrees  of  deterioration.  Few  roads  are  in  good  to  excellent 
condition.  All  roads  are  dangerous  to  travel  at  night  especially  und 
adverse  weather  conditions.  Years  of  neglect,  due  to  lack  of 
maintenance,    have  finally  caught  up  with  this  community. 

The  future  will  only  bring  increased  traffic  flow  throughout  our  to 
as  our  population  increases.    Our  already  overly-used  roads  will 
continue  to  deteriorate  at  an  ever — increasing  rate.    Motor  vehicle 
mishaps  will  surely  rise  unless  something  is  done  to  stop  them  from 
occurring. 

The  solution  to  this  problem  lies,  for  the  most  part,  in  funding  fc 
future  reconstruction  and  maintenance.  This  community  has  been  willj 
to  vote  for  funding  to  replace  the  "Long  Bridge"  at  Powder  Point, 
large  tracts  of  conservation  land,  our  water  resources,  and  has  func 
other  important,  pressing  issues.  However,  funding  for  highway  safel 
issues  have  not  been  adequately  addressed. 

The  time  has  come  for  our  residents,  the  Selectmen  and  the  FinCom  1 
examine  this  issue  because  it  can  no  longer  be  avoided.  Funding  musi 
be  voted  and  and  an  all-encompassing  saf ety/reconstruct ion/maintenai 
program  be   initiated  at  once   for  our  highways. 

The  Duxbury  Highway  Safety  Committee  has  worked  very  hard  gatherinj 
facts,  figures  and  other  pertinent  data  in  order  to  bring  into  focus 
to  us  all  exactly  what  is  needed  in  the  area  of  highway  safety.  ThiJ 
committee  has  completed  its  appointed  task.  The  rest  of  the  work  11 
in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee  and  t. 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Duxbury  to  see  that  these  recommendations 
carried  out.

We  respectfully  request  consideration  of  the  following  modifi- 
cations to  "Article  500.   Intensity  and  Dimensional  Regulations. 
506.  Corner  Clearance": 

"Within  the  triangle  formed  by  the  lines  of  intersecting 
ways  and  a  line  joining  points  on  such  lines  fifty  (50) 
feet  distant  from  their  point  of  intersection,  or  in  case 
of  a  rounded  corner,  the  point  of  intersection  of  their 
tangents,  no  structure  and  no  foliage  shall  be  maintained 
between  a  height  three  (3)   feet  and  height  of  eight  (8) 
feet  above  the  plane  through  their  curb  grades." 

As  written  above,  this  would  reduce  the  allowable  height  for 
shrubbery  to  3  feet  from  the  current  V-i  feet  and  require  such 
clearance  for  a  distance  of  50  feet  from  the  corner  instead  of  i 
the  current  15  feet.  J 

In  addition,  we  request  changes  which  would  allow  the  Tree  Warden^ 
or  Safety  Officer  to  remove  trees  or  shrubs  without  a  public  hear- 
ing ;  give  the  Tree  Warden  and/or  Safety  Officer  the  right  to  re- 
move trees,  shrubs,  hedges,  fences,  signs,  or  any  other  obstructio 
to  motor- vehicle  visibility;  and  require  a  permit  from  the  Buildir 
Inspector,  at  a  cost  of  $5.00,  for  construction  of  new  fencing  and 
walls  within  this  50-foot  area,  not  to  exceed  the  three-foot  heigh

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The  Metrepolitan  Area  Planning  Council   includes  Duxbury  as  a  community 
in  dire  need  of  road  repairs.     The  council  has  studied  the  deteriorating 
road  conditions  in  100  communities  surrounding  Boston  and  estimates  $1.17 
billion  needs  to  be  spent  during  the  next   10  years  to  repair  and  maintain 
the  present  roads.     The  study  estimates  that  only  45  percent  of  the  area's 
local  roads  are  now  in  good-to-excellent  condition.     By   1996,   it  is  projected 
only  28  percent  will  be  in  good-to-excellent  condition,  while  two-thirds, 
67  percent,  would  be  listed  as  poor  for  driving. 

There  are  a  couple  of  points  that  lend  hope  to  Duxbury's  situation. 
In  towns  with  pavement  management  programs,   roads  were  in  good  shape  and 
maintenance  budgets  had  not  been  hurt  by  Proposition  ik •     Burlington  Town 
Administrator  Richard  Gladstone  claimed  that  if  roads  are  poor,  "  it's 
an  issue  of  bad  management,  not  Proposition  2-^."     In   1985  state  aid  to 
cities  and  towns  for  road  repair  and  reconstruction  was  $116  million,  or 
over  twice  the  $49  million  that  the  state  made  available  during  1981. 
Ed  Bates,   the  council's  transportation  manager,  explained  that  state  grant's 
provided  63  percent  of  last  year's  local  expendiitures . 

Duxbury  needs  to  develope  a  workable  pavement  management  program, 
and  aggressively  seek  state  aid  to  fund  the  bulk  of  its  needed  road  repair 
projects . 
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REPORT  OF  THE  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COORDINATOR 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

As  recently  appointed  Hazardous  Waste  Coordinator,    I  would 
like  to  submit  some  brief  comments  on  the  results  of  our  fall 
household  hazardous  waste  collection  day,   related  projects,  and 
issues  needing  attention  during  1987. 

First,    the  fall  collection  day  program  was  an  enormous 
success.      Over   153  households  participated  and,    sadly,    some  had 
to  be  turned  away  by   1:00   in  order  to  live  within  our  budget. 
With  funds  allocated  by  last  year's  annual  town  meeting  and 
a  grant   from  the  state  Department  of  Environmental  Management, 
Office  of  Safe  Waste  Management,   we  spent  nearly  $15,000  to 
dispose  of  hazardous  or  toxic  wastes  from  just  over   3%  of 
Duxbury ' s  residences.     Obviously,    these  programs  are  very  expensive, 
but   I  cannot  underscore  the   importance  of  preventative  actions 
that  are  always  less  costly  than  trying  to  restore  environmental 
quality  once  degradation  has  occurred. 

In  a  report  I  wrote  for  the  Selectmen  following  that  collection 
day,    I  pointed  out  that  several  businesses  arrived  at  the  transfer 
station  trying  to  dispose  of  business-related  wastes.     The  hauling 
company  could  not   legally  take  these   items,    and  all  businesses 
concerned  were  advised  to  apply  for  hazardous  waste  generator 
numbers  from  the  EPA.      I   think  the  Town  must  do   follow-up  work 
to  make  sure  all  relevant  businesses  and  agricultural  interests 
have  the  proper  permit  numbers.      Only  a  handful  of  Duxbury 
businesses  have  them  to  date,    and  an  ongoing  effort  to  bring  all 
firms   into  compliance   is  a  must.      I  hope  to  work  with  the  Board 
of  Health  during   1987  to  create  a  compliance  program  and  help 
implement  a   local  bylaw  governing  storage  and  use  of  hazardous  or 
toxic  materials. 

Of  equal   importance,    the  Town  itself  needs  a  hazardous  waste 
management  plan.     VJe  learned  this  through  our  experience  with  20 
old  drums  of  chemical  waste  at   the  highway  barn,   which  finally 
compelled  the  Town  to  acquire   its  own  waste  generator  number  to 
dispose  of   these  materials.     Naturally,    I  would   like  to  bring 
available   state  resources  to  Duxbury  to  design  and   implement  such  a 
plan.     This  might  best  be  done   in  conjunction  with  some  neighboring 
communities,   which  I  will  explore  this  year. 

Other   1987  projects  ought  to   include  some  public  education 
to  help  reduce  the  quantities  of  toxic  or  hazardous  products 
used  resident ially .      If  the  Town  funds  another  waste  clean-up  day 
this  year,    I  would  like  to  explore  sponsoring  a  mini-fair  that 
would  bring  companies  to  town   in  order  to  promote  domestic, 
non-hazardous  products.      I  would  like,    also,    to  work  with  the 
Water  Advisory  Board  so  that  a  small  brochure  could  go  out 
in  the  spring  bills  explaining  the  do's  and  don ' t ' s  of  household 
hazardous  product  disposal. 
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In  closing,    I  would  like  to  thank  Fire  Chief  Carl  O'Neil 
for  his  assistance  and  support  at  both  the  fall  collection  day 
and   in  the   subsequent  weeks  of  working  to  dispose  of  the  highway 
barn's  chemical  waste.     Carl's  expertise  has  been  invaluable, 
and  he   is   a  pleasure  to  work  with.

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REPORT  OF  THE  OPEN  SPACE  &  RECREATION  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 


1986 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen; 

The  Open  Space  &  Recreation  planning  Committee   is  pleased 
to  submit   a  report  for   inclusion   in  the  Annual  Town  Report 
this  year.      As  one  of  the  newest  members  of   the  local  government 
community,    this  Committee   is  proud  of   its  many  accomplishments 
this  year  and  looks  forward  to  continued  service  as  a  coordinator 
of  public   lands  acquisition  and  management. 

The  Committee  now  in  place   is  a  smaller  version  of  one 
that  was   formed   in  January,    1985,    for  the  express  purpose  of 
developing  an  open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  that  would  bring 
Duxbury   into  compliance  with  the  state's  land  acquisition 
assistance  program  guidelines.      To  that  end,    the  original  18- 
member  committee  prepared  a  Plan  that  has  been  widely  applauded 
as  unique,    comprehensive  and  visionary.     Our  achievement  made 
Duxbury  the  first   in  the  Commonwealth  to  develop  a  Bay  Circuit 
Open  Space  Plan,   blending  local  public  land  planning  with  the 
objectives  of  a  Department  of  Environmental  Management  program 
to  link  50  Greater  Boston  towns  through  a  continuous  greenbelt 
around  the  city.     While  the  Plan  was  devised  primarily  to  make 
Duxbury  eligible  to  compete   for  the  state's  coveted  Self-Help 
Program  in  hopes  of  winning  financial  help  to  pay  for  the 
Waiting  Hill  Preserve  purchase,    it  should  satisfy  our  planning 
needs  through  1991. 

When  the  first  Committee  disbanded,    it  was  agreed  that 
a  consolidated  group  should  stay  in  place   in  order  to  oversee 
and   implement  the  plan,    and  provide  the  continuity  necessary  to 
update  this  plan  when  its  expires   in  five  years.  Accordingly, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  a  permanent  group  this 
summer.     A  general  bylaw  amendment  affirming  the  Committee's 
purpose,   pov/ers  and  duties  appears  on  the   1987  Annual  Town 
Meeting  Warrant. 

This  Committee  has  been   instrumental   in  securing  several 
state  grants   for  the  Town  this  year.     A  small  planning  grant 
from  Bay  Circuit   is  now  being  used  to  devise  a  Master  Plan  of 
pedestrian  trails  to  link  public  and  private  open  space  pro- 
perties;   connected  with  this  project   is  designing  a  community 
brochure  to  show  the  location  and  access  points  of  Town  lands 
and  the  existing  network  of   trails  available.     We  also  prepared, 
on  behalf  of  the  Conservation  commission,   an  application  to 
Self-Help   in  June   (decision  pending).     Our  proudest  grant 
accomplishment  was  receipt  of   $20,000  from  the  highly  compe- 
titive Strategic  Planning  Grant  Program   (Executive  office  of 
Communities  and  Development).     With  that  grant,    and  additional 
funds  we  hope  to  obtain  through  a  corollary  EOCD  program,  the 
Committee  wants  to  explore  the   feasibility  of  creating  affordable 
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housing  through  "limited  development"   of  future  conservation 
land  purchases.     Limited  development   is  a  concept  that  has 
been  used   in  a  few  other  towns  to  defray  the  cost  of  large 
land  acquisitions  --  communities  have  sold  for  development  a 
small  part  of  much  larger  tracts,   thereby  gaining  some  revenues 
helpful   in  paying  off  sizeable  land  purchase  debts.  Our 
grant  proposal  to  EOCD  in  August  suggested  this  same  technique 
could  help  generate  affordable  housing  in  communities  that 
value  open  space,    and  we  were  funded  as  a  model  project. 
In  addition,    the  Committee  assisted  the  harbormaster  and  water- 
front advisory  committee   in  applying  for  Coastal  Zone  Management 
funds  that  would  be  used  to  rebuild  the  Town  Pier  (decision 
pending).     We  also  received  a  small  planning  grant   from  the 
Plymouth  County  Conservation  District  to  help  pay  the  publication 
costs  for   the  open  Space  &  Recreation  plan. 

As   for  other  projects,    this  Committee   is  sponsoring  a 
home-rule  petition  for  land  banking  authority  as  part  of  our 
contribution  to  the  Annual  town  Meeting  awarrant.     We  are  also 
trying  to  work  with  the  School  and  Recreation  Departments  to 
develop  a   summer'  playground  program  that  can  accommodate 
Duxbury ' s  handicapped  children.      In  turn,    the  Committee  plans 
to  spend  a   fair  amount  of  time   in  the  coming  year  on  a  land 
acquisition  policy  for  the  Town  --  a  policy  that  would  be 
presented  to  the  Selectmen,    the  Finance  Committee  and  the  fiscal 
Advisory  Committee  for  their  scrutiny.     Recognizing  that  some 
elements  of   the  Town  feel  Duxbury  already  owns  too  much  land 
while  others  contend  we  should  be  buying  more,    it  seems 
sensible  to  develop  a  rational  policy  now  before  other  desirable 
parcels  are  lost  to  development   interests.     Central  to  the 
success  of   any  workable  land  acquisition  plan  is  dealing  with 
landowners  before  they  feel  pressured   into  selling  their  property, 
and  certainly  before  their  land  must  be  disposed  of  as  part  of 
an  estate  settlement. 

We  welcome   interested  citizens  to  attend  our  meetings  and 
provide  recommendations  or  suggestions  on  any   issues  relevant 
to  our  responsibilities.     A  copy  of  the  open  Space  Plan  is  on 
file  at   the  Duxbury  Library  for  public  perusal.  i 

As  chairman,    I  would  like  to  thank  my  Committee  members  for  I 
their  diligent  efforts  and  ongoing  support.      I  would  also  like  | 
to  thank  the  Conservation  Commission  for  paying  for  the  maps  and 
charts  produced  by  private  consultants  for  the  Open  Space  Plan, 
and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for   funds  they  allocated  to  help  pay 
for  the  community  brochure  we  are  developing.     The  Finance  committ 
willingess   to  provide  us  with  funds  to  do  some  mapping  on  our  own 
is  also  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COLLECTOR/TREASURER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


The  Fiscal  Year  1986  was  another  year  of  challenge  and  accomplishment 
for  the  Collector/Treasurer's  Department. 

The  Collector's  Department,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Assessor's 
Department,  was  able  to  incorporate  the  Assessor's  legal  taxing  file  into 
our  computer  system.     This  accomplishment  permitted  the  Collector's  Depart- 
ment to  print  the  second  half  Fiscal  Year  1986  Real  Estate  tax  bills  on  our 
in  house  computer  system  for  distribution  to  property  owners.  Additionally, 
the  legal  tape  afforded  the  Collector's  Department  the  ability  to  determine, 
calculate  and  print  Real  Estate  demand  notices  and  other  improved  processing 
and  collection  capabilities. 

The  Collector's  Department  looks  forward  to  this  continued  cooperative 
effort  and  has  established  plans  to  print  both  the  first  and  second  half 
Real  Estate  tax  bills  for  Fiscal  Year  1987. 

A  tax  taking  was  performed  on  September  30,  1985  for  Fiscal  Year  1985 
outstanding  taxes.     This  is  the  fifth  Real  Estate  tax  taking  since  September 
1983  and  has  further  reduced  outstanding  tax  receivables  and  improved  the 
collection  ratio. 

The  Town's  systems  vendor  is  nearing  completion  of  the  new  improved 
payroll,  personnel  system  and  is  developing  a  lien  certificate  program  for 
the  Collector's  use  in  the  near  future.     Several  additional  software  programs 
are  planned  for  Fiscal  Year  1987. 

While  Treasurer/Collector  John  Ferguson  was  hospitalized  for  four  months 
due  to  a  car  accident,   the  Collector /Treasurer  staff  accepted  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  offices  and  accomplished  duties  and  goals  with  utmost  credibility. 
They  are  commended  for  their  efforts  and  accomplishments. 

We  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Executive  Assistant,  Finance  Committee, 
other  Boards,  Committees,  Department  Managers  and  all  staff  for  their  contribu- 
tions, cooperation  and  assistance  in  helping  us  achieve  goals  during  the  Fiscal 
Year.
